The Station of Extinction 

The station of extinction, maqam al-fana, is one of the primary 
stations on the Path of the Sufi towards the state of perfection, maqam al- 
Ihsan. This station in fact is the first target of the seeker as he moves on 
the way of spiritual wayfaring, and while not the ultimate final 
destination, it attainment is considered the first foothold into the Garden 
of Sainthood — for one who reaches this has become of the Elect. It is for 
this reason that many identified this station as the final goal and 
declared that one who attained it had in fact achieved ultimate felicity, 
complete nothingness. Whereas in reality, this station, while of immense 
magnitude, is still a waystation on the ascent towards the Divine. For 
this reason the Naqshbandi Saints said, "Our Way begins where others 
leave off." 

In the station of extinction, the servant of God leaves his very self 
behind, and in abandonment of all that pertains to selfhood is cut adrift 
in the oceanic realm of God's Reality. At that station, self-realization is 
achieved for the seeker has achieved the vision of Witnessing, aynu 1- 
mushahadah, and is thus able to testify with true vision, as a witness of 
the One. When that is attained, the seeker is unable to identify him or 
herself as existent and sees all existence as a manifestation of the 
Oneness of God. 

The Prophet Muhammad fg, who was the leader of humanity in 
seeking the Divine Presence, said, "I am the City of Knowledge and Ali is its 
gate." 1 In this statement is an affirmation of two realities: 

• The Prophet M encompasses all knowledge granted to 
creation from the Lord of Creation. 

• Ali ibn Abi Talib the Lion of God, was chosen as the one 
through whom access to that knowledge was made 
possible. 

As regards the first point, God said:

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He discloses not His unseen (ghayb) to anyone, except only to such a 
Messenger as He is well-pleased with. (72:26) 

Muhammad M is the Crown of those messengers with whom God is 
well-pleased. As a prophet who brought reports from His Lord; as the 
one who ascended above the seven heavens and the seven Paradises to 
His Lord's Presence by " two bows' length or even nearer" (53:9); as the one 
who told of the events that attended the creation of all existent beings; as 
the one who saw the events after resurrection and Judgment Day, and as 
the one to whom was revealed the inimitable Qur'an, who is more 
deserving of such a boundless gift— the gift of Knowledge from the 
Divine Presence? If about a saint, as our master Khidr %/ is regarded by 
many scholars, (while others assert he was a prophet), about whom God 
said, "We had taught knowledge from Our own Presence," (18:65) how 
would it not be befitting that the All-wise Creator grant the entire body 
of heavenly knowledge to His Beloved St. For the Lord of the heavens 
and the earth said of him: 

And We granted you knowledge of what you knew not, and the bounty of 
Allah for you has been infinite. (4:113) 

And He, the Almighty said: 

This is of the tidings of the Unseen which we reveal to you. You did not 
know it before this, nor your people. (11:49) 

Also regarding the knowledge granted him by His Lord, the 
Prophet St said: 

My Lord came to me in the best image and asked me over what did the 
angels of the higher heaven vie, and I said I did not know, so He put His 
hand between my shoulders, and I felt its coolness in my innermost, and 
the knowledge of all things between the East and the West came to me. 2

Whether the Prophet saw his Lord during his sleep or whether Allah the Glorious and 
Exalted manifested Himself to him with a form (hi al-tajalli al-suwari), this type of

In this regard, a man from Banu Amir, asked the Prophet “Is 
there any knowledge left which you do not know?" whereupon the 
Prophet % said, "God has taught me a great good, and there is a 
kind of Unseen knowledge which God alone knows..." 3 

The statement "7 am the City of Knowledge and Ali is its gate " means 
that Muhammad was the essence of the heavens itself; the fabric of 
creation itself in its entirety. The evidence of this is the famous hadith of 
Jabir where it is related that Jabir ibn Abd Allah said to the Prophet 
St, "O Messenger of God, may my father and mother be sacrificed for 
you, tell me of the first thing God created before all things." He said: 

O Jabir, the first thing God created was the light of your Prophet from His 
light, and that light remained 4 in the midst of His Power for as long as He 
wished, and there was not, at that time, a Tablet or a Pen or a Paradise or a 
Fire or an angel or a heaven or an earth. And when God wished to create 
creation, he divided that Light into four parts and from the first made the 
Pen, from the second the Tablet, from the third the Throne, then He divided 
the fourth into four parts [and from them created everything else ]. 5 

The light of the First Creation was the Muhammadan Reality and 
from that Light all other creation came into existence. It was in truth the 
creation of Muhammad which is the reason for the existence of all things, 
as God said, "If not for you [O Muhammad] I would not have created 
the cosmos." 6 

All that is conveyed in the first revelation, Iqra - “Read!” for from its 
outwardly apparent meaning, " Read in the name of thy Lord who created" 
the mention of the Lord's creation is first. This means, "I order you to 


manifestation is known among the masters of spiritual states and stations (arbab al-hal 
wa al-maqam), and it consists in being reminded of His qualities ( liayatihi ) and reflecting 
upon His vision ( ruyatihi ), which is the outcome of the perfection of one's inner 
detachment ( takhliyatihi ) and self-adornment ( tahliyatihi ).

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read, O Muhammad, in My name, for I am the one Who created You, 
and from you all creation emerged." 

God's Order for creation proceeded from the Divine Essence and 
resulted in the creation of the Muhammadan Reality, al-haqiqat al- 
muhammadiyyah. God is the One who caused it to emerge in the way that 
He liked. Thus the Prophet's light exists in everything for which God 
said: 

And know that within you is Allah's Messenger. (49:7) 

Gabriel SSBi did not say, "Recite!" for recitation comes from what is 
already known and held in the mind, but reading refers to something 
that must first be seen in order to be read. If God was ordering Prophet 
Muhammad to read, it means before him was something which could be 
read - from it he was looking and reading. What was he reading? He 
was reading bismi rabbika alladhee khalaq - "in the name of your Lord Who 
Created." It means, "O Muhammad! I am granting and then opening to 
you knowledge of the secret of creation; the secret of which was never 
opened before." 

Even today's scientists still do not know the secret of when the soul 
reaches the embryo in the womb of the mother. God gave that secret to 
Muhammad when He said, "Read!" where it means "see for I am 
showing you, so read and learn, and know that in My Name I am 
showing you My Creation." 

Creation of the universe is easy. But as God said, to create one 
human being is not easy. He said, "W7;o created the human being from a 
clot." That clot has been identified today by scientists as the female's egg 
fertilized by one sperm. 

A woman normally produces three or four eggs at one time and at 
most eight. But the man gives forth 500 million sperm at one time. From 
that huge number God allows only one sperm to connect with the single 
egg. This secret and further secrets which have yet to be disclosed to 
mankind, were granted to the Prophet M in that first revelation. 

When Gabriel SSS said "read!" the Prophet S was unlettered 
( umiyyun ), he did not know how to handle a pen, yet God ordered him 
to "Read!" The secret of this comes in the second repetition of the order 
to "read!" - "Read and your Lord is most Generous who taught humankind by 
means of the yen; taught humankind what it knew not." 
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It means, "Read in the name of thy Lord who taught You O 
Muhammad, the original man, by means of the Pen." 

It was no ordinary pen that Allah mentioned to Prophet 
Muhammad M such as those carried by people today. “Who taught 
humankind by means of the yen" refers to the Pen of Power ( Qalam al- 
Qudrah), the Pen by the Beautiful Names of Allah were inscribed on the 
Preserved Tablet ( al-lawh al-mahfudh). It is the Pen that wrote the 
destinies of all created beings before God brought them from the world 
of possibilities into the world of existence. About it, the Prophet M said: 

Allah inscribed the destinies of all created things before creating the 
heavens and the earth by fifty thousand years, while His Throne stood 
upon the water. 7 

It is narrated: 

Before creating any of the cosmos God ordered the Pen to write, and 
it said, "What should I write?" and He said, "Write: there is no god 
except God (la ilaha ill-Allah.)" So for 70,000 years the Pen wrote la 
ilaha ill-Allah. 

And then God said again, "Write!" And the Pen asked, "What 
should I write?" He said, "Write Muhammad is the Prophet of God 
(Muhammadun Rasulullah.)" 

And so for 70,000 years the Pen wrote Muhammadun Rasulullah. The 
Pen asked, "Who is that Muhammad that you put his name with 
Your Name?" God said, "Silence! If not for Muhammad I would not 
have created creation." 8

When the Pen heard the name "Muhammad," it prostrated and said in its 
prostration, "Glory to the One Who is characterized with generosity; Glory be to the 
Gracious, the Most Compassionate. I have known your Greatest Name, so who is this 
Muhammad whose name You have joined with Yours?" Then God said, "Keep good 
manners O Pen! For by My Glory and My Majesty, I did not create My creation 
except for the love of Muhammad The Pen then split due to the sweetness of 
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Whatever God has created emerged from His Ocean of Power ( bahr 
al-qudrah), and whatever exists in this universe is under the power and 
authority of Sayyidina Muhammad H and all of that is contained in the 
Muhammadan Reality. Now whereas the Muhammadan Reality is in fact 
the essence and source of all created beings, therefore within himself our 
master Muhammad IS holds knowledge of all creation: 

Say: "If the ocean were ink (wherewith to write out) the words of my Lord, 
sooner would the ocean he exhausted than would the words of my Lord, 
even if we added another ocean like it, for its aid. " (36:109) 

And this is followed by a reference to the Prophet M himself, 
indicating that the Oceans of God's Knowledge described in the 
preceding verse are in fact in his possession, despite his tremendous 
humility and sense of non-existence before the Greatness of His Lord: 

Say: "I am but a man like yourselves, (but) the inspiration has come to me, 
that your Allah is one Allah: whoever expects to meet his Lord, let him 
work righteousness, and, in the worship of his Lord, admit no one as 
partner. (36:110) 

And as the Prophet M is the holder of the Oceans of Divine 
Knowledge, Sayyidina Ali 4i is the link one crosses to ascertain that 
reality. 

Thus those who seek to traverse in the Paths of God, must seek the 
means in our master Ali 4*. and his teachings. Where are such teachings 
to be found? It is a truism that "who seeks finds" and thus the sincere 
seeker, immediately upon setting out with firm intention, will be guided 
to the Door of Knowledge and River of Truth which stems from the heart 
of Sayyidina Ali 4® and the hearts of the other three rightly-guided 
caliphs of the Prophet M- 

When the Prophet IS described Ali 4» as the Door of the City of 
Knowledge it means, "I am the one carrying the secrets that Allah has 
given to humanity because I am the one from whom Allah created 
creation from my light. I am but a servant, but He gave me that honor." 
So he M told our master Ali, "Explain to them from those realities." 


Muhammad $ and said, "Peace be upon you, O Messenger of God." But it found no 
one to respond to its greeting, upon which God said, "And peace be onto you, and 
My mercy and My blessings." 
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From these wisdoms we know that even the Companions, despite 
all their high levels of spiritual attainment, none of them could 
understand the reality of Sayyidina Muhammad H except two: Abu Bakr 
as-Siddiq 4® and Ali ibn Abi Talib 4». Sayyidina Ali was given the task 
of explaining from these realities to the Companions. An example of that 
is: 

It is reported that when Umar ibn al-Khattab 4% performed 
pilgrimage and embraced the (Black) Stone, he said, "I know by 
God that you are a stone which neither harms nor benefits, and had 
I not seen God's Messenger embrace you, I would not have 
embraced you." 

However, Ali ibn Abi Talib 4® said to him, "Abu Hafs, do not say 
this, for God's Messenger fg did not embrace it (the Black Stone) 
save for wisdom he knew: It has two eyes and two lips and 
possesses a keen tongue that testifies for those who fulfill their 
obligations to it." 9 

So in fact Sayyidina Ali 4» was explaining to Sayyidina Umar 4», 
reminding him of the hadith which he had forgotten. Both the modem 
scholars ( al-mutaqqadimeen ) and the scholars of old, whoever wants to 
understand the reality of this life must look at the vision of Sayyidina Ali 
4i to Sayyidina Muhammad sfi, that is how the Prophet M appeared to 
him. You want to understand the reality of eternal life you have to go 
thru the heart of Sayyidina Ali 4& and the heart of the family of the 
Prophet for God told the Prophet M- "Say, I ask of you no payment except 
love of my relatives." 

It means, "Love my near of kin in order to be granted from the 
Divine realities and secrets, for they are the vehicles of my light and 
carriers of my knowledge. They are the means by which to know what 
God has dressed me on the Day of Promises." 

While the door to Sayyidina Muhammad's sg city is Sayyidina Ali 
4», and there is only one door, but inside the city is what the Prophet % 
has given to the Veracious One, Abu Bakr as-Siddiq 4». He is inside that 
city watching over the jewels that are within its most valued treasure

So when we see this kind of poetry and this kind of love, this 
description of the state of fana, annihilation, we see this kind of 
relationship between the human being and His Lord where then is room 
for human beings to spend on this worldly life? It is in that state of awe, 
and non-existence that the Lovers and Friends of God find themselves. 
And when they are in this state, no one can approach them. 

Al-Hasan ibn al-Mansour said: 

The identity of God's elect servant becomes extinguished in the 
Divine Presence. No one bears such a person nor does that person 
put up with [standards of behavior] others [tolerate]. Still, the elect 
one among God's servants is like unto the earth; it accepts every 
type of refuse and yet nothing issues from it but sweetness. Both the 
good and the sinner walk over and step on the servant of God. And 
the vilest of creation are they who pretend to be the elect of God 
when in fact they are stingy. 

Ash-Shibli said, "the elect servant of God is cut off from creatures 
and connected to the Truth ." 11 Ibn Ajiba relates that it has been said, 
"Whoever owns states whose character indicates proximity to God is 
insupportable. The mountains carry him not." Such is the aspect of 
whoever realizes the station of extinction, maqam al-fana. Al-Hasan ibn al- 
Mansour wrote of the one who became extinguished (fani) in the love of 
God 12 :

12 maqam — what the servant realizes in his station in terms of spiritually-perfected manners, 
adab, and what is communicated... [al-Qushayri] 
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People find it difficult to tolerate the one who has lost any sense of 
self and who stands in awe stunned before God's Absolute 
Existence. Whoever reaches that station ( maqam ) and would in any 
way divulge its secret, will act differently from the commonality of 
humankind. 

For that reason, the Friends of God ( awliyaullah ) who reach that 
maqam hide themselves. The story in the Holy Quran about al-Khidr SSI 
illustrates this truth. He did things people do not usually do; things that 
even the Prophet Moses SSSt found difficult to accept. God instructs us by 
means of that example, to learn, not because Moses 9SSI is lower in station 
for after all, he is one of the five greatest Prophets. No one attains the 
level of the prophets and the Prophet's Companions ( Sahaba ). By 
informing us of Moses' SB relation to Khidr SsSl, the Qur'an wishes to 
give us the example of one brought near to God, one of His saints. Such 
individuals are just as the hadith qudsi describes them, "My saints are 
under My domes; no one knows them except Me." God Himself hides 
saints, since they are exceedingly precious to Him. Another hadith 
illustrates this, "Whoever comes against a Friend of Mine I declare war 
on him." 13 

In the midst of people, God's Friends say and do things that others 
do not accept. That is the meaning of Ibn Ajiba's words, "No one bears 
such a person." For the same reason, when the Prophet Sayyidina 
Muhammad came forth, his people rejected him. All prophets were 
rejected by their people. Since that is the case of the prophets what then 
can be expected for awliya ? It is natural that they will be rejected 
completely by common people, because awliya are ordinary human 
beings upon whom God has bestowed heavenly power. 

Today's religious scholars (ulama) say there no longer remain any 
awliya. This is not true. Rather, these people have become blind so that 
they cannot see them. Why have they become blind? Because awliya have 
hidden themselves, especially in the present era. They know that no one 
will accept them and the power granted them by the Lord. If they 
display anything of what they have been empowered with, people come 
against them.

Thus one 
of God's friends ( awliya ) behaves like others to the extent that people say 
about him, "He is like us. What is different?" What they don't know 
about him is that he has been tested by awliya ; by the Prophet s§, and 
finally by God the Exalted. He passed his tests and was given his 
spiritual trusts ( amanat ). 

Ibn Ajiba continues: Wa la yaqbalu ahad — "nor does that person put 
up with [standards of behavior] others tolerate." This means he watches 
as they go astray, calling them to return to the Path, but they do not 
listen. After a while, the saint leaves them. Bayazid al-Bistami, one of the 
greatest saints of Islam, was constantly worshipping God, ascending in 
closeness, until he could even hear the angels. He arrived at a station 
where he sought the Divine Presence saying, "O my Lord! Open for me 
the gate to Your Divine Presence." He heard a voice in his heart saying, 
"O Bayazid! If you want to enter My Presence, you must become 
people's refuse pile." Hence, al-Hasan ibn Mansour says here, "The elect 
servants of God are like the earth. They accept every type of refuse to be 
cast upon them and yet nothing issues from them but sweetness. Both 
the good and the sinner walk upon it." 

The "earth" is characterized by strength. Whatever God Wills the 
earth accepts. It has no will of its own. In this respect awliyaullah 
resemble the earth: "every vile and ugly thing is cast upon it," and it 
accepts. The Arabic word used, qabih does not means just "vile" or 
"ugly" but rather, "rank" and "putrid" suggesting the worst refuse 
thrown on the earth. Yet, after he accepts it, the verse continues, 
"nothing comes from him except goodness." 

The Friend of God ( wali ) does not treat you the same way you treat 
him. Rather he returns good for evil. It is related that Bayazid tested the 
ulama, with extreme ecstatic utterances, until at last they elected to stone 
him. This was due to their lack of understanding the station from which 
he was speaking. Bayazid was not someone inclined to commit heresy, 
for even Ibn Taymiyya praises his piety. But his intention was to test 
them, for they in fact had tried to test him. 

Finally, when they had stoned Bayazid and left him for dead, his 
inert body was thrown in a garbage dump. Actually, he was still alive. 
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but very weak. Eventually after lying injured in the dump seven days, he 
revived slightly and was able to move. He began searching about for 
something to eat. He found a bone, with a bit of fetid meat on it, 
probably thrown out one week before. When he took it a dog appeared 
growling and spoke to him, saying, "This is my territory, and this my 
food. You cannot touch it." Thus did God reveal to him the 
understanding of animal speech. 

Bayazid relates, "I was beseeching God and saying, 'O God! O my 
Lord! What I have sought I sought only for the sake of Thy love. I willed 
for them to kill me but Thou quickened me and caused me to live. And 
once I regained my life I wished them to put me to death yet again; and 
that then Thou wouldst quicken me once more, and they would stone 
me yet another time. And again wouldst Thou revive me, over and over, 
because each time they stone me I would pray for them that Thou, My 
God, wouldst forgive them of their sins. So whatever Thou hast granted 
me of rewards for prayer and spiritual struggle, do Thou, O Lord, cause 
them to share in that same reward with me." This shows how much the 
Saint ( wali ) will love God's servants when he enters into His love. 

Today many Muslim scholars say, "There are no more awliya." In 
reality, they exist, but since only a few will understand their states, they 
are hidden. Another saying of today's scholars is, "Every mumin 
(believer) is a wali." If that is the case, God would not differentiate 
between mumin and wali. 

In any case, who can truly say he is a believer (mumin)? Do these 
scholars not recall God's saying: 

The Arabs say, "We believe." Say, "Ye have no Faith ; but ye (only) say, 

'We have submitted our wills to Allah,' For not yet has Faith entered your 

hearts. But if ye obey Allah and His Messenger, He will not belittle aught 

of your deeds: for God is Oft-Forgiving, Most Merciful . " (49:14) 

Who can grant one the certification that faith (iman), has entered his 
heart? Such certification is not given from one Muslim to another; it is 
given from God to the believer. 

Wherever they find themselves, awliya build places of prayer, 
zawiyas, khaniqas or ribats (gathering places for spiritual training and 
practice). Once raised, people come from far and wide to visit them and 
they receive all in their meetings. They do not say, "We will not meet this 
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one or that one." Today people say, "These individuals are enemies. We 
cannot meet them. These people cursed us, we cannot meet them." But 
the Prophet sfe came to all humankind — enemy or not. 

We have not sent thee but as a universal (Messenger) to men, giving them 
glad tidings, and warning them (against sin), but most men understand 
not. (34:28) 

If an enemy came to him H he was obliged to open his door. As 
awliyaullah, are inheritors of the Prophet's states and character, their 
doors must always be open. Else what is the benefit of wilayat 
(sainthood)? God bestowed wilayat upon them in order to hear people 
out, to deal with them and to bring them to Islam. When you close your 
door and say, "I don't work with those people," you have isolated 
yourself and become a barrier to the Way. You have to work with people 
of any faith, any religion, and any group to convey them to Haqq (Truth). 
That is why Grand Shaykh Abd Allah al-Faiz ad-Daghestani met with 
everyone, and we seek to follow in his footsteps. You cannot close the 
door saying, "You are not a member." Now everything is based 
membership — for money. They tell you, "Pay fifty dollars and become a 
member." Nothing is done purely for God's sake any longer. 

"Both good people and the ugliest of sinners walk over and step on 
the elect servant of God." That means he will carry burdens — he is 
everyone's garbage disposal. And in return, he offers prayers for people; 
in order to turn their hearts round to God. The elect servants of God try 
to do their best for people although people do their worst for them. That 
is why the good and the bad step on them and walk all over them. 

Ibn Ajiba said, "And the vilest ones are they who pretend that they 
are an elect servant of God while failing in generosity." An elect servant 
of God does not fail in generosity. He is not stingy. A servant of God is 
always generous with the gifts his Lord has granted him or her, by not 
withholding it. God is the Most Generous of the generous ( Akram al- 
akramin). 

Similarly, the Prophet M is described by God as: 
to the Believers is he most kind and merciful. (9:128) 
and 

We sent thee not, but as a Mercy for all creatures. (21: 107) 
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This verse means that Prophet Muhammad M will ask God's 
forgiveness on everyone's behalf. In short, a servant of God cannot be 
stingy. The worst person is someone who pretends to be an elect servant 
of God and is stingy. Not stingy with his money, but stingy in carrying 
the difficulties of people and taking back for himself, whatever God gave 
him of hasanat (rewards), as gifts to them. 

Worse yet, are those of God's servants on whom he has bestowed 
the gifts of knowledge of the religion and its inner meanings and who 
withhold this knowledge from those who are capable of receiving it. 
These are the ulama that tell lies about God and pronounce permitted 
what He has prohibited. Of these, we have many examples today. They 
say, for example, that God wills people to lay down their lives in support 
of the corrupt or, serve false causes or to propagate wrong doctrine. 
These servants are the spiritually stingy. Such persons never succeed and 
on the Day of Judgment, they will be reckoned among the losers. They 
are like a tree covered with beautiful blossoms in spring, but which is 
infertile and fails to yield fruits in autumn. 

To be perfectly clear, the true authorized servant of God carries the 
sins of those who are under his authority by asking God's forgiveness for 
those under him and by requesting God bestow whatever he received of 
rewards on them from whatever levels God has raised him to. That is for 
whoever comes to visit him. 

The Prophet si said: 

God has angels roaming the roads seeking the people of His Remembrance 
(dhikr), and when they find a group of people reciting dhikr, they call each 
other and encompass them in layers until the first heaven .... And someone 
not from them, but who came only for a certain issue, sits with them. God 
said, "no regrets will come to whoever sits with them — la yashqa 
jalisahum. " 14 

That means that anyone coming for only a few minutes, even if he is 
not one of them, will be rewarded for being with them. Anyone who 
comes to the wali, the wali will give to him from what God and the 
Prophet M gave him. That is what it means — the opposite of stingy. It 
means giving what God adorned him with in the way of mercy. It means

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taking on and carrying the difficulties and problems of people who came 
to see him. 

Now Ash-Shibli goes on to say, "The elect servant of God is 
disconnected from creation and connected to the Truth, al-Haqq." He 
continues, "Munqati an il-khalq," meaning "his heart is cut off from 
people and connected with the Divine." At the most literal level, it 
means he severs himself from the creatures and connects himself 
spiritually with God's Love. But at a deeper level it also means that he 
rejects all that is false and loves all that is true. The servant of God does 
not involve himself in issues that do not concern him or in what people 
do and say contrary to the Truth. He is connected with Truth. He likes 
everything about Truth and dislikes whatever is false. When he 
disconnects himself from falsehood, he veils it, as if he is not seeing it, 
even while being perfectly aware of it. At the same time, he does not 
backbite and draw attention to the falsehood and wrongdoing 
perpetrated by people. 

He connects himself to Truth and disconnects himself from 
falsehood. He does this in order to balance their falsehood by bringing 
Truth to the other side of the balance. Otherwise, if falsehood goes 
unchecked, it will cause disaster both in the Ummah and in the world. 
Thus the aivliya are like mountains in the Ummah; they balance 
everything, as the mountains keep the earth in balance: 

And the mountains as pegs (78:7) 

If falsehood were to increase unchecked there would no longer be 
any balance in the world and it would turn upside down. Thus, the 
awliya bring everything into balance. For this reason God said: 

In order that ye may not transgress (due) balance. So establish weight with 

justice and fall not short in the balance. (55:8-9) 

These verses mean, "Make everything balanced in the scale." If the 
awliya do not balance falsehood by means of worship, if they do not 
balance what the workers of iniquity perpetrate in the way of falsehood 
with truth, this dunya (world, material life) would have disappeared long 
ago. 

Among the Signs of Last Days, Abd Allah bin Amr Ibn al-As 
related that the Prophet 3S said: 
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God will not take knowledge from the hearts of the scholars but he takes the 
scholars (they die). There will be no more scholars to take their place so 
people will take extremely ignorant leaders. They will be asked questions 
and will give fatwas (legal rulings) without knowledge. They are 
misguided and they misguide others . 15 

The pious servants ( salihin ) have been balancing everything from 
the time of the Prophet s§. Indeed, throughout all ages, they are 
balancing falsehood with truth. But now that balance they have brought 
to the worlds is reaching its end so that there is no longer a balance. 
Indeed, the lack of a sense of proportion has become the dominant 
characteristic of our epoch. That is why today one sees so much killing. 
And while everyone speaks of peace, peace, peace, in fact everywhere 
people are dying. May God keep us under the wings of His pious 
servants whom He has endowed with knowledge and entrusted with the 
guidance of the community of Muhammad §i and balance our deeds to 
be in a good way. 

Balancing the Self 

Balance begins with the self, for the self is the root of all spiritual 
troubles. In the approach to the Divine Presence, the seeker must build 
his or her divine aspect based on the spirit of the holy hadith: 

...My servant draws not near to Me with anything more loved by Me than 
the religious duties I have enjoined upon him, and My servant continues to 
draw near to Me with supererogatory works so that I shall love him. When 
I love him I am his hearing with which he hears, his seeing with which he 
sees, his hand with which he strikes and his foot with which he walks ... 16 

One may be fastidious in observing the obligations and in practicing 
supererogatory worship: making all the voluntary prayers and fasts, 
paying extra charity and practicing the Sunnah to excess. However, in the 
search for realities, even that is not enough. This is because often the 
worshipper will miss a critical step: that of self-examination - al- 
muhasabah.

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Without this aspect, the very worship we do in the belief we are 
attaining higher levels can in fact become an obstacle to progress. How? 
When that worship is not absolutely pure, done for the sake of God 
Alone, and we continue to do it under the self-satisfied notion that we 
are doing all that is humanly possible to achieve spiritual progress. At 
that time, the self will have held sway for it relishes its "success" in 
spiritual work and discipline. 

The House of Illness 

Therefore, as with all illnesses there is a cure. In entering this 
discussion, we note the relevance of the Prophetic saying: 

The stomach is the house of all illnesses and the source of all cures is 

diet . 17 

Dieting means to be fully ware of what enters one's mouth and 
arrives at the stomach. The first step in dieting is to impose controls on 
the ego's desire to eat. This is found in implementing the hadith where 
the Prophet M said, "We are a people who don't eat until we are hungry and 
when we eat we don't eat our fill ." 18 

True cleverness is possessed by the one who can prevent his hand 
from reaching out to eat more, such a person truly controls his ego. Egos 
always desire more - they are endlessly greedy. If God granted us a 
house, and the ego sees someone who owns a bigger house, it wants that 
house. The ego never says, "All praise be to God, we have a place to 
stay." 

If someone has one million dollars the ego wants two million; if he 
has two million, it wants three million.

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Yahya bin Yahya, a student of Imam Malik, asked him for advice. 
Imam Malik gave him three recommendations, each of which comprises 
a treasure. He said: 

I will compose all the medicine of the physicians, and the entire 
fruit of the science of medicine in one sentence: withdraw your 
hand from eating as long as you have desire to eat . 19 

Following such advice one will never see sickness in his life. More 
importantly that is training the ego to listen to and accept to say the 
truth. For the battle with the ego begins with a conversation, a debate 
between the soul, which yearns for spiritual attainment, and the ego, 
nafs, which always seeks satisfaction in the basest desires. The soul will 
ask the ego, "Are you done eating?" To which it replies, "No, I want 
another bite, for this food is so tasty." At that time the reproachful-self 
(an-nafs al-lawwamah) will say, "But you are not keeping the Sunnah of 
eating." That is the decision point: to observe the Sunnah, or not; to keep 
discipline or not; to control the ego or not. 

It is for this reason that the Prophet H said: 

Contemplation for one hour is better than seventy years of worship . 20 
What you achieve by contemplation tafakkur, also known in Arabic 
as muraqabah, is to achieve what you cannot achieve even if you are 
performing voluntary worship for seventy years. It means that what is 
gained by meditation is unattainable through worship alone, for even 
Iblis, the condemned, busied himself with worship constantly such that 
not one handspan in heavens and earth remained without the traces of 
his prostration. Yet in the end he failed due to his rebellious ego, and 
spurred on by self-conceit he disobeyed a single order of His Lord and 
thus fell from grace. 

Shaykh Abul Hasan ash-Shadili said, "The fruits of meditation 
( muraqabah ) are the Divinely-gifted talents." But meditation cannot be

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done amongst the people, it must be done in isolation ( al-uzlah ). That in 
fact, is the primary reason people sit in isolation: to do meditation. 

Such meditation, completely secluded away from all other eyes and 
ears, will allow you train the ego, to ride it, as a horseman rides his 
mount. Then once you ride the ego, it can no longer control you. When 
you say, "I am not eating," it will say, "I hear and I obey." On the other 
hand, if you have not trained it you will be overcome by your ego. 

That is why a master may try his students by giving them excess 
food to eat. Such a trial is actually to combat the ego's desires to not eat, 
which comes about when the stomach is full and the food is not 
particularly delicious. In keeping the ways of Sufism nothing must 
accord with the ego's desires. So should the Shaykh order you to eat an 
entire pot of bland and tasteless food, you must do so willingly, for it is 
in obedience to the order that he will raise you. 

However, if the Shaykh dispenses more food to you— food which is 
blessed by his hands, his prayers and his preparing it while invoking 
God and praising His Prophet M— and you indicate in even the slightest 
way, "That is enough," you are displaying your disobedience, struggling 
in fact to say, "No, I will not eat any more." Consider, if that is your 
reaction to something that is cannot harm you what do you think if the 
Shaykh puts you to a more difficult trial? 

This is all in regard to physical nourishment. If we observe dieting 
in regard to our physical constitution, what are we doing in regards to 
our spirit, for it too is nourished and it too has its source of food? 

Dieting for the Soul 

Dieting for the soul means anything you prevent yourself from 
doing of bad desires will be a cure for one's spiritual dimension and a 
preparation for the afterlife. 

People today do not diet for the soul. They are not examining the 
desires of the self and asking "How am I going to face God the Almighty 
and Exalted, on the Day of Examination, where He is going to ask us, 
'Did you stop yourself from being greedy, from jealousy and from 
envy?"' 

If someone is receiving his provision from God, then no one can 
prevent him from receiving his destined portion. If God has granted you 
one thousand of something then you will get your one thousand, even if 
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one thousand others are seeking it; and if God has written for you ten, 
then it may be that someone else will get one thousand and you will get 
your destined ten. Never worry that someone else will eat your 
provision. With that in mind, jealousy and envy can never arise. 

Thus it is said, "Dieting is the head of all cures. " 21 

Himyah means dieting but in this context it means preventing 
yourself from doing anything outside the bounds of Islam. Whatever 
you are doing that contravenes the Divine Law you must stop doing, else 
you will end up in a situation that you are happy in this life but in the 
afterlife you are full of regret. 

The heart is an organ but its nourishment is not through eating. 
Rather the heart uploads and downloads. Its food is gossips, dark 
whisperings, and evil promptings with which you fill it up. If you give it 
bad spiritual food, it will be demolished, but if you are giving it healthful 
spiritual food, it will flourish, and each person must choose. 

Just as the stomach is the house of physical maladies, the heart is 
the house of spiritual malaises. So just as one diets as a cure for the 
physical body so to will observing the nourishment intake of the heart 
enable one to receive God's light. 

It is related that God said: 

Neither My heaven nor My earth could contain Me, but the soft, 

humble heart of my believing servant can contain Me . 22 

There cannot be two within the heart. God does not accept 
association, though He may forgive anything less than that. What does 
He accept? Oneness. God does not accept that anyone share with Him, 
for He is the Ultimate Sovereign King. God wants Absolute Oneness to 
be attributed to Himself. If there is even the slightest aspect of filth or 
impurity in the heart then no light will penetrate into your heart from

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God's lights. That would be unacceptable for God's lights can only be for 
Himself. 

For this reason, the dieting of the heart consists of listening to a 
guided and guiding master, a murshid, who has the skill to disconnect 
the seeker from his own self-aggrandizing self and then, like a heart 
surgeon, carefully reconnect the seeker to his reality in the Divine 
Presence. 

Breaking the Ego's Pride 

As we said earlier, the seeker may make great strides of progress in 
attainment by means of voluntary worship. However, he or she will 
reach a limit that cannot be crossed, and that is the blockage of the self, 
for the self will use any means at its disposal to intercept the upward 
progress of the seeker. The cause of this is arrogance, for the self does not 
allow the soul to take precedence, claiming, on the pattern of Pharoah, “I 
am your Lord most high! "(79:24). For this the guide must use drastic 
means, like emergency surgery, to eliminate the tyrannical self. This is 
illustrated in another story about Bayazid: 

There was a man in Bistam who was always in Bayazid's assembly 
and he never separated from him. At the same time the man was a 
renowned scholar of the region. Once he said to Bayazid, "O 
master! For thirty years I have been fasting in the daytime and 
remained standing at night in prayers. I have left all my passions. 
But I feel in my heart nothing at all of what you are talking about, 
although I believe in what you say and I know that you are telling 
the truth." 

Bayazid replied, "Even if you fast for three hundred years and keep 
standing in night prayers for three hundred years while you are (in 
the state in which) I see you, you will not experience one atom of 
this knowledge." The man asked, "Why, O master?" Bayazid 
answered, "Because you are veiled by your own self." 

He asked, "Is there any medicine by which to remove this veil?" 
Bayazid told him, "Remove the clothes (of the scholar) that you are 
wearing, put on this (ragged) cloak, attach a bag around your neck 
and fill it with chestnuts. Then gather children around you and say 
at the top of your voice, 'O children! Whoever will slap me once I 
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will give one chestnut. And whoever slaps me twice I will give two 
chestnuts. And whoever will push me so I fall down I will give 
three chestnuts." Go the place where you are most respected and let 
everyone who knows you see you like this. Begin with this before 
all else, so that first you fall from prestige (jah ) and cause your self 
to be humiliated." 

That man (who was a scholar of renown) said, ‘‘Ya Subhanallah! AH 
mithli yuqalu hadha ?" meaning, “O Glory of God! Is it to someone of 
my stature you say such a thing?" Bayazid replied, "Stop, stop, 
stop! Now you are committing the irreparable sin of association 
with God, shirk}." 

He continued, "Stop now, you see how loose your tongue is. Even 
with thirty years [of struggle in the Way] yet you cannot control it. 
When you control yourself by humiliating yourself and make it 
known that you are truly a Sufi, then you will be accepted." 

Bayazid said, "After you do this I shall let you know what is 
suitable for you." The man said, "I am unable to do this!" 

Bayazid had sought out the defect in his disciple's character, and 
exposed it to him, for when he said, ‘‘Ya subhanallah it was as if he was 
putting himself besides God, as if to say, "I am above that as God is 
above His Creation." 

This story illustrates the need to create a new way in your life, as 
mentioned to that scholar, by humbling and demeaning yourself. 

Therefore justify not yourselves: He knows best who it is that guards 
against evil (53:32). 

Do not ever uplift yourself or give excuses to yourself. For the Best 
of Creation, Sayyidina Muhammad SI, the Master of masters, the Seal of 
Messengers, the perfect human being was humble. God gave him fg 
everything: He gave him SI intercession; He made him % the first in 
creation; He made him St the last to be sent; He made his nation the best 
of nations; He forgave his nation their sins large and small and 
vouchsafed for them Abode of Safety in the afterlife; He made him SI the 
first to be resurrected on Judgment Day; He made him M the first to enter 
paradise, along with his entire nation. All this and yet the Prophet 
said, "I am the Master of the sons of Adam on Judgment Day and I say it 
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without pride (tea la fakhr )." 23 For God's Messenger % had no pride, 
therefore despite being the greatest of all, he was most pleased when His 
Lord called him "My servant," abdee. 

Imminent Events 

The Prophet of God M said: 

After me come caliphs, and after the caliphs come princes, and after princes 
there will be kings and after the kings, there will be tyrants. And after the 
tyrants a man from My House will fill the earth with justice, and after him 
is al-Qahtani. By the One who sent me with the Truth! Not a word less . 24 

We see that the caliphs are spoken of in this hadith are "the Rightly- 
Guided Ones": Abu Bakr, Umar, Uthman and Ali, may God the Exalted 
be pleased with them all. The princes are the Umayyad Caliphs of 
Damascus and the Abbasid Caliphs of Baghdad. As for the kings, they 
are the Ottoman Sultans of Istanbul. Following the kings, according to 
the hadith, are tyrants, and that is what is commonly seen today. 

God's Friends are not looking to the future, mentioned in such 
hadith, as far away. Rather they are communicating to those who would 
learn from them, that these hadith are signposts for mankind on the road 
to the Hereafter. If we act as the blind, ignoring what is apparent in the 
signs of the times, then of what benefit is such luminous guidance? The 
duty of the Saints, as inheritors of the Prophets, is to remind, give glad 
tidings ( bushra ) and to warn. 

Let us heed then, the clear guidance that the Prophet M has brought 
us, and prepare for times of tribulation. Following these trials, we hope 
to be present in a Golden Age of Prophetic civilization, the like of which 
the world has never witnessed.

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Tazkiyyat an-Nafs (Purifying the Self) 


A Driving Sufi Principle 

The Sufi teachers of old spread Islam across the Indian 
Subcontinent, throughout Central and Southeast Asia, in Africa, and 
even some parts of Russia— just as contemporary Sufi teachers are 
spreading the faith through Europe and America today. But where did 
the Sufis originate? When did they first appear? And what was the 
position of the schools of Islamic jurisprudence and the scholars of the 
Community regarding Sufism, or tasawwuf ? 25 

Today, Islam is taught only with words by people who do not care 
to practice it purely nor to purify themselves in practice. This 
unfortunate devolution was foreseen in many ahadith that state, for 
example, "They will order people and not heed their own warning, and they are 
the worst of people .'' 26 Similarly, the Prophet IS said, "I do not fear for you 
only the anti-Christ." They asked, "Then who else are you afraid of?" He said, 
“The misguided scholars ." 27 The Prophet M also said, "What I fear most for 
my nation is a hypocrite who has a scholarly tongue .'' 28 Such was not the way 
of the Companions, including the People of the Bench ( Ahl as-Suffa), 
concerning whom the following verse was revealed: 

And restrain thyself with those who call upon their Lord at morning and 
evening, desiring His countenance, and let not thine eyes turn away from 
them, desiring the adornment of the present life; and obey not him whose 
heart We have made neglectfiil of Our remembrance so that he follows his 
own lust, and his affair has become all excess. (18:28) 

Nor was this the way of Abu Bakr as-Siddiq <$>, about whom the 
Prophet M said, "Abu Bakr does not precede you for praying much or fasting

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much, but because of a secret that has taken root in his heart ." 29 Nor was this 
the way of the Successors ( tabieen ) such as Hasan al-Basri, Sufyan al- 
Thawri, and others of the later generations of Sufis who looked back to 
them for models. Al-Qushayri relates that al-Junayd said, "Tasawwuf is 
not the profusion of prayer and fasting, but wholeness of the breast and 
selflessness ." 30 

Nor was this the way of the Four Imams who emphasized doing- 
without (z uhd) and true god-fear (warn), above the mere satisfaction of 
obligations. Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal composed two books with those 
two qualities as their respective titles. He placed the knowledge of saints 
above the knowledge of scholars, as is shown by the following report by 
his student, Abu Bakr al-Marwazi: 

I heard Fath ibn Abi al-Fath saying to Abu Abd Allah (Imam 
Ahmad) during his last illness, "Invoke God for us that He will give 
us a good successor to succeed you." He continued, "Who shall we 
ask for knowledge after you?" Ahmad replied, "Ask Abd al- 
Wahhab." Someone who was present there related to me that he 
said, "But he does not have much learning." Abu Abd Allah replied, 
"He is a saintly man, and such as he is granted success in speaking 
the truth ." 31 

In a celebrated fa turn (legal ruling), the Shafii scholar al-Izz ibn Abd 
al-Salam gives the same priority to the gnostics, or Knowers of God 
(i arifin ), over the jurists. Imam Malik places the same emphasis on inner 
perfection in his saying, "Religion does not consist in the knowledge of 
many narrations, but in a light which God places in the breast." Ibn Ata 
Allah quoted Ibn Arabi as saying, "Certainty does not derive from the 
evidences of the mind but pours out from the depths of the heart." 

This is why many of the imams of religion cautioned against the 
mere thirst for knowledge at the expense of the training of the ego. Imam 
Ghazali left the halls of learning in the midst of a prestigious career in

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order to devote himself to self-purification. At its outset, he wrote his 
magisterial Revival of the Religious Sciences ( Ihya ulum al-din), which 
begins with a warning to those who consider religion to consist merely 
of fiqh, or jurisprudence. 

One of the early Sufis and the greatest of the huffaz, or hadith 
masters, of his time, Sufyan al-Thawri, sounded the same warning. He 
addressed those who use the narration of hadith for religion, when he 
said, "If hadith was a good it would have vanished just as goodness has 
vanished. Pursuing the study of hadith is not part of the preparation for 
death, but a disease that preoccupies people." 

Dhahabi comments: 

By God he has spoken the truth. Today, in our time, the quest for 
knowledge and hadith no longer means for the hadith scholar the 
obligation of living up to it, which is the goal of hadith. He is right in 
what he said because pursuing the study of hadith is other than the 
hadith itself . 32 

It is for "the hadith itself," for the purpose of living up to the Sunnah 
of the Prophet M and the Holy Quran, that the great masters of self- 
purification forsook the pursuit of science as a worldly allurement, and 
placed above it the acquisition of ihsan, or perfect character. This is in 
accordance with the well-known hadith of Aisha % concerning the 
disposition of the Prophet it . 33 An example is Abu Nasr Bishr al-Hafi, 
who considered the study of hadith a conjectural science in comparison to 
the certitude in belief imparted by visiting Fudayl ibn al-Iyad . 34 Both 
ihsan and the process that leads to it are known as tasawwuf as illustrated 
in the following pages.

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Tasawwuf among the Pious Predecessors 

As is made clear in the hadith narrated by Sayyidina Umar about 
Jibril's meeting with the Prophet It , 35 belonging to Ahl as-Sunnah wal- 
Jamaah (the People of the Tradition and the Majority, also known as "the 
Saved Group") cannot stop at the rules of faith. It involves the adoption 
of principles that lead to ihsan, or the perfection of belief and practice. 
Hence, the Saved Group follows one of the many schools of s uluk 
(personal discipline in ethics and conduct), in accordance with the 
guidelines of the Shariah and the azaim (strict applications) of the Sunnah. 
These practices are collectively known as the science of tasawwuf, or 
"purification of the self." 

In the first century after the Hijra, renunciation of the world (z uhd) 
grew as a reaction against worldliness in the society. This reaction was 
inspired by God’s order to His Righteous Apostle H to purify people: 

A Messenger who shall instruct them in Scripture and Wisdom, and 
sanctify them. (2:129) 

We have sent among you a Messenger of your own, rehearsing Our Signs, 
and purifying you, and instructing you in Scripture and Wisdom. (2:151) 

A Messenger from among themselves, rehearsing unto them the Signs of 
God, sanctifying them, and instructing them in Scripture and Wisdom. 
(3:164) 

Purify and sanctify them; and pray on their behalf verily thy prayers are a 
source of security for them. (9:103) 

A Messenger from among themselves, to rehearse to them His Signs, to 
sanctify them, and to instruct them in Scripture and Wisdom. (62:2) 

The adherents to this way held firmly to the Prophetic way of life, 
as it was reflected in the lives of his Companions and their Successors, in 
the ways they purified their hearts and character of bad manners, and in

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the ways they impressed on themselves and those around them the 
manners and upright moral stature of the Prophet M- Examples of these 
one-man schools of purification are listed by Abu Nuaym and others as 
"The Eight Ascetics," and include: Amir ibn Abd Qays, Abu Muslim al- 
Khawlani, Uways al-Qarani, al-Rabi ibn Khuthaym, al-Aswad ibn Yazid, 
Masruq, Sufyan al-Thawri, and Hasan al-Basri, among many others. 

The Prophet §§ himself attested to the power of such saints and their 
benefit to people, as witnessed by the many ahadith related about Uways 
al-Qarani 4&. 36 In the following hadith, the Prophet g® orders the people, if 
they meet Uways 4&, to have him ask forgiveness on their behalf, and 
declares that Uways' intercession will earn entry into Paradise for 
large numbers of people: 

The Prophet M said, "Uways ibn Amir will dawn upon you with the 
assistance (imdad) of the people of Yemen from the tribe of Murad and 
Qaran. He was a leper and was healed except in a tiny spot. He has a 
mother whose rights he keeps scrupulously. If he took an oath by God, God 
would fulfill it. If you are able to let him ask forgiveness for you, do it. 
More people will enter Paradise through the intercession of a certain man 
from my Community than there are people in the tribes of Rabia and 
Mudar." Al-Hasan al-Basri said, "That is Uways al-Qarani." 37 

Through slow evolution, and as a reaction against the increasing 
worldliness of the social environment, Muslims flocked to saints and 
their followers until their regimens became schools of practical thought 
and moral action, each with its own structure of rules and principles. 
This became the basis used by Sufi scholars to direct people on the Right 
Path. The world soon witnessed the development of a variety of schools 
of purification of the ego ( tazkiyat an-nafs). Sufi thought, as it spread 
everywhere, served as a dynamic force behind the growth of Islamic 
education. These advances occurred from the first century after the Hijra 
to the seventh, and paralleled the developments of the foundations of 
fiqh (Law and Jurisprudence) through the Four Imams; the development 
of the foundation of Aqida (Doctrine) through al-Ashari and others; the

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development of the sciences of hadith (Traditions of the Prophet H); and 
the arts of nahw and balagha (speaking and writing Arabic). 

Tariqah: The Spiritual Path 

Tariqah, or "path," is a term derived from the Quranic verse: 

Had they kept straight on the path (tariqah), We would have made them 

drink of a most limpid water. (72:16) 

The meaning of "path" in this verse is elucidated by the hadith of the 
Prophet related by Bukhari and Muslim, ordering his followers to 
follow his Sunnah and the Sunnah of his successors. Like tariqah in the 
verse, the meaning of " sunnah " in the hadith is "path" or "way." Tariqah 
thus came to be a term applied to groups of individuals belonging to the 
school of thought led by a particular scholar, or "shaykh," as such a 
person was often called. 

Although the shaykhs applied different methods in training their 
followers, the core of each one's program was identical. The situation 
was not unlike what happens in faculties of medicine and law today. The 
approaches of the various universities may be different, but the body of 
law and the practice of medicine remain essentially the same. When 
students graduate from either of these faculties, each bears the stamp of 
the institution he attended, but no student is considered any less a 
lawyer or doctor because his training was different. 

In a similar way, the student of a particular shaykh will bear the 
stamp of that shaykh's teaching and character. Accordingly, the names 
given to the various schools of Sufi thought differ according to the 
names and perspectives of their founders. This variation manifests itself 
in a more concrete fashion in the different supererogatory devotions, 
known as awrad, ahzab, or adhkar, that are used as the practical 
methodology of spiritual formation. Such differences, however, have 
nothing to do with religious principles. In basic principle, the Sufi 
schools are essentially the same, just as the differences in names among 
madhahib, or schools of law, refer to methods and not to the essence of 
religion, which is uniform. 

The Sufi regimen under which individuals undertook the path to 
God was a finely-honed itinerary that charted the course of inward and 
outward progress in religious faith and practice. Following the tradition 
of the Companions of the Prophet M who frequented his company, the

Ahl as-Suffa ("People of the Bench"), the practitioners of this regimen 
lived a communal life. Their dwelling-places were the alcove-schools 
(zawiya), border fort-schools ( ribat ), and guest-houses ( khaniqah ) where 
they gathered together on a regular basis and on specific occasions 
dedicated to the traditional festivals of the Islamic calendar. These 
structures often evolved into celebrated educational institutions. 

Sufis also gathered in informal assemblies around the shaykh, 
called suhbah, to invoke the names of God and recite the adhkar (plural of 
dhikr, "remembrance") inherited from the Prophetic Tradition. Yet 
another reason for their gathering was to hear inspired preaching and 
moral exhortations ( wiaz ). The shaykhs instructed their students to 
actively respond to God and His Messenger M, to cleanse their hearts 
and purify their souls from the more base desires prompted by the ego, 
and to establish authentic doctrine. This was accomplished by firm 
adherence to the Prophetic Sunnah. The methods of remembering God 
that they instilled in their students were the very same methods passed 
down from the Prophet St. In this way, the shaykhs promoted upright 
behavior, through both word and deed, and encouraged believers to 
devote themselves to God wholeheartedly. The aim of their endeavor 
was nothing less than obtaining God's satisfaction and inspiring love for 
His Prophet St- In short, they aimed for a state where God was pleased 
with them, even as they were pleased with Him. 

Sufi Leaders Who Established Thriving Communities 

History books are filled with the names of wise, effective Sufis who 
devoted their lives to the spread of traditional, moderate Islam which 
enfused their communities with social justice, religious tolerance, and 
gender equity. Their amazing stories are too numerous to list in the span 
of a single book; suffice it to mention a few examples from modem 
history, as cited by the author of The Reliance of the Traveller: 

Among the Sufis whose missionary work Islamized entire regions 
are such men as the founder of the Sanusiyya Order, Muhammad 
Ali Sanusi, whose efforts from 1807 to 1859 consolidated Islam as 
the religion of peoples from the Libyan Desert of sub-Saharan 
Africa; the Shadhili shaykh Muhammad Maruf and Qadiri shaykh 
Uways al-Barawi, whose efforts spread Islam westward and inland 
from the East African Coast; and the hundreds of anonymous 
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Naqshbandi shaykhs [including some of the Masters of the Golden 
Chain] who taught and preserved Islam among the peoples of what 
is now the southern Soviet Union, and who still serve the religion 
there despite official pressure. It is plain from the example of these 
and similar men that the attachment of the heart to God, which is 
the main emphasis of Sufism, does not hinder spiritual works of any 
kind, but may rather provide a real basis for them. And God alone 
gives success . 38 

The reader is also referred to Benningsen's Mystics and Commissars 
for the role of Sufis in preserving Islam in the Soviet Union, and Lion of 
Daghestan for their struggle against the Tsars before that. Let it also be 
added that it was the Naqshbandis who preserved Islam in China, both 
in the past and in the darkest days of Mao Tse-tung's "Cultural 
Revolution." 

Though some opponents of tasawwuf have accused the Sufis of 
focusing on spirituality to the detriment of their societal responsibilities, 
the above examples provide ample evidence that tasawwuf, far from 
encouraging escapism or the sort of quietism that impedes social 
progress, upheld the highest values of social consciousness and action— 
as well as religious inquiry and spiritual science. In fact, the Sufis were 
unremitting protagonists in the struggles against social injustice and 
social inaction that took place over centuries. 

Contemporary Misconceptions 

It is well-known in our time that some people have misunderstood 
the notion of tasawwuf. Some people believe it is against Islam, while 
others say they can find no mention of it in the Shariah, Quran, or 
Sunnah. However, the followers of the four Imams accepted tasawwuf, 
because they knew the reality of the term's meaning was more important 
than its age. Even scholars such as Ibn Taymiyya and Ibn Qayyim al- 
Jawziyy a— despite their having opposed the doctrine of Ahl as-Sunnah in 
so many respects — accepted tasawwuf, precisely because they knew its 
roots were deep in the Quran, the Sunnah, and the Shariah.

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It is true that the term tasawwuf was not known in the time of the 
Prophet M- However, while its name was of later derivation, its essence is 
part and parcel of the religion and cannot be separated from it. 

Another factor that has contributed to the misunderstanding of 
tasawwuf in the modern era is the appropriation of some of its terms and 
teachings by non-Muslims. Today, we find some people mixing true 
tasawwuf with pseudo -tasawwuf which denies the necessity of the Shariah 
and makes up its own rules, claiming for itself an amorphous authority 
that is not rooted in any precedent. Such people are neither Sufis nor 
mutasawwif but mustaswifa or "pseudo-Sufis," in the words of the great 
master Ali al-Hujwiri. 39 Enemies of tasawwuf however, often blur the 
difference between Sufis and mustaswifa (those who are busy purifying 
themselves) in their references to tasawwuf in order to be rid of both, as 
they have known Sufis to stand against their false teachings. 

An example is the Mutazila sect's aversion to Sufis, which led them 
to deny the karamat (miracles of saints), as they never saw this sign of 
truth among themselves. Nowadays, there are people like the Mutazila, 
who want to create their own definition of Islam, to decide what fits into 
it and what does not, mixing right with wrong. They do this so that they 
might rid themselves of the essence of true Islamic teaching that exposes 
the incompleteness and error of what they have inherited. 

The purpose of tasawwuf is first to purify the heart of bad desires 
and inclinations, and of the dirtiness that accumulates due to sin and 
wrongdoing. The purpose of tasawwuf is then to remove these bad 
manners and sins, to clean the self, and adorn and decorate the heart 
with the good behavior and good manners that are demanded by the 
Holy Quran and the Holy Sunnah of the Prophet Si Its ultimate purpose 
is to help the believer to reach the state of ihsan, or perfection of 
character, which was the state of the Prophet M and the state that each of 
his Companions strove to achieve. 

Development of Islamic Sciences after the Time of the Prophet H 

The science of tasawwuf was not the only one that developed after 
the time of the Prophet St- For example, in the time of the Prophet St, a 
child in the cradle of Islam, raised in the land of Hijaz, could read a

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poem or Arabic text without any need for diacritical marks ( tashkil ). It 
came naturally, as they were raised knowing the proper pronunciation. 
Later, however, when many non-Arabs entered Islam and Quran was 
being read incorrectly, it became necessary to create disciplines to assist 
new Muslims in reading Quran, so grammar was developed and 
diacritical marks were established. 

The state of perfection ( ihsan ), the state of austerity (z uhd), the state 
of great fear of God (warn), and the state of godwariness ( taqiva ) were 
naturally practiced by the Companions, because they were in company 
of the Prophet $$ and those states were a direct result of their association 
with him. It is for this reason that they are called Companions, because 
they were the associates of the Prophet H, and it was their association 
with him that allowed them to be purified. 

Just as the entrance of converts from other regions into the fold of 
Islam necessitated the development of ilm al-nahu (science of Arabic 
language), development of the science of self-purification was 
necessitated by the passing of the Prophet M and his Companions. 
Without them to teach the true path of Islam by way of example, it 
became necessary to establish schools that would develop the spiritual 
disciplines to perfect belief and practice. These matters were combined 
under the main discipline of ilm al-tasawwuf (science of spiritual 
perfection). 

Far from being an innovation, as some of its detractors contend, the 
science of tasawwuf represents the logical and necessary evolution of 
teachings and practices that go to the very heart of the religion of Islam. 
Nor are the Orientalists correct who attempt to apply the term 
"superstition" (s hawaza) to the science of tasawwuf. 

The term tasawwuf, which refers to the method of cleansing the 
heart, denotes the same thing as tazkiyat al-nafs in the Quran. Both have 
the same subject matter as the sciences of "doing- without" (z uhd) and 
perfection of character (ihsan). The terms z uhd, tazkiya, and ihsan were all 
used in the time of the Prophet M- Later, these terms were defined with 
extensive detail, and refined according to the guidelines of the Quran 
and the hadith, as were the other Islamic sciences. 

Of course, any term may be used to name a science, and one is free 
to define or use any term one wishes. It is dearly hoped that no one will 
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be prevented or forbidden from learning this important science due to 
prejudice against the term tasawwuf. If the term is problematic to 
someone, let him give it a different name, but let him learn the science, 
by whatever name he wishes to call it. 

Linguistic Roots of the Term Tasawwuf 

There are four roots given to the word tasawwuf. The first is from 
the Arabic word safa or safw, which means "purity" and "limpidity." The 
Prophet M compared the world to a little rain water on a mountain 
plateau of which the safw had already been drunk and from which only 
the kadar, or dregs, remained. 40 He called Sham (Damascus) God's purest 
of lands (safwat Allah min biladih ). 41 Ibn al-Athir defines the word in his 
dictionary al-Nihaya as "the best of any matter, its quintessence, and 
purest part." 42 

Another root is derived from Ahl as- Stiff a, (the People of the Bench), 
who were those who lived in the Mosque of the Prophet St during his life 
and who were mentioned in the Quran in the following verse: 

(O Muhammad,) keep yourself content with those who call on their Lord" 
morning and evening seeking His Face; and let not your eyes pass beyond 
them, seeking the pomp and glitter of this life; nor obey any whose heart 
We have permitted to neglect the Remembrance of Us, the one who follows 
his own desires, whose case has gone beyond all bounds. (18:28) 

This verse emphasizes how much the believers have to keep 
themselves in the state of dliikr, or recollection of God on the tongue, in 
the mind, and through the heart. This root is sometimes compared to ahl 
al-suff, or "the People of the Rank," in the sense of "first rank," as the first 
rank is blessed and the Sufis are the elite of the Community. 

The third of these roots is al-suf or wool, as it was the manner of the 
pious people of Kufa to wear it. The fourth linguistic root is from suffat

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al-kaffa, or soft sponge, in reference to the Sufi whose heart is very soft 
due to its purity. 

The Primacy of the Heart over All Other Organs 

The heart is the seat of sincerity in a person, without which none of 
his actions are accepted. The Prophet $$ said, as Bukhari narrated, "Surely 
there is in the body a small piece of flesh; if it is good the whole body is good and 
if it is corrupted the whole body is corrupted and that is the heart." He said in 
two other ahadith narrated by Muslim, " Surely God does not look at your 
bodies nor at your faces but He looks at your hearts," and “No one will enter 
Paradise who has even an atom of pride in his heart." 

Many other ahadith explicitly state the primacy of the heart. Abu 
Hurayra narrates: 

I said, O Messenger of God! Who will be the foremost people in gaining 
your intercession on the Day of Resurrection? God's Messenger M said, 
"O Abu Hurayra! I knew that no one would ask me about this before you 
because of your longing for the knowledge ofhadith. The foremost of people 
in gaining my intercession on the Day of Resurrection is he who said, 
'There is no deity but God' purely and sincerely from his heart (qalb) or 
his soul (nafs)." 43 

Ibn Hajar said in his commentary on Bukhari: 

The Prophet §t mentioned the heart for emphasis, as God said of the 
sinner, "Verily his heart is sinful." (2:283) "Foremost" alludes to their 
different order of entry into Paradise as distinct from their different 
ranks of sincerity, the latter being emphasized by his saying "from 
his heart" although it is clear that the seat of sincerity is the heart. 
However, the attribution of the action to that organ affects more 
emphasis. 44 

One of the Companions named Wabisa relates that all the people 
asked the Prophet it about the good things, but he resolved to ask him 
about the evil things. When he came to him, the Prophet fi poked him in 
the chest with his fingers and said three times, "O Wabisa, fear of God is

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here." Then he said, "Ask for your heart's decision, no matter the decision this 
one and that one gives you." 45 

From Ibn Umar 

The Prophet M said, "Everything has a polish, and the polish of hearts is 
dhikr of God. Nothing saves one from God's punishment more than dhikr 
of God.” They said, "Not even jihad for God's sake?" He said, "Not even if 
you strike with your sword until it breaks.'' 46 

Ibn Umar 4s relates: 

I was sitting with the Prophet M when Harmala ibn Zayd al-Ansari of the 
Banu Haritha tribe came to him. He sat in front of God's Messenger M and 
said, "O Messenger of God, belief is here"— and he pointed to his tongue — 
“and hypocrisy is here"— and he pointed to his heart— "and I don’t make 
dhikr of God except little." God's Messenger remained silent. Harmala 
repeated his words, whereupon the Prophet M seized Harmala's tongue by 
its extremity and said, "O God, give him a truthful tongue and a thankful 
heart, and grant him to love me and to love those who love me, and turn 
his affairs towards good. " Harmala said, "O Messenger of God, I have two 
brothers who are hypocrites; I was with them just now. Shall I not point 
them out to you (so you will pray for them)?" The Prophet M said, "(Yes,) 
whoever comes to us in the way you have come, we shall ask forgiveness for 
them as we asked forgiveness for you; and whoever keeps to this path, God 
becomes his protector.'' 47 

From Ibn Umar 4s also: 

The Prophet % said, "Do not speak much rather than make dhikr of God; 
speaking much without dhikr of God hardens the heart, and no-one is 
farther from God than the hard-hearted. ” 48

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It is clear, therefore, that the Prophet M tied everything to the good 
condition of the heart. When one leaves bad manners and takes on good 
manners, then he will have a perfect and healthy heart. That is what God 
mentioned in the Quran: 

The Day wherein neither wealth nor sons will avail, but only he will 

prosper who brings to God a sound heart. (26:88-89) 

God mentioned the hearts of His true knowers (idama) when He 

said: 

Know here are signs self-evident in the hearts of those who have been 

endowed with knowledge, and none but the unjust reject our signs. (29:49) 

What are the diseases of the heart? Imam Suyuti said in his book on 
the Shadhili Order, "The science of hearts, the knowledge of its diseases 
such as jealousy, arrogance, and pride, and leaving them is an obligation 
on every Muslim ." 49 The exegetes have said that jealousy (hasad), 
ostentation ( riya ), hypocrisy ( nifaq ), and hatred ( hiqd ) are the most 
common bad manners, to which God referred when He said: 

Say, the things that my Lord has indeed forbidden are: shameful deeds 

whether open or secret. (7:33) 

God's mentioning "whether open or secret" is the evidence for the 
need to not merely make the exterior actions correct, but to cleanse that 
which is hidden in a person's heart and is known only to his Lord. 

Tasawwuf is the science and knowledge whereby one learns to 
purify the self of the ego's bad desires, such as jealousy, cheating, 
ostentation, love of praise, pride, arrogance, anger, greed, stinginess, 
respect for the rich, and disregard of the poor. Similarly, one must purify 
the external self. The science of tasawwuf teaches one to look at oneself, to 
purify oneself according to the Holy Quran and the Sunnah of the 
Prophet M, and to dress oneself with the perfect attributes ( al-sifat 
al-kamila). These include repentance ( tawba ), godwariness ( taqwa ), 
keeping to the straight way ( istiqama ), truthfulness (s idq), sincerity 
(ikhlas), abstention (zuhd), great piety (ward), reliance on God ( tawakkul ), 
contentment with the Decree ( rida ), surrender to God ( taslim ), good

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manners ( adab ), love ( mahabba ), remembrance ( dhikr ), watchfulness 
(; muraqabah ), and other qualities too numerous to mention here. 

Just as the science of hadith has dozens of classifications for hadith, 
the science of tasawwuf has numerous classifications for both the good 
characteristics (, akhlaq hasana), which are obligatory for the believer to 
develop, and the bad ones ( akhlaq dhamima), which it is necessary to 
eliminate to attain the state of ihsan. Through the science of tasawwuf, the 
heart, precious essence, and lifeblood of Islam are made manifest to us. 
For Islam is not only an external practice, but also has an internal life. 
This is as God says: 

Leave the outwardness of sin and its inwardness. (6:120) 

Among the Believers are men who have been true to their Covenant with 
God. (33:23) 

This means that not all believers are included in the group of those 
who " kept their Covenant with God” (33:23). It means a person can be a 
believer, but not among those who have kept their Covenant until he has 
reached a state of cleanliness: the state of ihsan, perfection of behavior, 
which the Prophet mentioned in the hadith. This, as has now been 
made clear, is what became known later as the science of tasawwuf. 

Evidence from the Quran 

GOD DESCRIBES SELF-PURIFICATION AS A DUTY OF THE PROPHET is 
As mentioned previously, the evidence for tasawwuf from the Quran 
is the same as the evidence for self-purification ( tazkiyat al-nafs), which 
we have established above as the definition of tasawwuf. God says: 

He is the One Who raised among the people of Makkah a Messenger from 
among themselves who recites to them His communications and purifies 
them, and teaches them the Book and the Wisdom, although they were 
before certainly in clear error. (62:2) 

The term used here is wa yuzakkihim (purifies them). The various 
root meanings of the word tazkiya in Arabic are: 

• zaka: he cleansed; he was clean 

• yuzakki : to clean; to be purified 

• tazkiya: purification 
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• zakat: Islamic poor-tax; charity; purity 

• azka: the purest 

• zaki: pure; innocent 

In another verse: 

By the soul and the proportion and order given to it, and its inspiration as 
to its wrong and its right; Truly he succeeds who purifies it, and he fails 
that corrupts it. (91:7-10) 

This verse states the necessity of purifying and cleaning the ego 
(nafs) in order to succeed in this life and the next. This is precisely the 
goal of tasawwuf. 

GOD PROMISES TO GUIDE THE BELIEVERS 
In the Quran we find this command: 

O Believers, be wary of God and find a means to approach Him and strive 
in His Way that perhaps you may be of the successful. (5:35) 

This verse means that a person must strive in God's way, not in the 
ego's way, nor towards the ego and its desires, if he wishes to be 
successful. It indicates the necessity of following the footsteps of the 
Prophet fi as the means to approaching God and of taking him and those 
who know him as guides. God also says: 

O ye who believe, fear God and keep company with those who are truthful. 
(9:119) 

This verse substantiates the need to accompany and associate with 
the best of God's servants. The Sadiqin are the ones who reached one of 
the highest stations of faith according to the verse, already mentioned: 

Among the Believers are men who have been true to their Covenant with 
God and of them some have died and some still wait but they have never 
changed their determination (in the least). (33:23) 

This means that in every era there are people who hold fast to the 
Covenant of God. These are the friends of God mentioned in other 
verses, including: 

Nay, they are the Friends of God; no fear shall come upon them, neither 
shall they grieve. (10:62) 
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One of the Friends of God is al-Khidr a®, whom the Prophet Moses 
S&0 was ordered to accompany and learn from. God says: 

Those who are striving in Our Way, We will guide them to Our paths, for 
verily God is with those who do good. (29:69) 

AL-KHIDR m: ONE WHO LEARNED DIRECTLY FROM GOD'S PRESENCE 
God describes the meeting of Moses SSBl with Al-Khidr S6S» 
eloquently: 

So they found one of Our servants on whom We had bestowed mercy from 
Ourselves and whom We had taught knowledge from Our Own Presence. 
Moses said to him, "May I follow you on the condition that you teach me 
something of the Higher Truth which you have been taught?" The other 
said, "Surely you will not be able to have patience with me. " (18:65-6 7) 

From these two verses, it is clear that even though Moses SS was a 
prophet, and the only prophet to speak with God directly ( kalimullah ), 
Khidr $SS possessed knowledge that Moses 3s33 did not have. Moses SS9 
sought to obtain this knowledge from him, because he knew Khidr 
was receiving knowledge directly from the Presence of God (ilm ladunni) 
as one of God's Friends. God also says: 

Follow the way of those who turn to Me. (31:15) 

Yusuf Ali correctly comments on this verse saying, "That is the way 
of those who love God." The state of love is related to the heart, not to 
the mind. Three of the many proofs that believers should follow a guide, 
or "teacher of upbringing" ( shaykh al-tarbiya) in technical terms, are 
found in the verses of Moses' SSi encounter with al-Khidr 8S3, and in the 
order to follow the path of God’s true Lovers. 

The Superiority of Love in Worship 

Ibn Qayyim al-Jawziyya compiled some of the sayings of the great 
Sufis regarding love and its priority in sound worship: 50 
Junayd said: 

I heard al-Harith al-Muhasibi say, "Love is when you incline 
completely towards something; and then the preference of that

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thing over yourself, and your soul, and your possessions; then the 
compliance with that inwardly and outwardly; then your knowing 
of your shortcoming in your love to Him." 

Abd Allah ibn al-Mubarak said: 

Whoever is given a portion of love and he has not been given an 
equivalent amount of awe, has been cheated. 

Yahya bin al-Muadh al-Razi said: 

An atom's weight of love is more beloved to me than to worship 
seventy years without love. 

Abu Bakrah al-Qattani said: 

There was a discussion about love in Makkah during the Pilgrimage 
season and the shaykhs were speaking about it. Junayd was the 
youngest of them in age and they said, "Say what you have, O 
Iraqi." He lowered his head in deference and his eyes filled with 
tears then he said, "A slave taking leave of himself, connected with 
the remembrance of his Lord, standing with the fulfillment of his 
duties, looking at Him with his heart, whose heart is burned by the 
light of His Essence; his drink is clear from the cup of His love; and 
if he talks, it is by God; and if he utters, it is from God; and if he 
moves, it is by the order of God; and if he is silent, he is with God; 
and he is by God, he is for God, he is with God {fa huwa billahi wa 
lillahi wa ma allahi )." The shaykhs cried out and said, "There is 
nothing above that, may God strengthen you, crown of the 
Knowers!" 

Junayd's words are related to those found in one of the 
foundational texts that provides evidence for the miracles of the saints, 
the following hadith qudsi (holy Tradition) related by Bukhari: 

On the authority of Abu Hurayra the Messenger of God M said that 
God said: "Whosoever shows enmity to someone devoted to Me, I shall be 
at war with him. My servant draws not near to Me with anything more 
loved by Me than the religious duties I have enjoined upon him, and My 
servant continues to draw near to Me with supererogatory works so that I 
shall love him. When I love him I am his hearing with which he hears, his 
seeing with which he sees, his hand with which he strikes, and his foot with 
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which he walks. Were he to ask something of Me, I would surely give it to 
him, and were he to ask refuge in Me, I would surely grant him it .. . " 

Love was mentioned to Dhun Nun and he said, "Enough, do not discuss 
this question, as the ego (nafs) will hear it and take its claim in it." He 
continued, "For the disobedient one, fear and sorrow are better! Love is 
for the one who already has fear and is pure of all filth." 

Dhun Nun also said: 

For everything there is punishment, and the punishment of the 
knower of God is the cutting from him of his remembrance of God 
(dhikr Allah). 

Junayd referred to this distinction of levels in his reply when he was 
told, "Over there are a people who say, they are definitely reaching the 
station of goodness by the leaving of deeds." He said: 

Are they talking about the cancellation of (obligatory and other) 
deeds? Nay, whoever commits adultery and steals is in a better 
condition than the one who says such a thing. For certainly God's 
knowers (al arifina billah) took the deeds from God and returned 
with these deeds to Him, and if I had lived a thousand years I 
would never decrease from the good deeds the least bit. 

Junayd also said: 

The knower of God is not considered a knower until he becomes 
like the earth; it is the same to him whether the good person or the 
bad person steps on him; or like the rain, he gives without 
discrimination to those whom he likes and those he dislikes. 

Sumnun said: 

The lovers of God have gained the honor of both the world and the 
hereafter. The Prophet M said, “The human being is with the one he 
loves.” They are with God in the dunya and the next life. 

Yahya ibn Muadh said: 

He is not a truthful one who pretends he loves Him and trespasses 
His boundaries. 


He also said: 
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The knower of God leaves this worldly life and he does not have 
enough of two things: crying over his own self, and his longing for 
his Lord. 

Another seeker of self-purification said: 

The knower of God does not become a knower until, if he has been 
given the treasures of Sulayman sK3, it will not busy him with other 
than God for the blink of an eye. 

Classical Teachings on Purifying the Ego 

Some of the verses referring to purification and self-purification in 
the Quran have already been mentioned. God says: 

(A Messenger) who shall rehearse Your signs to them, instruct them in the 
Book and wisdom and purify them. (2:129) 

A similar (favor have you already received), in that we have sent among 
you a Messenger of your own, rehearsing to you Our signs, and purifying 
you . . . (2:151) 

Those will prosper who Purify themselves and glorify the Name of their 
Lord and pray. (87:14) 

And whoever Purifies himself does so to his own soul's benefit; and to God 
is the Journeying. (35:18) 

In all of these verses, God refers to the characteristics of the 
mutassawif, or those who are busy purifying themselves. They are always 
remembering their Lord, by recalling His Names and Attributes, and 
they are attentive to their prayers. This is the essence of tasawwuf and 
also the essence of Islam. The reader is reminded again that this is only a 
technical term, and can be replaced by any synonym. 

If someone claims to follow or practice Islam, this struggle to purify 
the self is incumbent upon him, as it is so clearly ordered in these verses. 
Indeed, it is meaningless to claim that there could be any surrender to 
God without the pursuit of self-purification. That is why some scholars, 
among them Imam Ghazali and Imam Suyuti, have considered tasawwuf 
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a religious obligation ( wajib ). 51 Whether one is successful or not in this 
pursuit is in God's hands, but its necessity is incumbent on every 
Muslim, man or woman. 

Classical Teachings on the State of Perfected Character ( Ihsan ) 

Let us now turn to quote some verses that address the state of ihsan 
(excellence). God said: 

For the Mercy of God is near to those who are good (muhsinin). (7:56) 

For God is with those who restrain themselves and who are good. (16:128) 

Is there any reward for Excellence (ihsan) other than Excellence? (55:60) 

And He rewards those who do good with what is best. (53:31) 

God commands justice, the doing of good (ihsan), giving to kith and kin, 
and He forbids all indecent deeds and evil and rebellion: He instructs you 
that you may receive admonition. (16:90) 

Nay, whoever submits his whole self to God and is a muhsin (in the state of 
ihsan), his reward is with his Lord, on those shall be no fear nor shall they 
grieve. (2:112) 

Whoever submits his whole self to God and is in a state of ihsan has 
grasped indeed the firmest handhold, and to God will all things return. 
(31:21) 

W7zo can be better in religion than one who submits his whole self to God, 
and does good, and follows the way of Abraham . . . (4:125) 

Verses about the state of ihsan are numerous, but what has been 
quoted is sufficient. The meaning of ihsan, as the Prophet M defined it, is 
praying with humility and submission ( khudu and khushu), as if the 
believer is seeing God and is aware that He is seeing him. In his Book of 
Definitions ( Kitab al-tarifat ) al-Jurjani said: 

Al-ihsan: verbal noun denoting what one ought to do in the way of 
good. In Shariah it means to worship God as if you see Him, and if 
you do not see Him, He sees you. It is the attainment of true

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worship-in-servanthood predicated on the sight of the Divine 
Lordship with the light of spiritual sight. That is: the sight of God as 
He is described by His Attributes and through His very Attribute, 
so that one will see Him with certitude, not literally (fa huwa yarahu 
yaqinan wa la yarahu haqiqatan). That is why the Prophet % said, "As 
if you were seeing Him." For one sees Him from behind the veil of 
His Attributes. 52 

The word ills an and its derivatives have the following meanings in 
the dictionary: 

• hasuna : to become; to seem; to make excellent; beautiful 

• Ihsanan hlma.) ; to do excellently 

• Ahsana he did a great good 

• Ihsan kindness 

• Husna reward 

• Hasan i>A excellent; beautiful 

• Hisanun jA : beautiful ones 

"To become beautiful" in the first of these examples means to 
decorate oneself with good attributes; to beautify inwardly and 
outwardly. When used as an adjective, it means kindness as a trait or an 
internal attitude, as well as composure. 

It should be clear by now that the state of ihsan mentioned in the 
Holy Quran is a very high state, one which the archangel Gabriel 8S0 
showed to be an intrinsic part of the religion, and which he placed at the 
same level as the states of Islam and iman. The religion consists of three 
states: Islam, iman and ihsan, each of which has its own definition. That is 
why it is mentioned in the Holy Quran in so many places, and why the 
Prophet M, when asked about it by Gabriel SS3, gave it the same 
importance as he gave to Islam and iman. 

The Hadith of Gabriel SSSl 
Muslim narrated: 

Umar 4* also said: " While we were sitting with God's Messenger M one 
day, all of a sudden a man came up to us. He wore exceedingly white 
clothes. His hair was jet-black. There was no sign of travel on his person.

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None of us knew him. He went to sit near the Prophet M leaning his knees 
against the knees of the Prophet and placing his hands on his thighs. 

"He said, 'O Muhammad! Tell me about submission.' God’s Messenger M 
said, 'Submission is to bear witness that There is no god but God, and that 
Muhammad is the Messenger of God; to perform the prayer; to pay the 
poor-tax; to fast during Ramadan; and to make the pilgrimage to the House 
if you are able to go there.' 

"The man said, 'You have spoken the truth.' We wondered at him; how 
could he be asking the Prophet H and confirming him at the same time? 
Then he said, 'Tell me about belief' The Prophet M said, 'Belief is to believe 
in God, His angels, His books, His messengers, and the Last Day; and to 
believe in what-has-been-decreed, both its good and its evil.' The man said, 
'You have spoken the truth. Now tell me about excellence.' The Prophet M 
replied, 'Excellence is to worship God as if you see Him, for if you do not 
see Him, He certainly sees you.' 

"The man said, 'Now tell me about the Hour.' The Prophet M replied, 'The 
one who is being asked knows no more about it than the questioner.' He 
said, 'Then tell me about its signs.' He replied, 'The slave-girl will give 
birth to her mistress, and you will see the barefoot, naked, destitute 
herdsmen outdo each other in building tall structures.’ Then he left and 
time passed. Later he said to me, 'O Umar, do you know who that was 
asking questions?’ I said, 'God and His Messenger know best.' He said, 
'He was none other than Gabriel. He came to you to teach you your 
religion. "' 


THE SOURCE OF ALL TRADITIONS 

As said before, the term tasawwuf is a technical term that originated 
in the various meanings quoted in the first and second answers. It has 
deep roots in the Sunnah of the Prophet M, since its origin is ihsan, the 
state of Excellence that is mentioned in the hadith of archangel Gabriel K0 
which is known to all scholars as the "Source of the Sunnah and of all 
hadith” (umm al-sunnah wa umm al-ahadith). 

In this hadith, Gabriel SSBi has divided religion into categories or 
main branches from which all religion, all hadith, and all Sunnah flow. He 
emphasized each branch by asking each question separate from the

other. The first branch was related to his question, "What is Islam?" The 
second was related to the question, "What is iman ?" The third is related 
to the question, "What is ihsan ?" It cannot be said that religion is only 
Islam, or only iman, or only ihsan. Each of these branches is essential to 
the religion, and none can be left out. The Prophet M, in his answers to 
these questions, confirmed this and said to his Companions after Gabriel 
a® left, "Gabriel came to teach you your religion." 

Islam, iman, and ihsan may be called three pillars of religion. The 
first pillar represents the practical side of the religion, including worship, 
deeds, and other obligations. That pillar is the external side of the self, 
and is related to the body and the Community. Scholars call it the first 
pillar of Shariah. Scholars learned to specialize in this, and it was called 
"the Science of Jurisprudence" ( ilm al-fiqh). The second pillar represents 
belief in the mind and heart: belief in God, His Messengers, His Books, 
the Angels, the Last Day, and Destiny. This became known to the 
scholars as "the Science of Divine Oneness" ( ilm al-tawhid). The third 
pillar represents tasawwuf. 

THE THIRD COMPONENT OF ISLAM: IHSAN 

The third aspect of the religion is known as the spiritual aspect of 
the heart. It is intended to make one aware when combining the first and 
second pillars, and to remind that one is always in the Presence of God, 
and that one should consider this in all thoughts and actions. If one 
cannot see Him — and, indeed, no one can see God in this life— then one 
must keep the continuous awareness of God's Presence in the heart. One 
must know that He is aware of every moment and detail in one's 
worship and one's belief. By doing these things, one will attain a state of 
excellence, a state of high quality, and will taste the spiritual pleasure 
and light of knowledge that God will direct to one's heart. That is what 
scholars have termed the Science of Truth or ilm al-haqiqa, known in the 
time of the Companions, as al-siddiqiyya, or the Path of the truthful saints. 
Only later did it become known by the name of tasawwuf. 

In summary, Islam prescribes the behavior of a Muslim, iman relates 
to the beliefs and defines them, and ihsan refers to the state of the heart 
that determines whether one's Islam and ihsan will bear fruit in this life 
and the next. This is supported by the hadith in Bukhari mentioned 
earlier: 
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Verily there is in the body a small piece of flesh; if it is good the 
whole body is good and if it is corrupted the whole body is corrupted 
and that is the heart. 

Ills an is divided into many parts, including all the good traits of a 
believer, such as taqwa (piety), wara (scrupulous fear of God), z uhd 
(abstention), khushu (reverence), khudu (humility), s abr (patience), s idq 
(truthfulness), tawakkul (reliance), adab (good character), tawba 
(repentence), inaba (turning to God), hilm (forbearance), rahma 
(compassion), karam (generosity), tawadu (humility), haya (modesty), 
shajaa (courage), etc. 

All of these are the qualities of the Prophet IS and, "His character 
was the Quran," according to Aisha %. 53 The Prophet M, in turn, 
impressed these qualities on all his Companions, so that they became 
perfect and shining examples of how human beings should exist: in 
perfect harmony with the Creator and with each other. 

In his explanation of the hadith of Gabriel S3, Imam Nawawi refers 
to ihsan in terms of the Station of Witnessing ( maqam al-mushahada) and 
the Station of the Most Truthful Saints ( maqam al-siddiqeen), which are 
two of the branches of tasawwuf. The following is the complete text of 
Nawawi's commentary on the hadith of Gabriel 3S3. 

IMAM NAWAWI'S COMMENTARY ON THE HADITH OF GABRIEL m 
[Gabriel 3 S3 told the Prophet A,] "Tell me about belief (iman)." 

Iman, lexically, means conviction of a general nature. Legally it is an 
expression for a specific conviction in the belief in God, His angels. 
His books. His messengers, the Last Day, and whatever is decreed, 
both its good and its evil. Islam is a word signifying the 
performance of the legal obligations. These are the external actions 
that one applies oneself to do. 

God the Exalted has differentiated belief (iman) from submission 
(Islam) and this is also in the hadith. He said: “The Arabs say: 'We 
believe.' Say: 'You do not believe, but say ‘We submit.'" (49:14) This is 
because the hypocrites prayed, fasted, and paid alms while denying 
everything in their hearts. When they claimed belief, God declared

Muslim; Ahmad, Musnad 6:91, 163, and others. 
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their claim a lie because of the denial in their hearts, but He 
confirmed their claim of submission because of their performance of 
the duties entailed by it. 

God says: "If the hypocrites come to you and say: 'We hear witness that 
you truly are God's Messenger / God knows better than they that you are 
indeed His Messenger, and God witnesses that the hypocrites are liars." 
(63:1) They are liars in their claim of bearing witness to the Message 
while their hearts are denying it. The words of their mouths do not 
match the contents of their hearts, whereas the condition of bearing 
witness to the Message is that the tongue confirms the heart. When 
they lied in their claim, God exposed their lie. 

Since belief is also a condition for the validity of submission, God 
the Exalted distinguishes the submitter (Muslim) from the believer 
(mumin) by saying: 

We brought out the believers who dwelled in it and found none left in it 
but one house of submitters. (51:35-36) 

This distinction links belief and submission in the way of a 
condition and its fulfillment. Lastly, God named prayer by the name 
of "belief" when He said: 

It was not God's purpose that your belief should be in vain. (2:143) 

You knew not what the Book was nor what the Faith. (42:52) 

"And to believe in what has been decreed, both its good and its evil." 

The word ("decree") is pronounced both qadar and qadr. The way of 
the People of Truth (i.e. Ahl as-Sunnah wal-Jamaah) is to firmly 
believe in God's Decree. The meaning of this is that God— Glorified 
and Exalted is He!— has decreed matters from pre-Etemity, and that 
He— Glorified and Exalted is He!— knows that they shall take place 
at times known to Him— Glorified and Exalted is He! — and at 
places known to Him; and they do occur exactly according to what 
He has decreed— Glorified and Exalted is He!

"Tell me about ihsan." He said: "Ihsan is to worship God as if you saw 
Him." 

This is the Station of True Vision ( maqam al-mushahada). Whoever is 
able to directly see the King shies away from turning to other than 
Him in prayer and busying his heart with other than Him. 

The Station of ihsan is the Station of the Most Truthful Saints ( maqam 
al-siddiqeen) to which we have referred in our commentary on the 
hadith of intention: 54 

"He certainly sees you." 

He sees your heedlessness if you are heedless in prayer and chatting 
to your self. 

"Tell me about the Hour." He replied: "The one who is being asked 
knows no more about it than the questioner." 

This answer indicates that the Prophet M did not know the Hour. 
Knowledge of the Hour is among the matters whose knowledge 
God has reserved for Himself. He said: 

God has with Him the knowledge of the Hour. (31:34) 

It is heavy in the heavens and the earth. It comes not to you save unawares. 
(7:187) 

What can convey its knowledge unto thee (How canst thou know)? It may 
be that the Hour is nigh. (34:63, 42:17) 


54 al-Muhasibi said, "Truthfulness (sidq) as an attribute of a servant of God, means evenness 
in the private and the public person, in visible and hidden behavior. Truthfulness is 
realized after the realization of all the stations ( maqamat ) and states ( ahwal ). Even sincerity 
(ikhlas) is in need of truthfulness, whereas truthfulness needs nothing, because although 
real sincerity is to seek God through obedience, one might seek Allah by praying and yet 
be heedless and absent in his heart while praying. Truthfulness, then, is to seek God 
Almighty by worshipping with complete presence of heart before Him. For every truthful 
one (s adiq) is sincere (mukhlis), while not every sincere one is truthful. That is the meaning 
of connection (ittisal) and disconnection (infisal): the truthful one has disconnected himself 
from all that is other than God ( ma siwa Allah) and he has fastened himself to the presence 
before God ( al-hudur billah). That is also the meaning of renunciation (takhalli) of all that is 
other than God and self-adornment ( tahalli ) with presence before God, the Glorified, the 
Exalted." 
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As for he who claims that the age of the world is 70,000 years and 
that 63,000 years remain, it is a false statement reported by al- 
Tawkhi in the "Causes of Revelation" from certain astrologers and 
mathematicians. Moreover, whoever claims that the term of the 
world is 7,000 years makes a bold affirmation concerning the 
Unknown, and it is not permitted to believe it. 

"Tell me about its signs." He replied: "The slave-girl will give birth to 

her mistress." 

Another report has: "to her master." Most commentators say that 
this is a sign of the multiplicity of slave-girls and their offspring. A 
child by the slave-girl's master is like her master, because the 
owner's possessions go to his children. Some say that the meaning 
refers to slave-girls giving birth to kings. The mother would then 
fall under her child's sovereignty. Another meaning is that a person 
may have a son from his slave-girl before selling her away; then the 
son grows up and buys his own mother. That is one of the 
conditions of the Hour. 

"You will see the barefoot, naked, destitute herdsmen outdo each other 

in building tall structures." 

It means the Bedouins who live in the desert and their like from 
among the needy and the poor will become experts in erecting tall 
structures. The world will become bountiful for them, and they will 
end up vying in luxury with their buildings. 

"And he (the Prophet M) waited a long time." 

The reports also say: "I waited ( labithtu ) a long time." Both are 
sound. In Abu Dawud and Tirmidhi's narrations Umar says: "After 
three days," and in Baghawi's Shark al-tanbih : "After three days or 
more," which apparently means after three nights had passed. All 
this apparently contradicts Abu Hurayra's statement in his 
narration (in Bukhari): "The man turned around and left, after 
which God's Messenger said, 'Bring that man back to me,' and 
they looked to bring him back, but they found no one. Then he M 
said, 'That was Gabriel.'" 
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It is possible to reconcile the two versions of the event by 
considering that Umar may not have been present at the time of the 
Prophet's M disclosure, but that he had already risen and left the 
gathering by that time. So the Prophet % spoke on the spot to those 
who were present, and they in turn told Umar after three days, 
since he had not been present at the time the rest of the Companions 
had been informed. 

"That was Gabriel. He came to you to teach you (the prescriptions of) 
your religion." 

There is an indication in that statement that Islam, iman, and ihsan 
are all named "religion" (din). 

The hadith also provides a proof that belief in God's Decree is an 
obligation, that one should avoid probing matters, and that 
contentment with what comes to pass is an obligation. 

A man came up to Ahmad ibn Hanbal— may God be well pleased 
with him — and said: "Admonish me." He answered him: 

If God, the Exalted, has taken upon Himself the provision of all 
sustenance, why do you fret? If indeed compensation for all things 
belongs to God, why be stingy? If indeed there is a Paradise, why 
rest now? If indeed there is a Fire, why disobey? If the questioning 
of Munkar and Nakir is true, what good is human company ? 55 If the 
world is bound for extinction, what peace of mind is there in it? If 
indeed there is a Reckoning, what good are possessions? And if all 
things are decreed to pass and measured out, what good is fear? 

Behind the Prophet's House: The People of the Y5ench(Ahl as-Suffa) 

The People of the Bench (A hi as-Suffa) represent the prototype of the 
school of perfection and purification which the Prophet Muhammad $$ 
established in his blessed mosque in Madinah, after the Emigration. In 
this school, the true devotees flocked earnestly seeking nothing but 
God's good pleasure with them and the pleasure of the Prophet f§. The

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People of the Bench and the methods of training they received under the 
direct discipline of the Prophet H became a precedent for the later 
generations. 

Here we will relate some of the authentic narrations regarding the 
People of the Bench, their asceticism, and their isolation under the 
training of the Prophet M- The character and devotion of this 
extraordinary group of believers was spoken of in the Quran and 
protected by heavenly decrees. Such attestations by the Lord of creation 
were given to make clear the rank, faith, spirituality, and true devotion 
of these Companions of the Prophet M. 

These were men whom “neither business nor trading can divert them 
from the remembrance of God.” (24:37) They rejected the material comforts 
of this life, in favor of the eternal one. And God helped them in this by 
keeping from them wealth and power, both of which have proven snares 
in leading people to committing injustice and tyranny. They refused to 
feel despondent for the portion of this worldly life they were not 
granted, and accepted poverty in the way of God as their lot. Instead, 
they considered it insignificant and passing for their utmost happiness 
was to be engaged in worship of their Lord. 

It is said that the following verse of Quran was revealed regarding 
the People of the Bench: 

And keep yourself content with those who call on their Lord in the 
morning and the evening, seeking His face, and let not thine eyes pass 
beyond them, seeking the pomp and glitter of this life. Nor obey any whose 
heart We have permitted to neglect the remembrance of God one who 
follows his own desires, and his affair has become all excess. (18:28) 

The People of the Bench, used to sit morning and evening behind 
the house of Prophet M reciting Quran and praising the Prophet is and 
making dhikr. Abd Allah ibn Masud related: 

A group from among the Quraysh passed by the Messenger of God M while 
Suhayb, Bilal, Ammar, Khabab and other poor Muslims were with him. 
They said to the Prophet M, "O Messenger of God, have you chosen this 
class of people from among your entire followers for your closest ones? Do 
you want us to follow such people? Are these the ones whom God has 
chosen from among all of us for His utmost favors? Get rid of them and 
perhaps if you do that we may follow you. 
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It is then that God revealed, "Send not away those who call on their Lord 
morning and evening, seeking His face. In naught art thou accountable for 
them, and in naught are they accountable for thee, that thou shouldst turn 
them away, and thus be (one) of the unjust. Thus did We try some of them 
by comparison with others, that they should say: 'Is it these then that God 
hath favoured from amongst us?' Doth not God know best those who are 
grateful?" (6:52-53) 

The Hafiz Abu Nuaym al-Isfahani in his commentaries about the 

People of the Bench said: 

God, the Lord of Majesty and Glory, moved their focus away from 
the world. He made the world look insignificant and small in their 
eyes. Furthermore, He restricted their access to it in order to protect 
them against its lures and to help them eschew transgression and 
injustices against their own souls or others. Hence, He kept them 
guarded under the shield of His protection. He lightened their 
burdens, and guarded their focus against aberrations, so that no 
wealth in this world could inhibit their concentration and 
dedication to worship Him, and nothing could lure their hearts or 
drive them to abandon their stations . 56 

Jafar bin Muhammad bin Amr narrated that Abi Saeed al-Khudri 

said: 

We were a group of poor Muslims who lived under the canopy of the 
Prophet's M Mosque, and we spent our time studying the Quran at the 
hand of a man from among us who also regularly prayed to God on our 
behalf. Once, the Messenger of God $j$ came by us, and he saw our 
condition. I assumed that God's Messenger M did not know any of the 
people present by name, and when the people saw him coming, they felt 
extreme reverence for him; some even tried to hide behind the others to 
cover up some shame they felt about their torn rags. God's Messenger IS 
then pointed out and invited the people to form a circle around him, and 
when they did, he asked them, "What were you studying?" They replied, 
"This man was reading the Quran for us and he also prays for us." God's

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Messenger is sat there for a moment, and then said, "All praise is to God, 
Who made among my followers a group with whom I am commanded to 
constrain myself and to keep my soul content in their company." (c.f 
18:28). He % then added, “Let the poor ones among the believers hearken to 
the glad tiding that they will enter the heavenly paradise 500 years before 
the rich. The poor will be enjoying its blessings while the rich will be facing 
their reckoning." 57 

Abu Bakr al-Talhi narrated that Khabab ibn al-Art A once spoke in 
reference to the Quranic verse, " Send not away those who call on their Lord 
morning and evening, seeking His face ..." (6:52) and he spoke of two 
people, al-Aqra bin Habis and Uyaina bin Hisn al-Fazari, who once 
harbored hypocrisy and often fought and betrayed the believers, and 
who primarily embraced Islam for ambitious selfish reasons, but later, 
and by the grace of Almighty God, they were guided to true Islam after 
they repented to God, the Magnificent Lord, and Who in His Divine 
Compassion, called in another verse al-muallafit qulubuhum (those whose 
hearts have been recently reconciled to the truth). 

Khabab ibn al-Art said: 

Al-Aqra bin Habis and Uyaina bin Hisn al-Fazari, once came to the 
mosque, and the found God's Messenger M sitting in the company of Bilal, 
Ammar, Suhayb, and Khabab (himself), along with other believers from 
among the poor and the meek who were known as the People of the Bench. 
Wien al-Aqra and Uyaina saw that, they despised the group, and they 
requested a private audience with God's Messenger M, and they initially 
spoke to him with utter disrespect regarding the class of his company, 
indicating, "We want you to grant us a special set of rules concerning who 
sits with you when we come here. Make that a rank which will become 
recognized by the dignitaries among the various delegations of Arab tribes, 
besides others, who come to see you, so that they would recognize our 
status in this city. In fact, delegations of various noble tribes come 
regularly to see you, and we feel ashamed that they should see these 
paupers and slaves sitting in our company! Hence, when we come to see 
you, ask these people to leave, and when we take off and get back to our 
businesses, then you may sit with them as much as you want!" The

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Prophet of God M replied, “ Let it be so!" the two men delighted in their 
condition was accepted and they hastily demanded, “Then write down 
your promise and make it an official decree!" 

We were all sitting there observing the ramifications when the Prophet of 
God M asked Ali to bring a paper to write on, but suddently the 
archangel Gabriel descended bringing the divine revelation, "Do not 
segregate or evict (from God's House) those who call on their Lord 
morning and evening, seeking His countenance. You are not accountable 
for them, nor are they accountable for you, and should you turn them 
away, you would have committed an extreme injustice." (6:52) 

In His revelation, God, Glorious and Exalted, then mentioned al-Aqra bin 
Habis and Uyaina bin Hisn al-Fazari, saying “And thus We put to trial 
(the faith and character of) some people versus others (to frustrate their 
vainness), so that they will come to (hear themselves) say, ‘Are these the 
people whom God chose to favor over us?' Alas, does not God know best 
those who are truly gratejhl (from those who are not)? Therefore, when 
those who believe in Our signs come to see you, say 'Peace be upon you. 
Your Lord has decreed upon Himself to favor you with His mercy and that 
should any of you commit a wrongdoing out of ignorance, and then repents 
and amends his act, he will surely find God oft-forgiving and most 
compassionate.'" (6:53-54). 

God's Messenger M immediately discarded the paper Ali had just 
brought, as he called us to himself, and he kept on looking at us, and he 
greeted us cheerfully, "Peace be upon you, peace be upon you." Hence we 
happily drew closer and nestled by him, and we blithesomely sat so tightly 
close to him to the point that our knees touched his. 

From that day on, God's Messenger M kept us in his proximity and under 
his direct watch; he regularly sat with us, and whenever he needed to 
attend to his other duties, he simply left us. This joyous privilege went on 
until the day when God, the Lord of Majesty and Glory, revealed His 
command, "And keep thy soul content with those who call on their Lord 
morning and evening, seeking His Face; and let not thine eyes pass beyond 
them, seeking the pomp and glitter of this Life; nor obey any whose heart 
We have permitted to neglect the remembrance of Us, one who follows his 
own desires, whose case has gone beyond all bounds." (18:28) 
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The above verse refers to al-Aqra bin Habis and Uyaina bin Hisn al-Fazari. 
Almighty God then spoke of the parable of two men and their quest for the 
world, and He directed His blessed Messenger M to reply, "Say, 'The truth 
comes from your Lord.' Let whosoever wants to believe in it, believe in it, 
and let whosoever wants to reject it, reject it .. . As to those who believe 
(in Our message) and who do righteous deeds, We surely do not leave 
unrewarded the work of someone who does good. Such ones will be 
rewarded with gardens beneath which rivers flow ..." (18:29-31) 58 

Abd Allah bin Muhammad bin Jafar narrated that Abu Hurayra -A 

said: 

Among the People of the Bench there were at least seventy men who were 
extremely poor and did not have even a single large enough robe to cover 
themselves. 59 

Abd Allah bin Wahab narrated that Abu Hurayra 4® said, "I stayed 
with the People of the Bench for some time . . . " 60 
Abu Hurayra 4® also said: 

The People of the Bench are the guests of Islam, they had no home or family 
to go to, nor did they have any money or possessions. Whenever God's 
Messenger received a collection of charities, he never took anything for 
himself; instead, he immediately sent them in their entrety to the People of 
the Bench. However, whenever he received a gift, he took a small share of it 
for his family, and he sent the balance to them. 61 

The school of which these Companions partook did not die with the 
passing of the Prophet fg. On the contrary, his methods and knowledge 
were turned over to his Companions, and each of them, in turn, became 
a school from which the Community learned the Prophet's §$ methods 
and knowledge. Over time, these schools developed and formalized their 
methods, and created the distinct science of tasawwuf.

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The Relationship Between One's Deeds and Spiritual Evolution 

The name "science of reality," or ilm al-haqiqah, is sometimes given 
to tasawwuf. Imam Ahmad said, upon hearing al-Harith al-Muhasibi 
speak, "I never heard on the science of realities (ilm al-haqaiq ) such words 
as those uttered by that man ." 62 The meaning of this expression is that 
the reality of the servant's worship addresses the spiritual condition of 
his heart, while the performance of his worship satisfies his external 
obligations. The second is the object of Shariah, and its exponents are 
many, while the first is the object of haqiqah, and its exponents are few. 

An example of the fulfillment of both Shariah and haqiqah is prayer. 
It is obligatory to offer salat, or prayer, with all the required movements 
and details according to the Shariah. This is known as jasad al-salat, or the 
"body of the prayer." On the other hand, one of the essentials of prayer 
is to keep the heart in God's Divine Presence and know that He is 
looking at you throughout the salat. Such is the reality and essence of 
prayer. During the practice of salat, people may carry out the outward 
obligations of the prayer, but their hearts may not be involved. To pray 
from the heart is to strive for the state of ihsan; to keep the heart pure and 
clean of bad manners, and to remain immune to the distractions of the 
dunya. The Prophet M prayed this way, because he said he came to take 
people away from the attractions and distractions of the dunya, and he 
cursed these in many of his ahadith. 

By analogy, the external form of salat is its body, and humility 
(khudu) and self-effacement (khushu), its soul. What is the benefit of a 
body without a soul? If salat is movement without presence, then it is to 
move like a robot. As the soul needs the body to sustain it, so too does 
the body need the soul to give it life. The relationship between the 
Shariah and the Haqiqa is like the relationship of body and soul. The 
perfect believer who has reached a state of ihsan is the one who can join 
the two. 

The Prophet M also expressed this distinction, in his hadith: 


62 Related with a sound chain by al-Khatib al-Baghdadi in his Tarikh Baghdad 8:214, and by 
al-Dhahabi in Mizan al-itidal 1:430. 
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Knowledge is of two kinds: knowledge established in the heart and 
knowledge on the tongue. 63 

Al-Izz ibn Abd al-Salam al-Maqdisi (not shaykh al-Islam as-Sulami) 
explained this to refer respectively to Haqiqa and Shariah: 

Knowledge is of two kinds: knowledge of the external (ilm al-zahir) 
which applies to Shariah, and knowledge of the internal (ilm al-batin) 
which applies to Haqiqah. " 6i 

Imam al-Shafii alluded to the same distinction in his saying, 
"Knowledge is of two kinds: knowledge of beliefs and knowledge of 
bodies." Suyuti related it in the introduction to his book Prophetic 
Medicine ( al-Tibb al-nabawi). 65 

Therefore, the essential understanding of tasawwuf is to combine 
Shariah and Haqiqah, soul and body, externals and internals. Due to the 
immense difficulty of fulfilling tasawwuf, its methods are sometimes 
called spiritual warfare or jihad an-nafs. 

Jihad an-Nafs. The Greater Struggle Is against the Ego 

God declares in the Quran that He accepts acts of worship only 
from those who purify themselves, “Truly he succeeds that purifies it," 
(91:9), achieve soundness of the heart “But only he (will prosper) that brings 
to God a sound heart" (26:89), and show a humble spirit "and truly it is hard 
save for the humble-minded." (2:45) Together, these are generally called 
"purification of the intention." That is why the great scholars like 
Bukhari, Shafii, Nawawi, and others, began their books of fiqh 
(jurisprudence) with the hadith, "Actions are judged according to 
intention." 

An act that is outwardly considered worship, but that is performed 
without pure intention, is not considered worship— even fighting and 
dying in defense of Muslims. The Prophet M said of one such warrior, 
"He is a companion of the Fire." In Shariah, they are called shahid al-fasad 
(corrupt martyr). Purification of intention is extremely necessary in all

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five pillars of Islam. It is for this reason that the term jihad al-akbar (the 
greatest jihad) is commonly understood as reference to the jihad of self- 
purification. 

Ibn Qayyim al-Jawziyya writes in al-Fawaid: 

God said, " Those who have striven for Our sake, We guide them to Our 
ways." (29:69) He has thereby made guidance dependent on jihad. 
Therefore, the most perfect of people are those of them who 
struggle the most for His sake, and the most obligatory of jihads 
(afrad al-jihad) are the jihad against the ego, the jihad against desires, 
the jihad against the devil, and the jihad against the lower world 
(jihad al-nafs wa jihad al-hawa wa jihad al-shaytan wa jihad al-dunya). 
Whoever struggles against these four, God will guide him to the 
ways of His good pleasure which lead to His Paradise, and whoever 
leaves jihad, then he leaves guidance in proportion to his leaving 
jihad. 

Al-Junayd said: 

Those who have striven against their desires and repented for our 
sake, we shall guide them to the ways of sincerity, and one cannot 
struggle against his enemy outwardly (i.e. with the sword) except 
he who struggles against these enemies inwardly. Then whoever is 
given victory over them will be victorious over his enemy. Whoever 
is defeated by them, his enemy defeats him. 66 

Competition and rivalry are allowed to encourage excellence in 
worship. God established levels among the believers, as is written in His 
book, and as is clear from countless ahadith. The reward of the lesser, or 
military, jihad is immense, as attested to by the Prophet §| in the hadith 
where he says, if he could, he would ask God to bring him back to life so 
that he could go back and die as a shahid (martyr) many times over. Yet, 
with respect to tasawwuf, those who remember God, including perfect 
scholars who truly know God, are superior to the mujahidin (warriors, 
who make jihad). For example, although Zayd ibn Haritha and Khalid 
ibn Walid were great generals, their demise was less serious for Islam,

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than that of Abu Musa al-Ashari or Ibn Abbas For this reason, the 
Prophet M explicitly declared the superiority of those who remember 
God, in the following authentic hadith: 

The Prophet M said, "Shall I tell you something that is the best of all deeds, 
constitutes the best act of piety in the eyes of your Lord, elevates your rank 
in the hereafter, and carries more virtue than the spending of gold and 
silver in the service of God, or taking part in jihad and slaying or being 
slain in the path of God?" They said, "Yes!" He said, "Remembrance of 
God ." 67 

Traditions on the Jihad against the Ego 

The hadith master Mulla Ali al-Qari relates in his book aTMawduat 
al-kubra, also known as al-Asrar al-marfua that as-Suyuti said: 

Al-Khatib al-Baghdadi relates in his work History, on the authority 
of Jabir, that the Prophet came back from one of his campaigns 
saying, "You have come forth in the best way of coming forth; you 
have come from the smaller jihad to the greater jihad." They said, 
"And what is the greater jihad?" He replied, "The striving 
(mujahadat) of God's servants against their idle desires." 68 

The hafiz Ibn Abu Jamra al-Azdi al-Andalusi says in his 
commentary on Bukhari, entitled Bahjat al-nufus : 

Umar narrated that a man came to the Prophet M asking for 
permission to go to jihad. The Prophet fg asked, "Are your parents 
alive?" He said that they were. The Prophet M replied, "Then 
struggle to keep their rights" (fihima fa jahid). There is in this hadith 
evidence that the Sunnah for entering the path and undertaking self- 
discipline is to act under the expert guidance, so that he may be 
shown the way that is best for him to follow, and the soundest for 
the particular wayfarer. For when that Companion wished to go out

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to jihad, he did not content himself with his own opinion in the 
matter, but sought advice from one more knowledgeable than him 
and more expert. If this is the case in the Lesser Jihad, then what 
about the Greater Jihad ? 69 

The Prophet M said in the Farewell Pilgrimage: 

"...the mujahid is he who makes jihad against himself (Jahada nafsah) for 
the sake of obeying God ." 70 

Another version relates: 

The strong one is not the one who overcomes people, the strong one is he 
who overcomes his ego (ghalaba nafsah ). 71

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al-Hasan al-Basri (d. 110 AH/ 732 CE) 

Al-Hasan al-Basri was one of the early Sufis in both the general and 
the literal sense, as he wore a cloak of wool (suf) all his life. The son of a 
freedwoman (by Umm Salama 4«, the Prophet's it wife) and a freedman 
(by Zayd ibn Thabit 4k, the Prophet's M stepson), this great imam of 
Basra was a leader of saints and scholars in his day. He was widely 
known for his strict and encompassing embodiment of the Sunnah of the 
Prophet it. He was also famous for his vast knowledge, his austerity and 
asceticism, his fearless protests against the authorities, and his appeal 
both in discourse and appearance. 

Ibn al-Jawzi wrote a 100-page book on his life and manners entitled, 
Adab al-shaykh al-Hasan ibn Abi al-Hasan al-Basri. He mentions a report 
that, when he died, al-Hasan left behind a white, wool cloak (jnbba ) that 
he had worn exclusively for twenty years, winter and summer, and that 
was still in a state of immaculate beauty, cleanliness, and quality. 72 

In a book he devoted to the sayings and the deeds of Sufis, Ibn 
Qayyim relates, "A group of women went out on the day of Eid and 
went about looking at people. They were asked, 'Who is the most 
handsome person you have seen today?' They replied, 'It is a shaykh 
wearing a black turban.' They meant Hasan al-Basri." 73 

The hadith master Abu Nuaym al-Isfahani mentions that it is al- 
Hasan's student, Abd al-Wahid ibn Zayd, who was the first person to 
build a Sufi khaniqah, or guest-house, and school at Abadan, on the 
present-day border of Iran with Iraq. 74 

It was on the basis of Hasan al-Basri and his students' fame as Sufis 
that Ibn Taymiyya stated, "Tasawwuf's place of origin is Basra." 75 This is 
a misleading assertion. Rather, Basra was chief among the places 
renowned for the formal development of the schools of purification that

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became known as tasawwuf, and whose principles were none other than 
the Quran and the Sunnah, as already demonstrated at length. 

On the topic of jihad al-nafs, Ghazali relates that Hasan al-Basri 
said : 76 

Two thoughts roam over the soul, one from God, one from the 
enemy. God shows mercy on a servant who settles at the thought 
that comes from Him. He embraces the thought that comes from 
God, while he fights against the one from his enemy. To illustrate 
the heart's mutual attraction between these two powers the Prophet 
M said, " The heart of a believer lies between two fingers of the Merciful.'' 

The fingers stand for upheaval and hesitation in the heart. If man 
follows the dictates of anger and appetite, the dominion of Satan 
appears in him through idle passions ( hawa ) and his heart becomes 
the nesting-place and container of Satan, who feeds on passions. If 
he does battle with his passions and does not let them dominate his 
nafs, imitating in this the character of the angels, at that time his 
heart becomes the resting-place of angels, and they alight upon it. 

A measure of the extent of Hasan al-Basri's extreme godwariness 
and scrupulousness (warn) is offered by his following statement, also 
quoted by Ghazali: 

Forgetfulness and hope are two mighty blessings upon the progeny 
of Adam; but for them the Muslims would not walk in the streets . 77 

Imam Abu Hanifa (81-150 AH/700-767 CE) 

Imam Abu Hanifa said: 

If it were not for two years, I would have perished. For two years I 
accompanied Jafar as-Sadiq and I acquired the spiritual 
knowledge that made me a knower in the Way . 78 

The book Ad-Durr al-Mukhtar mentions that Ibn Abidin said:

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Abu Ali Dakkak, one of the Sufi saints, received his path from Abul 
Qasim an-Nasarabadi, who received it from Shibli, who received it 
from Sari as-Saqati, who received it from Maruf al-Karkhi, who 
received it from Dawud at-Tai, who received the knowledge, both 
the external and the internal, from Imam Abu Hanifa, who 
supported the Sufi spiritual path . 79 

Sufyan al-Thawri (d. 161 AH/ 783 CE) 

Ibn Qayyim al-Jawziyya and Ibn al-Jawzi relate that Sufyan al- 
Thawri said: 

If it were not for Abu Hashim al-Sufi, I would have never perceived 
the presence of the subtlest forms of hypocrisy in the self... Among 
the best of people is the Sufi learned in jurisprudence . 80 

Ibn al-Jawzi also narrates the following: 

Abu Hashim al-Sufi said, "God has stamped alienation upon the 
world in order that the friendly company of the seekers ( muridin ) 
consists solely in being with Him and not with the world, and in 
order that those who obey Him come to Him by means of avoiding 
the world. The People of Knowledge of God (ahl al-marifa billah) are 
strangers in the world and long for the hereafter ." 81 

Imam Malik (94-179 AH/716-795 CE) 

Imam Malik said: 

Whoever studies jurisprudence and does not study Sufism will be 
corrupted. Whoever studies Sufism and does not study 
jurisprudence will become a heretic. Whoever combines both will 
reach the Truth . 82 

Imam Shafii (150-205 AH/767-820 CE) 

Imam Shafii said:

Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal (164-241 AH/780-855 CE) 

Imam Ahmad, advising his son, said: 

0 my son, you have to sit with the Sufis, because they are like a 
fountain of knowledge. They recite the remembrance of God in their 
hearts. They are the ascetics, and they have the most spiritual

He also said about the Sufis: 

1 do not know any people better than them . 85 

Imam al-Muhasibi (d. 243 AH/857 CE) 

The Prophet St said, ‘‘My Community is going to split into seventy-three 
divisions. Only one of them will be in the group of salvation." And God 
knows best that the group is the people of Sufism . 86 

al-Qasim ibn Uthman al-Jui (d. 248 AH/ 870 CE) 

He is one of the great saints of Damascus who took hadith from 
Sufyan ibn Uyayna. Ibn al-Jawzi relates in Sifat al-safwa that al-Qasim ibn 
Uthman al-Jui explained that he got the name al-Jui ("of the hunger") 
because God had strengthened him against physical hunger by means of 
spiritual hunger. He said: 

Even if I was left one month without food I would not care. O God, 
you have done this with me. Therefore complete it for me ! 87 

In Siyar alam al-nubala, adh-Dhahabi calls him: "The Imam, the 
exemplar, the saint, the Muhaddith, the Shaykh of the Sufis and the 
friend of Ahmad ibn al-Hawari."

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Ibn al-Jawzi also relates that Ibn Abu Hatim al-Razi said: 

I entered Damascus to see the transcribers of hadith. I passed by 
Qasim al-Jui's circle and saw a large crowd sitting around him as he 
spoke. I approached and heard him say: 

Do without others in your life in five matters: 

1. If you are present among people, do not be known; 

2. If you are absent, do not be missed; 

3. If you know something, your advice is unsought; 

4. If you say something, your words are rejected; 

5. If you do something, you receive no credit for it. 

I advise you five other things as well: 

1. If you are wronged, do not reciprocate it; 

2. If you are praised, do not be glad; 

3. If you are blamed, do not be distraught; 

4. If you are called a liar, do not be angry; 

5. If you are betrayed, do not betray in return. 

Ibn Abu Hatim said, "I made these words all the benefit I got from 
visiting Damascus." 88 

Imam al-Junayd al-Baghdadi (d. 297 AH/ 919 CE) 

The Imam of the world in his time, al-Junayd al-Baghdadi, defining 
a Sufi said: 89 

The Sufi is the one who wears wool on top of purity, follows the 
path of the Prophet ?S, endures bodily strains, and leaves behind all 
that pertains to the world. 90 

al-Hakim al-Tirmidhi (d. 320 AH/ 942 CE) 

Abu Abd Allah Muhammad ibn Ali al-Hakim al-Tirmidhi al- 
Hanafi, was a faqih and muhaddith of Khorasan, and one of the great early 
authors of tasawwuf who is quoted extensively by Ibn Arabi. He wrote 
many books, of which the following have been published:

Imam al-Qushayri (d. 465 AH/1072 CE) 

Imam al-Qushayri said about Sufism: 

God made this group the best of His saints. He honored them above 
all of His servants after His messengers and prophets. He made 
their hearts the secrets of His Divine Presence. He chose them from 
among the Community to receive His Lights. They are the means of 
humanity. He purified them from all connections to this world. He 
lifted them to the highest states of vision. He unveiled to them the 
Realities of His Unique Oneness. He made them observe His Will 
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operating in them. He made them shine in His Existence and appear 
as lights of His Lights. 91 

Imam Ghazali (450-505 AH/1058-1111 CE) 

Imam Ghazali, the "Proof of Islam," said about Sufism: 

I know to be true that the Sufis are the seekers in God's Way. Their 
conduct is the best conduct. Their way is the best way. Their 
manners are the most sanctified. They have purified their hearts 
from other than God and they have made them as pathways for 
rivers to run receiving knowledge of the Divine Presence. 92 

Imam Fakhr ad-Din Ar-Razi (544-606 AH/1149-1209 CE) 

Imam Fakhr ad-Din al-Razi said: 

The way the Sufis seek knowledge is to disconnect themselves from 
this worldly life, and keep themselves constantly busy in their mind 
and in their heart with dhikr Allah during all their actions and 
behaviours. 93 

Imam Nawawi (620-676 AH/1223-1278 CE) 

Imam Nawawi said, in his al-Maqasid: 

The specifications of the Way of the Sufis are five: 

1. To keep the Presence of God in your heart in public and in 

private. 

2. To follow the Sunnah of the Prophet is by actions and speech. 

3. To keep away from dependence on people. 

4. To be happy with what God gives you, even if it is little. 

5. To always refer your matters to God, Almighty and Exalted. 94 

Ibn Taymiyya (661-728 AH/1263-1328 CE) 

In his Majmua fataiva, Ibn Taymiyya says: 

You have to know that the rightly guided shaykhs must be taken as

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guides and examples in the faith, as they follow in the footsteps of 
the prophets and messengers. The Way of those shaykhs is to call 
people to God's Divine Presence and obedience to the Prophet St. . . 
The shaykhs whom we need to take as guides are our examples, 
and we have to follow them. As when on the prescribed pilgrimage, 
one needs a guide to reach the Kabah, these shaykhs are our guide 
to God and our Prophet Si . 95 

Ibn Taymiyya quotes from Bayazid al-Bistami: 

The great Sufi shaykh, Bayazid al-Bistami, and the famous story of 
when he saw God in a vision and said to Him, "O God, what is the 
way to You?" And God responded, "Leave yourself and come to 
Me." 

I shed my self as a snake sheds its skin . 96 

Implicit in this quotation is an indication of the need for self-denial 
or abstention from worldly life, as that was the path followed by Bayazid 
al-Bistami. So we see from the above quotes that Ibn Taymiyya accepted 
many shaykhs by quoting them and urging people to follow guides to 
show the way, to obey God and to obey the Prophet M- 

IBN TAYMIYYA DEFINES THE TERM "SUFISM" 

What Ibn Taymiyya said about the definition of Sufism: 

Praise belongs to God, the use of the word Sufism has been 
thoroughly discussed. This is a term that was given to those who 
were dealing with that branch of knowledge . 97 

Sufism is the science of realities and states of experience. The Sufi is 
that one who purifies himself from everything which distracts him 
from the remembrance of God. (The Sufi) is so filled with 
knowledge of the heart and knowledge of the mind that the value of 
gold and stones will be equal to him. Sufism safeguards the 
precious meanings and leaves behind the call to fame and vanity to 
reach the state of truthfulness. The best of humans after the

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prophets are the truthful ones, as God mentioned them in the 
Quran, " All who obey God and the Messenger are in the company of those 
on whom is the grace of God: the prophets, the sincere lovers of truth 
(siddiqeen), the martyrs and the righteous. Ah! What a beautiful 
fellowship " (4:69) . . . (Sufis) strive to be obedient to God. Among 
them you will find the foremost in nearness by virtue of their 
striving, and some of them are among the People of the Right Hand

IBN TAYMIYYA ON SAINTS AND SAINTHOOD 
A servant of God, Almighty and Exalted, cannot be considered a 
saint unless he is a true believer. God mentions in the Quran: 

Now surely, on the friends of God there is no fear, nor shall they grieve ; 
those who believe and guard against evil. (10:62-63) 

He then quotes the famous Tradition from Bukhari: 

My servant draws not near to Me with anything more loved by Me than 
the religious duties I have enjoined upon him, and My servant continues to 
draw near to Me with supererogatory works so that I shall love him. Wren 
I love him I am his hearing with which he hears, his seeing with which he 
sees, his hand with which he strikes, and his foot with which he walks. 
Were he to ask (something) of Me, I would surely give it to him, and were 
he to ask Me for refuge, I would surely grant him it. I do not hesitate about 
anything as much as I hesitate about (seizing) the soul of My faithful 
servant: he hates death and I hate hurting him." 

He explains the phrase, " Whoever comes against one of My saints is 
challenging Me to fight" thus: 

It means that God is expressing: "I will seek revenge against anyone 
who comes against My saints like an aggressive lion." 100 

IBN TAYMIYYA ON MIRACLES OF SAINTS 
Ibn Taymiyya continues in the same book:

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What is considered as a miracle for a saint is that sometimes the 
saint might hear something that others do not hear or see something 
that others do not see, not while asleep, but in a wakened state of 
vision. He can know something, through revelation or inspiration, 
that others cannot know . 101 

In another book, he writes: 

The miracles of saints are absolutely true and correct, and 
acknowledged by all Muslim scholars. The Quran has pointed to it 
in different places, and the Traditions of the Prophet % have 
mentioned it. Whoever denies the miraculous power of saints are 
innovators or following innovators . 102 

He continues quoting the Prophet's M saying about the saints: 

You are the witnesses of God on earth. 

IBN TAYMIYYA ON THE UNVEILING OF APPEARANCES 
God Almighty will unveil to his saints states that have never been 
unveiled before. He will give them support without measure. If that 
saint begins to speak from the things of the unseen, past or present 
or future, it is considered miraculous knowledge. Anything that a 
saint does for people or for listeners, which is from the unseen, of 
healing, or teaching knowledge is accepted, and we must thank God 
for it. 103 

IBN TAYMIYYA CITES SOME GREAT SUFI SHAYKHS 
In the volume entitled Ilm as-suluk, he says: 

The great Sufi shaykhs are well known and accepted, such as 
Bayazid al-Bistami, Shaykh Abd al-Qadir Gilani, Junayd ibn 
Muhammad, Hasan al-Basri, al-Fudayl ibn al-Ayyad, Ibrahim bin 
al-Adham, Abi Sulayman ad-Darani, Maruf al-Karkhi, Sari as- 
Saqati, Shaykh Hammad and Shaykh Abul Bayan... Those great

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Sufis were the leaders of humanity. They call to what is right and 
forbid what is wrong. 104 

IBN TAYMIYYA'S QADIRI LINEAGE AS A SUFI SHAYKH 
At present, we are in a position to go much further than saying that 
Ibn Taymiyya simply praised Sufism. We can say with definitiveness 
that he was an aspirant in the Sufi Way, primarily in the Qadiri Order, of 
Shaykh Abd al-Qadir Gilani. 

In a unique manuscript of the Hanbali Yusuf ibn Abd al-Hadi (d. 
909 AH/1503 CE), entitled Bad al-ulqa bi labs al khirqa, Ibn Taymiyya is 
listed in a Sufi spiritual genealogy with other well-known Hanbali 
scholars. The links in this genealogy are, in descending order from Abd 
al-Qadir Gilani: 

• Shaykh Abd al-Qadir Gilani (d. 561 AH/1165 CE) 

• Abu Umar ibn Qudama (d. 607 AH/1210 CE) 

• Muwaffaq ad-Din ibn Qadama (d. 620 AH/1223 CE) 

• Ibn Ali ibn Qudama (d. 682 AH/1283 CE) 

• Ibn Taymiyya (d. 728 AH/1328 CE) 

• Ibn Qayyim al-Jawziyya (d. 751 AH/1350 CE) 

• Ibn Rajab (d. 795 AH/1393 CE) 105 

Furthermore, there is another unique manuscript of the work of Ibn 
Taymiyya himself. Here are Ibn Taymiyya's own words, as quoted from 
a work of his, al-Masala at-Tabriziyya, 

I wore the blessed Sufi cloak of my Shaykh Abd al-Qadir Gilani, 
there being between him and me two Sufi shaykhs. 106 

In another manuscript he said: 

I have worn the Sufi cloak of a number of Sufi shaykhs, belonging to 
various Ways, among them Abd al-Qadir Gilani, whose Way is the 
greatest of the well-known ones, may God have mercy on him.

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After him the lineage continues on to his student, Ibn Qayyim al- 
Jawziyya and then to his student, Ibn Rajab. 

THE SUFI CLOAK 

Before proceeding to Imam Ibn Qayyim, it may be useful to say 
something about the wearing of the Sufi cloak. In the view of the 
trustworthy, there are three categories of shaykhs: the shaykh of the 
cloak; the shaykh of the dhikr; the shaykh of guidance. 

The first two categories (the shaykh of the cloak and the shaykh of 
the dhikr) are really deputies of a shaykh, representing the reality of the 
shaykh of the Way through the intermediary of either the cloak or the 
dhikr. The shaykh of the cloak depends on the power of the cloak to act 
on the disciple. The disciple takes his support from the cloak, which a 
fully realized shaykh of guidance has imbued with his blessings. 

The disciple of the shaykh of dhikr is supported by the dhikr, not 
directly by the shaykh. In these two cases, the shaykh becomes the 
symbol, because the real support of the disciple is the cloak or the dhikr. 

The highest of the three categories is the shaykh of guidance. He is 
the one who supports the disciple without any intermediary, directly 
from himself to the disciple. He is the real shaykh because, without any 
means, he supports and directs the disciple directly through his heart. 
That is why Ahmad al-Faruqi said, "In our Path, the shaykh guides the 
disciple directly, unlike other Sufi orders which use the cloak and other 
means to lift up their disciples." 

In the Naqshbandi Order only one shaykh, the shaykh of guidance, 
is therefore accepted as possessing real authority. When that shaykh 
passes away, the disciples must renew their initiation with his successor, 
to whom he has transmitted all his secrets and his inheritance from the 
Prophet St and all his predecessors in the Golden Chain. 

Ibn Qayyim (691-751 AH/1292-1350 CE) 

Ibn Qayyim stated: 

We can witness the greatness of the people of Sufism in the eyes of 
the earliest generations of Muslims by what has been mentioned by 
Sufyan al-Thawri (d. 161 AH/777 CE), one of the greatest imams in 
the second century and one of the foremost legal scholars. He said, 
"If it had not been for Abu Hisham al-Sufi (d. 115 AH/733 CE), I 
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would never have perceived the action of the subtlest forms of 
hypocrisy in the self. . . Among the best of people is the Sufi learned 
in jurisprudence ." 107 

Ibn Khaldun (733-808 AH/1332-1406 CE) 

Ibn Khaldun said: 

The way of the Sufis is the way of our predecessors from the 
scholars among the Companions, their followers, and their 
successors. Its basis is to worship God and to leave the ornaments of 
this world and its pleasures . 108 

Tajuddin As-Subki (727-771 AH/1327-1370 CE) 

Tajuddin as-Subki mentioned in his book Muid an-naam, under the 
chapter entitled Sufism: 

May God praise them and greet them. May God cause us to be with 
them in Paradise. Too many things have been said about them and 
too many ignorant people have said things which have no relation 
to them. The truth is that they have left this world and are busy 
with worship... They are the people of God, whose supplications 
and prescribed prayers God accepts, and by means of whom, God 
supports human beings . 109 

Jalaluddin as-Suyuti (849-911 AH/1445-1505 CE) 

He said in his book Tayid al-haqiqat al-aliyya: 

Sufism, in itself, is the best and most honorable knowledge. It 
explains how to follow the Sunnah of the Prophet M and to put aside 
innovation . 110 

Abd Allah ibn Muhammad ibn Abd al-Wahhab (1115-1201 AH/1703- 
1787 CE) 

The following is a quotation from a book by Muhammad Mansur 
Numani:

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Shaykh Abd Allah, the son of Shaykh Muhammad ibn Abd al- 
Wahhab, said about Sufism, "My father and I do not deny or 
criticize the science of Sufism, but on the contrary we support it 
because it purifies the external and the internal of the hidden sins 
which are related to the heart and the outward form. Even though 
the individual might externally be on the right way, internally he 
might be on the wrong way. Sufism is necessary to correct it ." 111 

In the fifth volume of the collection of letters by Muhammad ibn 
Abd al-Wahhab, he states: 

I never accused Ibn Arabi or Ibn al-Farid of unbelief for their Sufi 
interpretations . 112 

Ibn Abidin (1198-1252 AH/1784-1836 CE) 

The great scholar, Ibn Abidin states: 

The seekers in this Way do not hear except from the Divine 
Presence. They do not love any but Him. If they remember Him, 
they cry. If they thank Him, they are happy. If they find Him, they 
are awake. If they see Him, they will be relaxed. If they walk in His 
Divine Presence, they melt. They are drunk with His Blessings. May 
God bless them . 113 

Shaykh Muhammad Abduh (1265-1323 AH/1849-1905 CE) 

Sufism appeared in the first century of Islam and it received a 
tremendous honor. It purified the self, straightened the conduct and 
gave knowledge to people from the wisdom and secrets of the 
Divine Presence . 114

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Shaykh Rashid Rida (1282-1354 AH/1865-1935 CE) 

Sufism was a unique pillar from the pillars of the religion. Its 
purpose was to purify the self and to take account of one's daily 
behavior and to raise the people to a high station of spirituality . 115 

Mawlana Abul Hasan Ali an-Nadwi (B. 1331 AH/1913 CE) 

Mawlana Abul Hasan Ali an-Nadwi is a member of the Islamic- 
Arabic Society of India and Muslim countries. He said in his book, 
Muslims in India, written some years ago: 

These Sufis initiate people in Oneness and sincerity in following the 
Sunnah of the Prophet M, in repentance from their sins and in 
avoidance of every disobedience to God, Almighty and Exalted. 
Their guides encourage them to move in the way of perfect Love of 
God . 116 

In Calcutta, India, everyday more than a thousand people are being 
initiated into Sufism. Thanks to the influence of Sufi people, 
thousands and hundreds of thousands in India found their Lord 
and reached a state of perfection through the Islamic religion . 117 

Abul Ala Mawdudi (1321-1399 AH/1903-1979 CE) 

Mawdudi said in his book Mabadi al-Islam : 

Sufism is a reality whose signs are the love of God and the love of 
the Prophet M, where one absents oneself for their sake and one is 
annihilated from anything other than them. It instructs how to 
follow in the footsteps of the Prophet M- 

Sufism searched for sincerity of heart, purity of intention, and 
trustworthiness of obedience in all of an individual's actions. The 
Divine Law and Sufism: what is the similitude of the two? They are 
like the body and the soul. The body is the external knowledge, the 
Divine Law, and the spirit is the internal knowledge . 118

Dhikr: Remembrance of God 


Before we speak about the Naqshbandi method of dhikr and specific 
practices, we would like to clarify the principles of dhikr, or 
remembrance of God. In this chapter, we provide clear evidence that 
dhikr is Islamic, that it provides countless benefits, and that it was 
observed by the Prophet SS and Companions. 

Dhikr is the Greatest Obligation and a Divine Command 

Dhikr, or remembrance of God (Allah), is the most excellent act of 
God's servants, and is stressed over a hundred times in the Holy Quran. 
It is the most praiseworthy practice to earn God's pleasure, the most 
effective weapon to overcome the enemy, and the deed most deserving 
of reward. It is the flag of Islam, the polished heart, the essence of the 
science of faith, the immunization against hypocrisy, the foremost 
worship, and the key of all success. 

There are no restrictions on the method, frequency, or timing of 
dhikr whatsoever. Any restrictions on method pertain to certain specific 
obligatory acts that are not the issue here, such as salat. The Shariah is 
clear and everyone is aware of these obligations. Indeed, the Prophet ii 
said that the People of Paradise will regret only one thing, not having 
made enough dhikr in the world! 

God says in His Holy Book: 

O Believers, make abundant mention of God! (33:41) 

He also says His servants are "those who remember their Lord standing, 
sitting, and lying on their sides." (3:191); in other words, those who 
remember Him at all times of the day and night. 

God said: 

The creation of heaven and earth and the changes of night and day are 
signs for people who have wisdom— those who remember God standing up, 
sitting, and lying on their sides . . . (3:190-191) 

Aisha % said, as narrated by Muslim, that the Prophet St 
remembered God at all times of the day and night. 
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The Prophet H said: 

If your hearts were always in the state that they are in during dhikr, the 
angels would come to see you to the point that they would greet you in the 
middle of the road. 120 

Imam Nawawi commented on this hadith saying, "This kind of sight 
is shown to someone who persists in meditation ( muraqabah ), reflection 
( fikr ), and anticipation ( iqbal ) of the next world." 121 

Muadh ibn Jabal said that the Prophet M also said: 

The People of Paradise will not regret except one thing alone: the hour that 
passed them by and in which they made no remembrance of God. 122 

God placed His remembrance above prayer in value by making 
prayer the means and remembrance the goal. He said: 

Lo! Worship guards one from lewdness and iniquity, but verily, 
remembrance of God is greatest. (29:45) 

He is successful who purifies himself, and remembers the name of his Lord, 
and so prays. (87:14-15) 

So establish prayer for My remembrance. (20:14) 

Qadi Abu Bakr ibn al-Arabi explains that no good deed is valid 
without dhikr, and whoever does not remember God in his heart at the 
time of his charity or fasting, for example, has left that deed is 
incomplete. Therefore, dhikr may be seen as the best of deeds. 123 

In fact, all creation does dhikr, because God said that all creation 
praises Him constantly, and tasbih is a kind of dhikr. God said of the 
Prophet Jonah (Yunus) 3S3, when the whale swallowed him: 

Had he not been one of My glorifiers (musabbihin), he would have 
remained inside the whale's stomach until Judgment Day. (37:143-144)

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Dhikr is something of tremendous importance. Abu Hurayra <-# said 
that the Prophet H said: 

The earth and everything in it is cursed, except for dhikr and what attends 
dhikr, and the teacher, and the student , 124 

By the words ‘‘the world and everything in it," the Prophet % refers to 
all that which claims status or existence apart from God. This hadith also 
stresses the importance of following a teacher of knowledge, so as not to 
incur curse instead of blessing. This is what Abu Yazid al-Bistami meant 
when he said, "Whoever has no shaykh, his shaykh is Satan." This is 
confirmed by two other ahadith of the Prophet 

Abu Bakrah 4* said: I heard the Prophet M say, ‘‘Become a learned person 
(alim), or a student of knowledge (mutallim), or an auditor of knowledge 
(mustami), or an amateur of knowledge (muhibb), but do not be the fifth 
one for you will perish." 125 

Sakha wi said: 

Ibn Abd al-Barr said, "The fifth one is one who shows enmity 
towards the scholars and contempt of them, and whoever does not 
love them shows contempt for them or is on the brink of having 
contempt for them, and there lies destruction." 126 

The Prophet said, "Blessing is with your elders." 127 Another 
narration has: 

When the young teach the old, then blessing has been lifted. 128

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The one who engages in dhikr has the highest rank of all before God. 
The people who call on God without distraction have been mentioned in 
Quran. The effect that calling has on their hearts has also been 
mentioned: 

In houses which God has permitted to be exalted and that His name may be 
remembered in them ; there glorify Him therein in the mornings and the 
evenings, Men whom neither merchandise nor selling diverts from the 
remembrance of God . . . (24:36-3 7) 

Those who believe, and whose hearts find their rest in the remembrance of 
God— for, verily, in the remembrance of God hearts do find their rest. 
(13:28) 

A hadith states: 

During the Night Journey and Ascension, the Prophet M was taken up to a 
point where he heard the screeching of the Pens, which signifies the writing 
of the divine Decree. He saw a man who had disappeared into the light of 
the Throne. The Prophet M said, " Who is this? Is this an angel?" It was 
said to him, "No." He said, "Is it a Prophet?" Again the answer was no. 
He said, "Who is it then?" The answer was, "This is a man whose tongue 
was moist with God's remembrance in the world, and his heart was 
attached to the mosques, and he never incurred the curse of his father and 
mother. ” m 

In another hadith, it is reported: 

A man came to the Prophet M and said, "O Prophet of God, the laws and 
conditions of Islam have become too many for me. Tell me something that I 
can always keep." The Prophet M said, "Keep your tongue always moist 
with the dhikr of God." 130 

In other words, the man wanted something particular, as opposed 
to the many rules and conditions that must be kept in general. He 
wanted something that he would be sure to uphold.

It is well-known in Islam that the best work in the path of God is 
jihad. Yet the Prophet M placed dhikr even above jihad in the following 
authentic ahadith. 

Abu ad-Darda N narrates: 

The Prophet M once asked his companions, "Shall I tell you about the best 
of all deeds, the best act of piety in the eyes of your Lord, which will elevate 
your status in the Hereafter, and carries more virtue than the spending of 
gold and silver in the service of God or taking part in jihad and slaying or 
being slain in the path of God? The dhikr of God.'' 131 

Abu Saeed narrates: 

The Prophet M mas asked, "Which of the servants of God is best in rank 
before God on the Day of Resurrection?" He said, "The ones who 
remember him much." I said, "O Messenger of God, what about the fighter 
in the way of God?" He answered, ". . . truly those who do dhikr are 
better than him in rank. " 132 

Abd Allah ibn Umar 4= said that the Prophet fi said: 

Everything has a polish, and the polish of hearts is dhikr of God. Nothing 
is more calculated to rescue from God’s punishment than dhikr of God. He 
was asked whether this did not apply also to jihad in God’s path, and he 
replied, "Not even if one should ply his sword until it breaks.'' 133 

Meanings of Dhikr 

The word dhikr has various meanings: the Book of God and its 
recitation, prayer, learning, and teaching: The author of Ficjh al-sunnah 
said in his chapter on dhikr : 

Said ibn Jubayr said, "Anyone engaged in obeying God is in fact 
engaged in the remembrance of God." Some of the earlier scholars 
tied it to some more specified form. Aata said, "The gatherings of 
dhikr are the gatherings where the lawful and the prohibited things

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are discussed, for instance, selling, buying, prayers, fasting, 
marriage, divorce, and pilgrimage." 

Qurtubi said: 

Gatherings of dhikr are the gatherings for knowledge and 
admonition, those in which the Word of God and the Sunnah of His 
Messenger M, accounts of our righteous predecessors, and sayings 
of the righteous scholars are learned and practiced without any 
addition or innovation, and without any ulterior motives or greed. 

Dhikr can also mean: invocation of God with the tongue, according 
to one of the formulas taught by the Prophet Sg, or any other formula, 
and remembrance of God in the heart, or with both the heart and the 
tongue. 

The present text is concerned with the last two meanings: that of the 
mentioning of God, as in the verse, " The believers are those who, when they 
hear God mentioned, their hearts tremble" (8:2); and the Prophet's M saying, 
"The best dhikr is la ilaha illallah." 13 ' 1 The Prophet % did not say, "the best 
dhikr is giving a lecture," or "giving advice," or "raising funds." 

The present text is also concerned with the meaning of 
remembrance through the heart, as exemplified by the verse: "The men 
and women who remember God abundantly" (33:35). The Prophet M both 
praised and explained the verse when he said, "The single-hearted are 
foremost." 135 When asked, "O Messenger of God, who are the single- 
hearted?" he replied, "The men and women who remember God 
abundantly." 

The Prophet §§ further clarified the role of the heart in effecting such 
remembrance of God when he said to Abu Hurayra 

Go with these two sandals of mine and whoever you meet behind this wall 
that witnesses that there is no god except God with certitude in his heart, 
give him glad tidings that he will enter Paradise. 136

Dhikr may sometimes mean both inner remembrance and outward 
mention, as in the verse, “Remember Me, and I shall remember yon" (2:152), 
when it is read in light of the hadith qudsi : 

Those that remember Me in their heart, I remember them in My heart; and 
those that remember Me in a gathering (i.e. that make mention of Me), I 
remember them (i.e. make mention of them) in a gathering better than 
theirs. 

This important hadith will be explained in greater detail later. 
Broadly speaking, there are three types of dhikr: that of the heart, 
that of the tongue, and that of the two together. 

Ibn Hajar explained that, according to Abu ad-Darda's 4*- narration 
of the primacy of dhikr over jihad, what is meant by dhikr is the complete 
dhikr and consciousness of God's greatness, whereby one becomes better, 
for example, than those who battle the disbelievers without such 
recollection. 137 

In another hadith narrated by Bukhari, the Prophet $$ compared 
those who make dhikr among those who do not, to those who are alive 
among the dead. 138 

Ibn Hajar comments: 

What is meant by dhikr here is the utterance of the expressions 
which we have been encouraged to say, and say abundantly, such 
as the enduring good deeds ( al-baqiyat al-salihat), and they are: 
" subhanallah," " Alhamdulillah," “la ilaha illallah," "allahu akbar," and 
all that is related to them such as the hawqala (“la hawla wa la 
quwwata ilia billah"), the basmala (" bismillah al-rahman al-rahim"), the 
hasbala (“ hasbunallahu wa nima al-wakil"), istighfar, and the like, as 
well as invocations for the good of this world and the next. 

Dhikr also applies to diligence in obligatory or praiseworthy acts, 
such as the recitation of Quran, the reading of hadith, the study of the 
sciences of Islam, and supererogatory prayers. 

Dhikr can take place with the tongue, for which the one who utters it 
receives reward— and it is not necessary for this that he understand or

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recall its meaning, on condition that he not mean other than its meaning 
by its utterance. If, in addition to its utterance, there is dhikr in the heart, 
then it is more complete. If there is, added to that, the recollection of the 
meaning of the dhikr and what it entails, such as magnifying God and 
exalting Him above defect or need, it is even more complete. If all this 
takes place inside a good deed, whether an obligatory prayer or other 
than that, it is even more complete. If one perfects one's turning to God 
and purifies one's sincerity towards Him, then that is the farthest 
perfection. 

Fakhr ad-Din al-Razi said: 

What is meant by the dhikr of the tongue is the expressions that 
stand for tasbih (exaltation), tahmid (praise), and tamjid 
(glorification). As for the dhikr of the heart, it consists in reflection 
on the proof-texts that point to God's essence and His attributes, on 
those of the obligations, including what is enjoined and what is 
forbidden, so that one may examine the rulings that pertain to them, 
and on the secrets of God's creation. 

As for dhikr of the limbs, it consists in their being immersed in 
obedience, and that is why God named prayer "dhikr" when He 
said, "When the call is proclaimed on Friday, hasten earnestly to the 
remembrance of God." (62:9) 

It is reported from some of the Knowers of God that dhikr has seven 
aspects: 

• Dhikr of the eyes, which consists in weeping ( bnka ); 

• Dhikr of the ears, which consists in listening ( isgha ); 

• Dhikr of the tongue, which consists in praise ( thana ); 

• Dhikr of the hands, which consists in giving (at a)) 

• Dhikr of the body, which consists in loyalty ( wafa ); 

• Dhikr of the heart, which consists in fear and hope ( khaufwa 
raja); 

• Dhikr of the spirit, which consists of utter submission and 
acceptance ( taslim wa rida)." 139

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Loudness in Dhikr 

The Prophet M praised a man who was awwah (literally: one who 
says, "ah, ah!"); that is, loud in his dhikr, even when others censured him. 
Ahmad narrated with a good chain from Uqba ibn Amir: 

The Prophet M said of a man named Dhu al-Bijadayn, "He is a man 
who frequently says 'ah.'" He was a man abundant in dhikr Allah, with 
Quran recitation, and he raised his voice high when supplicating. 140 
God said of the Prophet Abraham SSSl: 

Verily, Abraham ivas most tender-hearted, forbearing. (9:114, 11:75) 

That is, according to Tafsir al-jalalayn, "Crying out and suffering 
much, out of fear and dread of his Lord." The Prophet it prayed to be 
awwah in the following invocation, "O God, make me one who often cries 
out 'ah' to you ( rabbi ijalni ilayka awwahan)." This is narrated by 
Tirmidhi, 141 Ibn Majah, 142 and Ahmad 143 with a strong chain in the 
following words: 

The Prophet it supplicated thus: 

O my Lord! help me and do not cause me to face difficulty; grant me 
victory and do not grant anyone victory over me; devise for me and not 
against me; guide me and facilitate guidance for me; make me overcome 
whoever rebels against me; O my Lord! make me abundantly thankful to 
You, abundantly mindful of You, abundantly devoted to You, perfectly 
obedient to You, lowly and humble before You, always crying out and 
turning back to You! 

Gatherings of Collective, Loud Dhikr 

The previously quoted hadith qudsi, beginning " Those that remember 
Me in a gathering," presents gatherings of collective, loud dhikr as the 
gateway to realizing God's promise " Remember Me, and I shall remember 
you. " It is no wonder that such gatherings receive the highest praise and 
blessing from God and His Prophet Si, as narrated in many authentic 
ahadith.

The Prophet M said that God has angels roaming the roads to find the 
people of dhikr [and in another version of Imam Muslim, majalis, or 
"gatherings" 0/ dhikr]. When they find a group of people (qawmj reciting 
dhikr [in a version of Imam Muslim, they sit with them], and they call each 
other and encompass them in layers reaching up to the first heaven . 144 God 
asks His angels, and He knows already , 145 "What are My servants 
saying?" 146 The angels say, "They are praising You ftasbih] and 
magnifying Your Name (takbir), and glorifying You (tahmid), and 
giving You the best Attributes ('tamjid). God says, "Have they seen Me?" 
The angels answer, “O our Lord! They did not see You ..." He says, 
"What if they see Me?” The angels answer, "O our Lord, if they saw You 
they would be even more fervent in their worship, glorification, and 
praise." He says, "What are they asking?" The angels say, "They are 
asking Your Paradise!" He says, “ Did they see Paradise?" They say, "O 
our Lord, no, they have not seen it." He says, "And how will they be if 
they see it?" They say, "If they see Paradise, they are going to be more 
attached and attracted to it!" He says, "What are they fearing and running 
away from ?" 147 They say, “They are fearing and running away from 
Hellfire." He says, "And have they seen Hellfire?" They say, "O our Lord, 
no, they did not see Hellfire." He says, "And how will they be if they see 
Fire and Hell?" They say, "If they see Your Fire, they are going to be 
running from it and be even more afraid of it." And God says, "I am 
making you witness 148 that I have forgiven them ." 149 One of the angels

The late Imam Ahmad Mashhur al-Haddad (d. 1416/1995) said in 
his book Miftah al-jannah: 

This hadith indicates what merit lies in gathering for dhikr, and in 
everyone present doing it aloud and in unison, because of the 
phrases, "They are invoking You" in the plural, and "They are the 
people who sit," meaning those who assemble for remembrance 
and do it in unison, something which can only be done aloud, since 
someone whose dhikr is silent has no need to seek out a session in 
someone else's company. 

This is further indicated by the hadith qudsi : 

God says, I am to My servant as he expects of Me, I am with him when he 
remembers Me. If he remembers Me in his heart, I remember him to 
Myself, and if he remembers Me in an assembly, I mention him in an 
assembly better than his... 151 

Thus, silent dhikr is differentiated from dhikr said out loud by His 
saying: " remembers Me within himself," meaning silently, and "in an 
assembly," meaning aloud. 

Dhikr in a gathering can only be done aloud and in unison. The 
above hadith thus constitutes proof that dhikr done out loud in a 
gathering is an exalted kind of dhikr, which is mentioned in the Highest 
Assembly by our Majestic Lord and the angels who are near to Him, who 
extol Him night and day, and never tire. (21:20) 

The affinity is clearly evident between those who do dhikr in the 
transcendent world, who have been created with an inherently obedient 
and remembering nature— namely, the angels — and those who do dhikr 
in the dense world, whose natures contain lassitude and distraction— 
namely, human beings. The reward of the latter for their dhikr is that they

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be elevated to a rank similar to that of the Highest Assembly, which is a 
sufficient honor and favor for anyone . 152 

God has bestowed a special distinction upon those who remember 
Him. Abu Hurayra said: 

While on the road to Makkah the Prophet M passed on top of a mountain 
called Jumdan (frozen in its place), at which time he said, "Move on! Here 
is Jumdan Mountain, and the single-minded (al-mufarridun) are 
foremost." They said, " Who are the single-minded, O Messenger of God?" 
He said, "The men and women who remember God. " 153 

In other words, the mountain has overtaken the people because the 
mountain is reciting dhikr also. Ibn Qayyim al-Jawziyya explains that the 
term mufarridun has two meanings here: either the muwahhidun, the 
people engaged in tawhid who declare God's Oneness as a group (i.e., not 
necessarily alone), or those whom he calls ahadfurada, those engaged in 
tawhid individually, while sitting alone . 154 

From this example it is evident that in Ibn al-Qayyim al-Jawziyya's 
explanation, sittings of dhikr can be in a group or alone. In another 
explanation of mufarridun, also cited by Ibn Qayyim, the reference is to 
"those that tremble from reciting dhikr Allah, entranced with it 
perpetually, not caring what people say or do about them." This is 
because the Prophet said: 

Remember and mention God as much as you want, until people say 
that you are crazy and foolish . 355 

The mufarridun are the people who are really alive. Abu Musa 
reported, "The likeness of the one who remembers his Lord and the one 
who does not remember Him is like comparing a living to a dead 
person ." 156

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The Prophet M said, " When you pass by the gardens of Paradise, avail 
yourselves of them." The Companions asked, "What are the gardens of 
Paradise, O Messenger of God?" He replied, "The circles of dhikr. There 
are roaming angels of God who go about looking for the circles of dhikr, 
and when they find them they surround them closely. ” 157 

Abu Saeed al-Khudri and Abu Hurayra reported that the Prophet 
^ said: 

Wren any group of men remembers God, angels surround them and mercy 
covers them, tranquility descends upon them, and God mentions them to 
those who are with Him . 158 

Muslim, Ahmad, and Tirmidhi narrate from Muawiya 

The Prophet M went out to a circle of his Companions and asked, "What 
made you sit here?" They said, “We are sitting here in order to remember 
and mention God (nadhkurullaha) and to glorify Him (nahmaduhu) 
because He guided us to the path of Islam, and he conferred favors upon 
us." Thereupon he adjured them by God and asked if that was the only 
purpose of their sitting there. They said, "By God, we are sitting here for 
this purpose only." At this the Prophet M said, "I am not asking you to 
take an oath because of any misapprehension against you, but only because 
Gabriel came to me and informed me that God, the Exalted and Glorious, 
was telling the angels that He is proud of you! 

Note that the hadith used the term jalasna, or "we sat," in the plural, 
not singular. It referred to an association of people in a group, not one 
person. 

Shahr ibn Hawshab relates: 

One day Abu ad-Darda entered the Masjid of Bayt al-Maqdis 
(Jerusalem) and saw people gathered around their admonisher 
( mudhakkir ) who was reminding them, and they were raising their 
voices, weeping, and making invocations. Abu ad-Darda said, "My 
father's life and my mother's be sacrificed for those who moan over 
their state before the Day of Moaning!" Then he said, "O Ibn 
Hawshab, let us hurry and sit with those people. I heard the

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Prophet say, 'If you see the groves of Paradise, graze in them.' And 
we said, 'O Messenger of God, what are the groves of Paradise?' He 
said, 'The circles of remembrance, by the One in Whose hand is my 
soul, no people gather for the remembrance of God Almighty except 
the angels surround them closely, and mercy covers them, and God 
mentions them in His presence, and when they desire to get up and 
leave, a herald calls them saying. Rise forgiven, your evil deeds 
have been changed into good deeds!'" Then Abu ad-Darda made 
towards them and sat with them eagerly . 359 

The above shows evidence for the permissibility of loud dhikr, 
group dhikr , and the understanding of dhikr as including admonishment 
and the recounting of stories that benefit the soul. 

Types and Frequency of Dhikr 

Because dhikr is the life of the heart, Ibn Taymiyya is quoted by his 
student, Ibn Qayyim, as saying that dhikr is as necessary for the heart as 
water for the fish. Ibn Qayyim himself wrote a book, al-Wabil al-sayyib, 
on the virtues of dhikr, where he lists more than one hundred such 
virtues, among them: 160 

• It induces love for God. He who seeks access to the love of 
Almighty God should make dhikr profusely. Just as reading 
and repetition is the door of knowledge, so dhikr of God is 
the gateway to His love. 

• Dhikr involves muraqabah (watchfulness, meditation), 
through which one reaches the state of ihsan (excellence), 
wherein a person worships God as if he is actually seeing 
Him. 

• The gatherings for dhikr are gatherings of angels, and 
gatherings without dhikr are gatherings of Satan.

• In spite of the fact that dhikr is the easiest form of worship 
(the movement of the tongue being easier than the 
movement of any other part of the body), it is the most 
virtuous form. 

Dhikr is also a form of s adaqah (charity). 

Abu Dharr al-Ghifari said: 

The Messenger of God SI said, "Charity is for every person every day the 
sun rises. " I said, "O Messenger of God, from what do we give charity if 
we do not possess property?" He said, “The doors of charity (sadaqah) are 
takbir (i.e. to say, "Allahu Akbar," or God is Greatest); Subhanallah 
(God is exalted high); alhamdulillah (all praise is for God); La ilaha 
illallah (there is no god other than God); Astaghfirullah (I seek 
forgiveness from God); enjoining good; forbidding evil. These are all the 
doors of charity (sadaqah ) from you which is prescribed for you, and there 
is a reward for you even in havng intercourse with your wife." 161 

All words of praise and glory to God, extolling His Perfect 
Attributes of Power and Majesty, Beauty and Sublimity, whether one 
utters them by tongue or says them silently in one's heart, are known as 
dhikr, or remembrance of God. He has commanded us to remember Him 
at all times. God says: 

O you who believe! Celebrate the praises of God, and do so often; and 
glorify Him morning and evening. (33:41-42) 

Remember me, I shall remember you. (2:152) 

Remembrance of God is the foundation of good deeds. Whoever 
succeeds in it is blessed with the close friendship of God. That is why the 
Prophet it was in a state of remembrance of God at all times. When a 
man complained, "The laws of Islam are too heavy for me, so tell me 
something that I can easily follow," the Prophet St told him, "Let your 
tongue be always busy with the remembrance of God." 162

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Remembrance of God is also a means of deliverance from Hellfire. 
Muadh reported: 

The Prophet M said, "No other act of man is a more effective means for his 
deliverance from the chastisement of God than the remembrance of God." 163 

Ahmad also reports that the Prophet §§ said: 

All that you say in celebration of God's Glory, Majesty, and Oneness, and 
all your words of Praise for Him gather around the Throne of God. These 
words resound like the buzzing of bees, and call attention to the person 
who uttered them to God. Do you not wish to have someone there in the 
presence of God who would call attention to you? 

Meditate as Often as Possible 

God ordered that He should be remembered abundantly. 
Describing the wise men and women who reflect on His signs, the Quran 
mentions: 

Those who remember God standing, sitting, and lying on their sides. 
(3:191) 

Those men and women who engage much in God's praise, for them has 
God prepared forgiveness and a great reward. (33:35) 

The author of Fiqh al-sunnah says that Mujahid explained, "A person 
cannot be one of 'those men and women who engage much in God's praise,' as 
mentioned in the above verse of the Quran, unless he or she remembers 
God at all times, standing, sitting, or lying in bed." He also says that 
when asked how much dhikr one should do to be considered one of 
"those who remember God much," that Ibn as-Salah said that "much" is 
"when one is constant in supplicating, in the morning, and evening, and 
in other parts of the day and the night as reported from the Prophet 
Concerning the above Quranic verses, Ibn Abbas said: 

All obligations imposed on man by God are clearly marked (by 
conditions of fulfillment) and one is exempted from them only 
when one completes them. The only thing that is never considered 
to have been completed is dhikr, for God has set no specific limits for 
it, and under no circumstances is one allowed to be negligent of it.

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God imposed obligations on mankind, and whoever fulfils their 
conditions does his duty. Whoever prayed at the specified times 
fulfilling its conditions, completed the obligation of prayer; 
whoever fasted Ramadan did his duty and completed it; and 
whoever made the pilgrimage fulfilled that obligation. The 
exception to this condition is dhikr: God did not want to limit it, 
rather He said in Quran, “O you who believe! Remember God with 
much remembrance" (33:41) and, thus. He did not assign it a limit nor 
a condition of completion. 

It is clear through the above evidence that there is no such thing as 
too much dhikr. The Prophet M said, "He who loves something mentions 
it much." 164 Those who love God and His Prophet M mention God and 
His Prophet No one will limit this practice except those who do not 
feel such love. 

Imam Ghazali said: 165 

It is man's soul and spirit that constitute his real nature. Upon 
death, his state changes in two ways. First, he is now deprived of 
his eyes, ears and tongue, his hand, his feet, and all his parts, just as 
he is deprived of family, children, relatives, and all the people he 
knew, and of his horses and other riding-beasts, his servant-boys, 
his houses and property, and all that he once owned. There is no 
distinction to be drawn between his being taken from these things 
and these things being taken from him, for it is the separation itself 
that causes pain. 

If there was anything in the world in which he had found 
consolation and peace, then he will greatly lament for it after he dies, 
and feel the greatest sorrow over losing it. His heart will turn to thoughts 
of everything he owned, of his power and estates, even, for example, to a 
shirt he wore and took pleasure from. 

However, had he taken pleasure only in the remembrance of God, 
and consoled himself with Him alone, then his will be great bliss and

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perfect happiness. For the barriers that lay between him and his Beloved 
will now be removed, and he will be free of the obstacles and cares of the 
world, all of which had distracted him from the remembrance of God. 
This is one of the aspects of the difference between the states of life and 
death. 

On the same topic Imam Habib al-Haddad said: 166 

Time and days are a man's capital, while his inclinations, desires, 
and various ambitions are the highway robbers. The way in which 
one profits on this journey lies in succeeding in coming to God and 
in attaining everlasting happiness, while one loses by being veiled 
from God, and being consigned to the painful torment of the Fire. 

For this reason the intelligent believer transforms his breathing into 
acts of obedience, and interrupts them only with the dhikr of God. 

The Importance of Silent Remembrance 

The author of Fiqh al-sunnah writes: The purpose of dhikr is to purify 
hearts and souls and awaken the human conscience. The Quran says: 

And establish regular prayer, for prayer restrains from shameful and 
unjust deeds, and remembrance of God is the greatest thing in life, without 
doubt. (29:45) 

In other words, the remembrance of God has a greater impact in 
restraining one from shameful and unjust deeds than just the regular, 
formal prayer. This is so because when a servant opens up his soul to his 
Lord, extolling His praise, God strengthens him with His light, 
increasing thereby his faith and conviction, and reassuring his mind and 
heart. This refers to: 

Those who believe, and whose hearts find their rest in the remembrance of 
God— for, verily, in the remembrance of God hearts do find their rest. 
(13:28) 

And when hearts are satisfied with the Truth, they turn to the 
highest ideals without being deflected by impulses of desire or lust. This 
underscores the importance of dhikr in man's life. Obviously it would be 
unreasonable to expect these results just by uttering certain words, for

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words of the tongue unsupported by a willing heart are of no 
consequence. God Himself has taught us the manner in which a person 
should remember Him, saying: 

And do bring your Lord to remembrance in your very soul, with humility 
and in reverence, without loudness in words, in the mornings and evening, 
and be not of those who are unheedful. (7:205) 

This verse indicates that doing dhikr in silence and without raising 
one's voice is better. Once during a journey the Prophet heard a group of 
Muslims supplicating aloud. Thereupon the Prophet M said: 

Give yourselves a respite, you are not calling upon someone deaf or absent. 
Surely He Whom you are calling upon is near you and He listens to all. He 
is nearer to you than the neck of your mount. 167 

This hadith underlines the love and awe a person should feel while 
engaged in dhikr. It is related from Saad that the Prophet M said. 

The best dhikr is the hidden dhikr, and the best money is what suffices. 168 

Ibn Hajar said, in response to an inquiry regarding Nawawi's 
saying, “Dhikr of the tongue with presence of the heart is preferable to 
dhikr of the heart (without):" 169 

It is not because dhikr of the heart is an established worship in the 
lexical sense (i.e. consisting in specific formulae) that it is preferable, 
but because, through it, one intently means in his heart to exalt and 
magnify God above all else. That is the meaning both of the 
aforementioned saying of Nawawi and of the saying of some that 
"There is no reward in dhikr of the heart." By denying there is a 
reward in it, one means "There is no reward in the words, which are 
not uttered"; and by establishing that there is reward in it, one 
means "in the fact that the heart is present," as we have just said. 
Consider this, for it is important. And God knows best. 170

and one is loud. I chose the silent one because it is stronger and, 
therefore, more preferable." 

Shaykh Amin al-Kurdi said : 171 

Know that there are two kinds of dhikr : "by heart" ( qalbi ) and "by 
tongue" (lisani). Each has its legal proofs in the Quran and the 
Sunnah. The dhikr by tongue, which combines sounds and letters, is 
not easy to perform at all times, because buying, and selling, and 
other such activities altogether divert one's attention from such 
dhikr. The contrary is true of the dhikr by heart, which is named that 
way in order to signify its freedom from letters and sounds. In that 
way, nothing distracts one from his dhikr: with the heart remember 
God, secretly from creation, wordlessly, and speechlessly. That 
remembrance is best of all: out of it flowed the sayings of the saints. 

That is why many scholars following the way of Shah Naqshband 
have chosen the dhikr of the heart. Moreover, the heart is the place where 
the Forgiver casts his gaze, the seat of belief, the receptacle of secrets, 
and the source of lights. If it is sound, the whole body is sound, and if it 
is unsound, the whole body is unsound, as was made clear for us by the 
Chosen Prophet M- 

Something confirming this was narrated on the authority of Aisha 

%: 

God favors dhikr above dhikr seventy-fold (meaning, silent dhikr over loud 
dhikr). On the Day of Resurrection, God will bring back human beings to 
His account, and the Recording Angels will bring what they have recorded 
and written, and God the Almighty, will say, " See if something that 
belongs to My servant was left out." The angels will say, "We left nothing 
out concerning what we have learnt and recorded, except that we have 
assessed it and written it." God will say, "O my servant, I have something 
good of yours for which I alone will reward you, it is your hidden 
remembrance of Me. " m 

Also on the authority of Aisha % it is said:

Spiritual Retreat, or Seclusion ( khalwah , uzla) 

Silent dhikr is the dhikr of the servant who secludes himself away 
from people. Abu Saeed al-Khudri narrated: 

A Bedouin came to the Prophet M and said, “O God's Apostle! Who is the 
best of mankind?" The Prophet said, "A man who strives for God's Cause 
with his life and property, and also a man who lives (all alone) in a 
mountain path among the mountain paths to worship his Lord and save 
the people from his evil." 174 

Abu Saeed al-Khudri said: 

I heard the Prophet M say, " There will come a time upon the people when 
the best property of a Muslim man will be his sheep which he will take to 
the tops of mountains and to the places of rainfall to run away with his 
Religion far from trials. 175 

Muslim and Tirmidhi narrate: 

Abu Hurayra said, "While on the road to Makkah the Prophet M passed on 
top of a mountain called Jumdan (frozen in its place), at which time he 
said: 'Move on! Here is Jumdan Mountain, and the single-minded (al- 
mufarridun) are foremost.' They said, ' Who are the single-minded, O 
Messenger of God?' He said, 'The men and women who remember God 
unceasingly.'" 176 

The version in Tirmidhi reads: 

The Prophet M said, "The single-minded (al-mufarridun) are foremost." 
They said, “Who are the single-minded?" He said, "Those who dote on the 
remembrance of God and are ridiculed because of it, and whose burdens the 
dhikr removes from them, so that they come to God fluttering." 

Imam Nawawi writes:

Dhikr in isolation or seclusion ( khalwah ) is corroborated by the hadith 
in Bukhari, beginning, " Seven people will be shaded by God ..." The 
seventh person mentioned is, "A person who remembers God in 
seclusion, and his eyes get flooded with tears." 

According to Tirmidhi: 

Aisha % relates: "In the beginnings of the Messenger of God’s 
Prophethood M, at the time God desired to bestow honor upon him and 
mercy upon His servants through him, he would not have any vision 
except it came to pass as surely as the sun rises. He continued like this 
for as long as God wished. Most beloved to him was seclusion (al- 
khalwa), and there was nothing he loved more than to be alone in 
seclusion ." 179 

Ibn Hajar said in his commentary on Bukhari : 180 

Ibn al-Mubarak relates in Kitab al-raqaiq from Shuba, from Khubayb 
ibn Abd al-Rahman, from Hafs ibn Asim, that Umar . 4 - said, "Take

Junayd's (may God grant us the benefit of his blessings) saying: 
"Undergoing the difficulty of seclusion is easier than mixing with 
society unscathed." Al-Khattabi said in his Book of Seclusion ( Kitab al- 
uzla), "If there were not in seclusion other than safety from 
backbiting and the sight of what is forbidden but cannot be 
eliminated, it would have been enough of an immense good." 
Bukhari's title ("Chapter on Seclusion As Rest From Keeping 
Company Towards Evil") refers to the hadith cited by al-Hakim 
from Abu Dharr from the Prophet H with a fair (hasan) chain, 
"Isolation is better than to be sociable in committing evil." 
However, what is usually retained is that it is a saying of Abu Dharr 
4» or Abu ad-Darda 4 a Ibn Abi Asim cited it. 

Al-Qushayri said in his Risalah: 

The method of the one who enters seclusion is that he must have the 
belief that he is keeping people from his evil, not the reverse, for the 
former presupposes belittlement of himself, which is the attribute of 
the humble, while the latter indicates that he considers himself 
better than others, which is the attribute of the arrogant. 

Abu Bakr ibn al-Arabi writes: 

If it is said that the times have become so corrupt that there is 
nothing better than isolating oneself, we say one isolates oneself 
from people in one's actions, while he keeps mixing with them with 
his physical body; however, if he cannot succeed, then at that time 
he isolates himself from them physically, but without entering into 
monasticism (yataziluhum bi badanihi wa la yadkhulu fi al-rahbaniyya) 
which is condemned and rejected by the Sunnah. 181 

Empowering Dhikr with the Divine Name "Allah" 

God said in the Quran: 

And mention the name of your Lord and devote yourself to Him with a 
complete devotion. (73:8)

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Qadi Thanaullah Panipati said, "Know that this verse points to the 
repetition of the name of the Essence ( ism al-dhat); that is, 'Allah.'" 182 The 
same meaning is intimated also by the following verse: 

. . . Say, "Allah." Then leave them to their play and vain wrangling. (6:91) 

According to one hadith, the Prophet % said: 

The Hour will not rise before "Allah, Allah" is no longer said on earth. 

According to another chain he said: 

The Hour will not rise on anyone saying, "Allah, Allah." 183 

Imam Nawawi said, in his commentary on this chapter, "Know that 
the narrations of this hadith are unanimous in the repetition of the name 
of God, the Exalted, for both versions, and that is the way it is found in 
all the authoritative books." 184 

Imam Muslim placed the hadith under the chapter-heading, 
"Disappearance of Belief ( imart ) at the End of Times," although there is 
no mention of belief in the hadith. This shows that saying "Allah, Allah" 
indicates belief. Those who say it show belief, while those who do not 
say it, do not show belief. Therefore, those who fight those who say it are 
actually worse than those who merely lack belief and do not say "Allah, 
Allah." 

Nawawi highlights the authenticity of the form's repetition to 
establish that the repetition of the words "Allah, Allah" is a sunnah 
mathura, or practice inherited from the Prophet is and the Companions. 
Ibn Taymiyya’s insistence that the words must not be used alone, but 
only with a vocative form (i.e., " Y a Allah"), therefore contradicts the 
Sunnah. 

It is noteworthy that the Siddiqi translation of Sahih Muslim 
mistranslates the first narration cited above as, "The Hour (Resurrection) 
would not come so long as God is supplicated in the world," and the 
second as "The Hour (Resurrection) would not come upon anyone so 
long as he supplicates God." This is wrong as a translation, but accepted 
as a commentary, since saying "Allah, Allah" is supplicating Him. This is

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true of all worship, according to the hadith of the Prophet M, 
"Supplication; that is what worship is." 195 However, for the translation to be 
accurate, the word form highlighted by Nawawi must be retained in any 
explanation of this hadith. It is not merely "supplicating God;" it is 
saying, "Allah, Allah" according to the Prophet's % own words. 

One who knows that the dhikr "Allah, Allah" has been mentioned by 
the Prophet H himself is not at liberty to debate whether or not it was 
used by the Companions in order to establish its validity. Its validity is 
sufficiently established in confirming that the Prophet fg said it. Yet, it is 
established that, while undergoing torture, Bilal often recited the dhikr 
"Ahad, Ahad." Ibn Hisham says in his Sira : 

Ibn Ishaq narrates (with his chain of transmission) saying: 

Bilal was a faithful Muslim, pure of heart. Umayya ibn Khalaf often 
brought him out in the hottest part of the day and would throw him on 
his back in the open valley and have a great rock put on his chest; then 
he would say to him, "You will stay here until you die or deny 
Muhammad and worship al-Lat and al-Uzza." He said while he was 
enduring this, "Ahad, Ahad" — "One, One!" 186 

Dhikr with "Hu," " Hayy ," and "Haqq" 

One who knows that "Allah, Allah" is a dhikr used by the Prophet M 
is also not at liberty to object to similar forms of dhikr, such as "Hu," or 
"Hayy," or "Haqq." 

“Hu" is a pronoun of God Almighty, and "Hayy" is His Name, 
according to the Verse of the Throne (ayat al-Kursi ): 

Allah! There is no god except He (Hu) the Living (al-Hayy), the Self- 

Subsistent (Allahu la ilaha ilia Hu al-Hayy al-Qayyum). (2:255) 

"Haqq" is one of the names listed in the hadith that enumerates the 
ninety-nine Names of God, in Bukhari and Muslim. 187 Furthermore, the 
Prophet M prayed to God with the following invocations: 

"At your command, O God of Truth (Labbayka ilah al-Haqq)." 188

God said: 

To God belong the Most beautiful Names, so call Him with them. (7:180) 

These names are not confined to ninety-nine, as Nawawi explicitly 
stated in his commentary on the hadith whereby the Prophet M said: 

There are ninety-nine names which belong to God, one hundred 
less one; whoever memorizes (or recites) them enters Paradise. 190 

Nawawi and others showed that the meaning of this hadith is not, 
"There are only ninety-nine names," but "There are ninety-nine well- 
known names," or "There are ninety-nine names that suffice to enter 
Paradise if memorized." 

The Prophet IS called God by all His Names, as is clear from the 
following hadith: 

O God, I invoke You with all of Your beautiful Name s. 191 

Dhikr in Dimly lit Surroundings 

God said to the Prophet M: 

And some part of the night awake for it, a largess for thee. (17:79) 

To! the vigil of the night is a time when impression is more keen and speech 
more certain. (73:6) 

The superiority of prayer at night is known in all books of hadith 
and fiqh because of the elimination of worldly distractions at that time. 
That is why Imam Ghazali wrote on that topic: 

The root of thought is the eye. He whose niyyat (intention) is fine 
and who aims high cannot be diverted by what occurs in front of 
him, but he who is weak falls prey to it. The medicine is to cut off 
the roots of these distractions and to shut up the eyes, to pray in a 
dark room, not to keep anything in front which may attract

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attention and not to pray in a decorated place. For this reason, the 
saints worshipped in dark, narrow and unspacious rooms. 192 

Movement During Dhikr 

In reference to the hadith of Muslim whereby the Prophet M praised 
the mufarridun, or those who are single-minded in their remembrance of 
God, Nawawi said: 

They are those who shake or are moved at the mention or 
remembrance of God, that is, they have become fervently devoted 
and attached to His remembrance. 

Imam Habib al-Haddad said: 

Dhikr returns from the outward feature, which is the tongue, to the 
inward, which is the heart, where it becomes solidly rooted, so that 
it takes firm hold of its members. The sweetness of this is tasted by 
the one who has taken to dhikr with the whole of himself, so that his 
skin and heart are softened. As God said, "Then their skins and their 
hearts soften to the remembrance of God." (39:23) 193 

The "softening of the heart" consists in the sensitivity and timidity 
that occur as a result of nearness and tajalli (manifestation of one or more 
Divine Attributes). Sufficient is it to have God as one's Intimate 
Companion! 

As for the "softening of the skin" this is the ecstasy and swaying 
from side to side which result from intimacy and manifestation, or from 
fear and awe. No blame is attached to someone who has reached this 
rank if he sways and chants, for in the painful throes of love and passion, 
he finds something which arouses the highest yearning. 

The exhortation provided by fear and awe brings forth tears and 
forces one to tremble and be humble. These are the states of the 
righteous believers ( abrar ) when they hear the Speech and dhikr of God, 
the Exalted. “Their skins shiver," and then soften with their hearts and 
incline to dhikr of Him, as they are covered in serenity and dignity, so 
that they are neither frivolous, pretentious, noisy, or ostentatious. God,

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the Exalted, has not described them as people whose sense of reason has 
departed, who faint, dance, or jump about. 

More Traditions on the Virtues of Dhikr 

Abu Hurayra reported that the Prophet -M said: 

When a servant of God utters the words "la ilaha illallah" (there is no god 
except God ) sincerely, the doors of heaven open up for these words until 
they reach the Throne of God, so long as its utterer keeps away from the 
major sins. 194 

Abu Hurayra 4* also reported: 

The Prophet said, "Renew your faith." "How can we renew our faith?" 
they asked. The Prophet M replied, “ Say always, 'la ilaha illallah.'" 195 

Jabir reported that the Prophet is said: 

The best remembrance of God is to repeat "la ilaha illallah" and the best 
invocation (dual is alhamdulillah (all praise belongs to God). 196 

Abu Hurayra reported that the Prophet is said: 

There are two phrases that are light on the tongue, but heavy on the scale 
of rewards and are dear to the Gracious One. These are: "Glorified is God 
with all praise to Him," and, "Glorified is God, the Great." 197 

Abu Hurayra also reported that the Prophet is said: 

I love repeating, "Glorified is God, and Praise be to God, and There is no 
God but God, and God is most Great," more than all that the sun shines 
upon. 196

The Prophet M said, “Perform the enduring goods deeds (aTbaqiyat al- 
salihat) more frequently." They asked, "What are these enduring good 
deeds?" The Prophet M replied: Takbir ("allahu akbar"), Tahiti ("la ilaha 
illallah"), Tasbih ("subhanallah"), "alhamdulillah," and "la hawla wa 
la quwwata ilia billah. " 202 

Abd Allah ibn Masud reported that the Prophet is said: 

During the Night Journey I met Abraham who said to me, O Muhammad, 
convey my greetings to your Community, and tell them that the Paradise 
is of pure land, its water is sweet, and its expanse is vast, spacious, and 
even. And its seedlings are: 

Glory to God (subhanallah) 

Praise to God (walhamdulillah) 

There is no god but God (wa la ilaha illallah)

Ibn Masud 4® reported that the Prophet S said: 

If anyone recites the last two verses of Surat al-Baqara at night (2:285- 
286), they will suffice for him. 206 

That is, these two verses will bring him a reward equivalent to that 
of a night prayer, and will safeguard him from any hurt during that 
night. 

Abu Saeed al-Khudri narrated: 

The Prophet M asked, "Can anyone of you recite a third of the Quran 
during the night?" The Companions considered this difficult and they said: 
"Who among us can do so, O Prophet of God?" Thereupon the Prophet M 
said: "God, the One, the Eternally-Besought (i.e., Surat al-Ikhlas) is a third 
of the Quran.'' 207 

Abu Hurayra 4ft reported that the Prophet H said: 

Whoever says, "There is no god but God, alone, without partner. His is the 
sovereignty, and His the praise, and He has power over everything,'' 208 a 
hundred times a day will have a reward equivalent to the reward for 
freeing ten slaves. In addition, a hundred good deeds will be recorded for 
him and a hundred bad deeds of his will be wiped off, and it will be a

Istighfar— Asking God's Forgiveness 

Anas 4» reported that he heard the Prophet is saying that God says: 

0 son of Adam, whatever you asked Me and expect from Me I forgave— 
respecting that which you owed to Me— and I do not care (how great this 
was). O Son of Adam, even if your sins pile up to the sky and then you 
seek My forgiveness I will forgive you, and O son of Adam, even if you 
have an earthful of sins, but you meet Me without associating any other 
thing with Me, I will forgive you 211 

Abd Allah ibn Abbas 4s said: 

If one supplicates without fail for forgiveness from God, He finds a 
way out for him to get out of every distress and difficulty, and gives 
him sustenance through ways utterly not thought of . 212 

Juwayriyya bint al-Harith %, one of the wives of the Prophet is, 
reported that one day the Prophet fi left her apartment in the morning as 
she was busy observing her dawn prayer in her place of worship. He 
came back in the forenoon and she was still sitting there. The Prophet M 
said to her, "You have been in the same place since I left you?" She said: 
"Yes." Thereupon the Prophet M said:

recording words for His Praise." 213 

Ibn Umar 4s reported that the Prophet -m told them: 

A servant of God said, "My Lord! All praise belongs to You as much as 
befits Your Glory and Sublime Majesty." 214 This was too much for the two 
angels to record. They did not know how to record it. So they soared to the 
heaven and said, "Our Lord! Your servant has said something which we do 
not know how to record." God asked them— and, of course, He knew what 
the servant had said— "What did My servant say?" They said, "He said, 
My Lord! All praise belongs to You as much as befits Your Glory and 
Sublime Majesty.'" God said to them, "Write it down as My servant has 
said until he should meet Me and I reward him for it." 215 

Abd Allah ibn Amr ibn al-As said: 

I saw the Prophet counting the glorifications of God on his right hand's 
fingers. 216 

Yusayra bint Yasir js. reported that the Prophet A commanded them 
(the Emigrant women) to be regular in remembering God by saying tahlil 
(“la ilaha illallah") and tasbih ("subhanallah”) and takbir ("allahu akbar"), 
and never to be forgetful of God and His Mercy, and to count them on 
their fingers, for the fingers will be questioned and will speak. 217 

Use of Dhikr Beads ( Masbaha , Sibha, Tasbih) 

Saad ibn Abi Waqqas reported: 

Once the Prophet M saw a woman who had some date-stones or pebbles 
which she was using as beads to glorify God. The Prophet M said to her, 
“Let me tell you something that would be easier or more excellent for you 
than that. " So he told her to say instead:

Safiyya bint Huyayy 4* the Prophet's il wife said: 

The Prophet came in to see me and in front of me there were 4,000 date- 
stones with which I was making tasbih (counting "subhanallah"). He said, 
"You make tasbih with so many! Shall I teach you what surpasses your 
number of tasbih?" She said, "Teach me!" He said, "Say: Glory to God the 
number of His creation." 218 

God says in His Holy Book, addressing His Holy Prophet M: 

Remind people, for reminding benefits them. (51:55) 

Reminder has various forms, public and private. A public form of 
reminder is the adhan. The masbaha — or sibha, tasbih, or dhikr beads— has 
had, since the earliest Companions, the function of private reminder. It is 
for that reason that the tasbih was called by them mudhakkir or mudhakkira

al-Hakim and Suyuti declared it sahih. 
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(reminder). There is a narration traced to the Prophet M whereby he said, 
" What a good reminder are the dhikr beads !" 219 

The statement that counting dhikr on beads is an innovation is 
undoubtedly false. The use of beads for counting dhikr was definitely 
allowed by the Prophet St and was a Sunnah of the Companions. This is 
proven by the sahih hadith of Saad ibn Abi Waqqas who related that 
the Prophet M once saw a woman using some date-stones or pebbles to 
count dhikr, and did not prohibit her use of them. 220 Another sahih hadith 
to that effect was related by Safiyya 4*, who was seen by her husband the 
Prophet SI counting " Subhanallah" with four thousand date stones. 221 
Shawkani said: 

The Prophet St justified the counting of dhikr on the fingers by the 
fact that the fingers will be questioned and will speak; that is, they 
will witness to that effect. It follows that counting tasbih on them, 
because of this, is better than using dhikr beads or pebbles. 
However, the two other ahadith (of Saad ibn Abi Waqqas 4i and 
Safiyya bint Huyayy 4t) indicate the permissibility of counting 
tasbih with date-stones and pebbles, and with dhikr beads, because 
there is no distinguishing factor among them in the Prophet's 
stipulation to the two women, and no disapproval of it. As for 
directing to what is better, this does not negate permissibility. There 
are reports to that effect. 

It is related in Hilal al-Haf far's monograph, through Mutamar ibn 
Sulayman, from Abu Safiyya 44 the Prophet's freedman, that a mat 
would be spread for him (Abu Safiyya) and a basket made of palm 
leaves brought which was filled with pebbles with which he would 
make tasbih until mid-day. Then it would be taken away, and then 
brought back after he had prayed, and he would make tasbih again

evidence for the usefulness of dhikr- beads in Nnyl al-aivtar (2:317) from Daylami's narration 
in Musnad al-firdazvs with his chain, and Suyuti cites it in his fatwa on dhikr- beads in al-Hawi 
li al-fatawi (2:38).

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until evening. Imam Ahmad narrates it in Kitab al-zuhd (with his 
chain). 

Ahmad also narrates from al-Qasim ibn Abd al-Rahman that Abu 
ad-Darda 4 ® had a bag filled with date-stones and that whenever he 
prayed the noon prayer he would bring them out one by one and 
make tasbih on them until they were finished. 

Ibn Saad in his Tabaqat narrates (with his chains) that Saad ibn Abi 
Waqqas 4® counted tasbih on pebbles, and that Fatimah bint al- 
Husayn ibn Ali ibn Abi Talib % said tasbih with a thread stringed 
with knots, and that Abu Hurayra 4® made tasbih with a string of 
pebbles ( al-nawa al-majmu). 

Abd Allah, the son of Imam Ahmad, narrated in Zawaid al-zidid that 
Abu Hurayra 4® had a thread stringed with one thousand knots and 
that he would not sleep until he had counted tasbih on them. 

Ad-Daylami narrates, in Musnad al-firdaios through Zainab bint 
Sulayman ibn Ali, and from Umm al-Hasan bint Jafar, from her 
father, from her grandfather, from Ali 4p, and it is traced back to the 
Prophet M, " What a good reminder are the dhikr beads!" 

Suyuti related reports with their chains in his monograph on the 
subject entitled al-Minha fi al-sibha, and it is part of his collected 
fativas. He says towards the end of it, "It is not related from any one 
of the Predecessors (s alaf) nor the later scholars ( khalaf) that it is 
forbidden to count tasbih on the sibha ( dhikr beads). On the contrary, 
most of them counted tasbih on it, and they did not consider it 
disliked." 222 

The Indian hadith scholar, Zakariyya al-Khandlawi, relates that Abu 
Hurayra 4 % said, "I recite istighfar (the formula for asking forgiveness) 
12,000 times daily." He also relates that, according to Abu Hurayra's 
grandson, he had a piece of thread with 1,000 knots and would not go to 
sleep until he had said "Glory to God" ( subhanallah ) on all of these

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knots . 223 According to her grand-daughter, through Imam al-Husayn SHSI, 
Fatimah % also counted her dhikr on a thread with knots. 

Mawlana Zakariyya continues: 

It is well-known that many other Companions of the Prophet St 
used beads in their private devotions, such as Saad ibn Abi Waqqas 
4i himself; Abu Safiyya, the slave of the Prophet Si; Abu Saad 4®; 
Abu ad-Darda 44 and Fatima %. Stringing, or not stringing, the 
beads together does not make any difference. 

It is well established that counting dhikr is a Sunnah of the Prophet 
Si. He himself advised his wives, Ali 44 and Fatimah % to count tasbih, 
tahmid, and takbir thirty-three times each before going to bed at night. Ibn 
Amr .# relates that he saw the Prophet SI count the times he said 
"subhanallah" on his right hand. This does not mean that it is not allowed 
to use the left also, as the Prophet M simply said, "Count (the dhikr) on 
your fingers." 

Imam Suyuti recounted, in one of his fatwas, the story of Ikrima, 
who asked his teacher, Umar al-Maliki, about dhikr beads . 224 Umar 
answered that he had also asked his teacher, Hasan al-Basri, about it and 
was told, "Something we have used at the beginning of the road we are 
not desirous to leave at the end. I love to remember God with my heart, 
my hand, and my tongue." Suyuti comments, "And how should it be 
otherwise, when the dhikr beads remind one of God, the Exalted, and a 
person seldom sees dhikr beads except he remembers God, which is 
among the greatest of its benefits." 

As for Albani's statements against dhikr beads, his rejection of the 
hadith “ What a good reminder are the dhikr beads !'' 225 and his astounding 
claim that whoever carries dhikr beads in his hand to remember God is 
misguided and innovating, let the reader be directed to their refutation 
in Mahmud Said's Wusul al-tahani bi ithbat sunniyyat al-sibha 10a al-radd ala 
al-albani (The Alighting of Mutual Benefit, and the Confirmation That the 
Dhikr Beads Are a Sunnah, and the Refutation of Albani).

The spurious claim that dhikr beads come from Buddhism or 
Christianity is not supported by the scholars but may simply be 
dismissed as just one more of the scholar Ignaz Goldziher's dubious 
legacies to orientalist literature. 

Weak Report on Collective Dhikr in Darimi's Sunan 

The following weak narration is sometimes used by the uninformed 
in their attacks against collective dhikr. 

Al-Darimi narrates the following from from al-Hakam ibn al- 
Mubarak, who narrates from Amr ibn Salima al-Hamadani : 226 

We sat by the door of Abd Allah ibn Masud & before the morning 
prayer, so that when he came out we would walk with him to the 
mosque. (One day) Abu Musa al-Ashari came to us and said, "Has 
Abu Abd al-Rahman come out yet?" We replied, "No." So he sat down 
with us until he came out. When he came out, we all stood along with 
him, so Abu Musa said to him, "O Abu Abd al-Rahman! I have just seen 
something in the mosque which I considered wrong, but all praise is for 
God, I did not see anything except good in it." He inquired, "What is it?" 

Abu Musa replied, "If you live, you will see it. I saw in the mosque 
people sitting in circles awaiting the Prayer. In each circle they had 
pebbles in their hands and a man would say, 'Repeat allahu akbar a 
hundred times.' So they would repeat it a hundred times. Then he would 
say, 'Say la ilaha ill-Allah a hundred times.' So they would say it a 
hundred times. Then he would say, 'Say subhanallah a hundred times.' 
So they would say it a hundred times." Ibn Masud asked, "What did you 
say to them?" Abu Musa said, "I did not say anything to them. Instead I 
waited to hear your view on it." Ibn Masud replied, "Would that you 
had ordered them to count their evil deeds and assured them that their 
good deeds would not be lost!" Then we went along with him until he 
came to one of these circles whereby he stood and said, "What is this I 
see you doing?" 

They replied, "O Abu Abd al-Rahman! These are pebbles upon 
which we are counting takbir, tahlil and tasbih." He said, "Count your 
evil deeds instead. I assure you that none of your good deeds will be lost. 
Woe to you, O Ummah of Muhammad H, how quickly you go to

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destruction! Here are your Prophet's Companions available in 
abundance (mutawafirun). And there are his clothes which have not yet 
decayed and his bowl which is unbroken. By Him in Whose Hand is my 
soul! Either you are following a Religion that is better guided than the 
Religion of Muhammad M or you are opening a door of misguidance." 

They said, "O Abu Abd al-Rahman! By God, we only intend good!" 
He said, "How many are there who intend good but do not achieve it. 
Indeed, God's Messenger said to us, ‘A people will recite the Quran but 
it will not pass beyond their throats.' By God! I do not know, but perhaps 
most of them are from among you." Then he left them. Amr ibn Salima 
said, "We saw most of those people fighting against us on the day of 
Nahrawan, on the side of the Khawarij." 

The chain of the above report is unacceptable because it includes the 
name of Amr ibn Yahya al-Hamadani, Amr ibn Salima's grandson, and 
he is considered daif, or "weak." 227 A single weak report can never 
overrule something that is established by many sound reports, as cited in 
relation to each of the issues discussed above. 

Even if the report were not weak, it would not be enough to support 
the stance against collective gatherings of dhikr, against gathering for 
dhikr in a circle, against counting dhikr by the hundreds, or against using 
pebbles for counting dhikr. All the above shows that the report narrated 
by Darimi can never be used to contest the lawfulness of gathering for 
dhikr, sitting in a dhikr circle, counting dhikr, or using pebbles to count 
dhikr; whoever says it does is clearly unaware of the Sunnah on this issue. 
If the hadith is authentic, then the key to Darimi's report lies in the 
context of the following passages: 

• Abu Musa al-Ashari's 4s> words: "I have just seen something 
in the mosque which I considered wrong, but I did not see 
anything except good in it." 

• Ibn Masud's words: "Here are your Prophet's 
Companions available in abundance."

It is clear that Abu Musa's 4* reaction was mixed because, on the 
one hand, he disapproved of the people themselves, but not of their 
dhikr. The reason for the disapproval is left unsaid, while Ibn Masud 
alludes to it by blaming the people in question for their isolationist 
stance away from the Companions. This is confirmed by Ibn Masud's 
citing of one of the most famous ahadith concerning the Khawarij, or 
Separatists, about whom it is known that they considered themselves 
more pious than all other Muslims, and better than even the 
Companions. This is again confirmed, beyond the shadow of a doubt, by 
Amr ibn Salima's explicit identification of the people in question as allies 
of the Khawarij on the day of Nahrawan. 

This demonstrates that Abu Musa's view and Ibn Masud's 
condemnation are directed against the fact that the people in question 
were Separatists, not that they were making dhikr. The shamefulness of 
separating oneself from the Companions is underlined by Ibn Masud's 
exclamation, "Here are your Prophet's Companions available in 
abundance." The hadith master Abu Zura al-Razi said, "At the time the 
Prophet's M soul was taken back, the Companions who had narrated 
from and/or heard him directly (including his tacit presence) numbered 
1 14,000. " 228 

The Khawarij are from among the tribes of Banu Hanifa, Banu 
Tamim, and Wail in the Najd area of Eastern Arabia. They committed 
baghi (or rebellion) against Prince of the Believers, Sayydina Ali and 
opposed the larger group of Muslims. They declared both Ali and 
Muawiya 4 disbelievers, and declared licit their blood and property as

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well as the blood and property of those who accompanied them. The 
Khawarij made their land a land of war and declared their own land an 
abode of faith. 

They accepted from the Prophet's Sunnah only what agreed with 
their own doctrine, and drew evidence for their beliefs from seemingly 
ambiguous verses in the Quran. They were known to apply Quranic 
verses meant to refer to unbelievers to the believers, as predicted by the 
Prophet. 229 Ibn Abbas 4e> debated them until four thousand returned to 
the truth. They were the first to separate from the Congregation of 
Muslims. The Prophet referred to them as "The dogs of the people in 
Hell," 230 and he gave the order to fight and kill them by saying, "They 
will pass through Islam like an arrow passes through its quarry. 
Wherever you meet them, kill them!" 231 

As a final note on the descendents of the Khawarij of our time. 
Imam Muhammad ibn Abidin (d. 1252/1836) said: 

The name of Khawarij is applied to those who part ways with 
Muslims and declare them disbelievers, as took place in our time 
with the followers of Ibn Abd al-Wahhab, who came out of Najd 
and attacked the Two Noble Sanctuaries (Makkah and Madina). 
They (Wahhabis) claimed to follow the Hanbali school, but their 
belief was such that, in their view, they alone are Muslims and 
everyone else is a mushrik (polytheist). Under this guise, they said 
that killing Ahl al-Sunnah and their scholars was permissible, until 
God, the Exalted, destroyed them in the year 1233/1818 at the hands 
of the Muslim army. 232 

Benefits of Invoking Blessings on the Prophet # 

Sakhawi says Abd Allah ibn Amr ibn al-As said that he heard the 
Prophet M say: 

When you hear the muadhdhin, repeat his words after him, then invoke 
blessings upon me. Wioever invokes blessings upon me once, God bestows

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blessings upon him ten times. Then ask God for the wasila to be granted to 
me. It is a position in Paradise that may not be granted to any but one of 
God's servants, and I dearly hope that I will be that servant. Whoever asks 
God the wasila for me, my intercession is guaranteed for him . 233 

It has already been expounded that there is no such thing as 
invoking too much salawat on the Prophet M- Further evidence on this 
topic is mentioned here only by way of a reminder. 

Abu Hurayra 4c narrated that the Prophet M said: 

Dust for the face of the one before whom I am mentioned, and he does not 
invoke blessings upon me. 234 

Abu Hurayra also reported that the Prophet g said: 

If people sit in an assembly in which they do not remember God nor invoke 
a blessing on the Prophet, it will be a cause of grief for them on the Day of 
Judgment. 235 

The author of Path al-allam said: 

This hadith proves that it is incumbent on one to remember God and 
invoke blessings on the Prophet M while sitting in an assembly, for 
whether we take the words "cause of grief" to mean torment of fire 
or any other chastisement, obviously a punishment is incurred only 
when an obligatory act is neglected, or a forbidden act is committed. 
Here it is both the remembrance of God and the invoking of 
blessings on His Prophet M that are apparently incumbent. 

Ibn Rajab al-Hanbali said in his book on love of God and love of the 
Prophet M- 

Love for the Prophet is on two levels: The first level is obligatory. 
This is the love that requires one to accept whatever the Prophet g 
brought from God and to receive it with love, pleasure, esteem, and 
submission, without seeking guidance from any other source 
whatsoever.

They said, "O Prophet of 
God, you are in a very pleasant mood with signs of good tidings showing 
on your face." He said, "Verily, the angel (Gabriel) came to me, and said, 
Are you not pleased, O Muhammad, that your Lord says that no one of 
your nation asks God to bless you except that God will bless him tenfold 
and that no one from your nation asks God to send you greetings of peace 
except that God will to send him greetings peace tenfold.' The Prophet M 
responded, Yes, indeed .'" 237 

Anas 4p reported God's Messenger M as saying: 

If anyone invokes a blessing on me once, God will grant him ten blessings, 
ten sins will be remitted from him, and he will be raised ten degrees . 233

Ibn Abbas said: 

The Children of Israel said to Musa, "Does your Lord invoke 
blessings on anyone?" And His Lord called to him, 'O Musa, did 
they ask you if your Lord invoke blessings? Say to them, 'Yes, I and 
the angels invoke blessings on My Prophets and Messengers.'" 
Then God revealed: Verily! Allah and His angels shower blessings on the 
Prophet... (33:51) 242 

Malik ibn Aws reported: 


narrator added: "...and ten faults will be erased from him and God will raise him ten 
levels." Al-Hafiz as-Suyuti graded both hadiths as authentic.

Whoever says, "O God send prayers on Muhammad and the Family of 
Muhammad. And Bless Muhammad and the Family of Muhammad just as 
You have sent prayers upon and blessed Abraham and the Family of 
Abraham and bless Muhammad and the Family of Muhammad just as You 
have blessed Abraham and the Family of Abraham," it will bear witness for 
him on the Day of Judgment and will intercede for him. 245 

Ibn Masud 4& said that the Messenger of God M said 

The closest to me on the Day of Judgment are those who invoke blessings 
upon me the most. 246 

The Prophet M said: 

Verily God has an angel standing at my grave until the Day of Judgment. 
There are none who invoke blessings on me except the angel names him 
and his father and he says, "O Muhammad, invoke blessings on so-and-so 
the son of so-and-so." For my Lord hath commissioned me to return the 
blessings invoked on me tenfold. 247 

The Prophet 3t said:

I asked my Lord that no servant invokes blessings on me except that God 
blesses him ten the like thereof. 2 * 8 

Abd Allah bin Amir bin Rabiah related from his father that the 
Messenger of God M said: 

One does not invokes blessings on me except that the angels invokes 
blessings on him as long as he is invoking blessings on me. So you do as 
little or as much as you like. 249 

It is reported from Jabir 4&> that the Prophet M said: 

Sufficient for one to be considered a miser is that when I am mentioned in 
his presence he does not invoke blessings on me. 250 

Abu Hurayra related that the Messenger of God S said: 

Increase your invoking of blessings on me on Friday, for surely it will be 
presented to me. 251 

In a different version from Anas -A the Prophet is said: 

Increase your invoking of blessings on me on Friday and on the night 
before Friday. Whoever invokes blessings on me, God will bless him 
tenfold. 252 

It is also related from Abu ad-Darda 4® that the Prophet is said: 
Increase prayers upon me on Friday, it is witnessed by the angels. 253 
Imam al-Ghazali recorded in his Iliya that the Prophet M said: 

Whoever from my nation invokes blessings upon me, ten good deeds are 
written for him and ten sins are effaced. 254

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Specific Benefits of Salawat 

Here again are the principal benefits obtained by invoking blessings 
on the Prophet % ( salawat ) as compiled by Hafiz as-Sakhawi in his book 
devoted to the topic: 

Among the rewards of one who performs salawat upon God's 
Messenger M are the following: 

• The salawat— blessing— of God, His angels, and His Prophet 
fg on that person; 

• The expiation of his faults; 

• The purification of his works; 

• The exaltation of his rank; 

• The forgiveness of his sins; 

• The asking of forgiveness for him by his own salat', 

• The recording of rewards, the like of Mount Uhud, for him 
and his repayment in superabundant measure; 

• The comfort of his world and his hereafter if he devotes his 
entire salat to invoking blessings upon him; 

• The obliteration of more faults than that effected by the 
manumission of a slave; 

• His deliverance from affliction because of it; 

• The witnessing of the Prophet M himself to it; 

• The guarantee of the Prophet's M intercession for him; 

• God's pleasure, mercy, and safety from His anger; 

• Admission under the shade of the Throne for him; 

• Preponderance of his good deeds in the Balance; 

• His admission to drink from the Prophet's it Pond; 

• His safety from thirst and deliverance from the Fire; 

• His ability to cross the Bridge swiftly; 

• The sight of his seat in Paradise before he dies; 

• The preponderance of his prayers over more than twenty 
military conquests; 

• Its equivalency to giving alms to the needy; 

• Its being zakat and purification for him; 

• His wealth will increase because of its blessing; 

• More than one hundred of his needs will be fulfilled through 
it; 
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• It constitutes worship; 

• It is the most beloved of all deeds to God; 

• It beautifies meetings; 

• It cancels out poverty and material duress; 

• It lets him expect and find goodness everywhere; 

• It makes him the most deserving of goodness; 

• He benefits from it as well as his children and theirs, as well 
as those to whom its reward is gifted in the register of his 
good deeds; 

• It brings him near to God and to His Prophet M', 

• It is a light that helps him against his enemies; 

• It cleans his heart of hypocrisy and rust; 

• It commands the love of people and the sight of the Prophet 
fg in dreams; 

• It forbids slander ( ghiba ) against him. 

In summary, it is among the most blessed, most meritorious, most 
useful of deeds in religion and in the life of the world, and carries 
desirable rewards other than all this for those who are clever and 
eager to acquire the deeds that constitute treasures for them, and 
harvest the most flourishing and glowing of hopes. They do this by 
focusing on the deed that includes all these tremendous merits, 
noble qualities, manifold and all-encompassing benefits which are 
not found together in any other. 255 

Excerpts on the Remembrance of God 

Abd al-Rahman al-Sufuri wrote in his book Nuzhat al-majalis wa 
muntakhab al-nafais (The Pleasant Gatherings and the Select Precious 
Matters): 

God, the Exalted, said, "Verily in the remembrance of God do hearts find 
rest!" (13:28) If it is asked, how is the meaning of this verse 
reconciled with that of His saying, " They only are the true believers 
whose hearts feel fear (“wajilat," to tremble or shake) when God is 
mentioned" (8:2); it is answered that in the latter, the purpose of 
God's mention is to bring to mind His greatness and the intensity of

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His vengeance against those who disobey Him. This verse was 
revealed at a time when the Companions had a disagreement 
concerning the spoils of the Battle of Badr. Therefore, the mention or 
the remembrance of what is fearsome became appropriate. As for 
the former verse, it concerns whoever God guided and who has 
turned to God with love. Therefore, the mention of God's mercy 
became appropriate. 

The two meanings of fearsomeness and mercy are reunited in Surat 
al-Zumar : 

God hath now revealed the fairest of statements, a Scripture consistent, 
wherein promises of reward are paired with threats of punishment, whereat 
doth creep the flesh of those who fear their Lord, so that ("thumma," and 
then) their flesh and their hearts soften to God's reminder (or, to the 
celebration of God's praises; or, to God’s remembrance; meaning, to God's 
mercy and generosity). (39:23) 

The Prophet M said: 

He who remembers God much, God loves him. The night that I was 
enraptured to my Lord I passed by a man extinguished within the light of 
God's Throne. I asked, " Who is this, and is he an angel?" I was told "No," 
and I asked again, "Is it a Prophet?" I was told "No," and I said, "Who 
then?" It was said, "This is a man who, while he was in the world, his 
tongue was constantly moist with the mention of God, and his heart was 
attached to the mosques. " 

On the authority of Muadh ibn Jabal 4&, the Prophet M said that God 

said: 

No servant of Mine mentions Me in himself, except I mention him in an 
assembly of My angels, and he does not mention Me in an assembly, except 
I mention him in the Highest Company. 

On the authority of Abu Hurayra <&, who said that, while on the 
road to Makkah, the Prophet fg passed on top of a mountain called 
Jumdan, at which time he said, “Move on, for here is Jumdan which has 
overtaken the single-minded." They said, "What are the single-minded 
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( mufarridun )?" He said, ‘‘The men and women who remember God 
abundantly” (33:35). 256 
Tirmidhi stated: 

It was said, ‘‘And what are the single-minded?" He replied, "Those who 
dote on the remembrance of God and are ridiculed because of it, whose 
burden the dhikr removes from them, so that they come to God 
fluttering!" 

Al-Mundhiri said: 

The single-minded and those who dote on the dhikr and are ridiculed for 
it; these are the ones set afire with the remembrance of God. 257 

The Prophet SI said: 

The one who mentions or remembers God among those who forget Him is 
like a green tree in the midst of dry ones. 

The one who mentions or remembers God among those who forget Him, 
God shows him his seat in Paradise during his life. 

The one who mentions or remembers God among those who forget Him is 
like the fighter behind those who run away. 

The one who mentions or remembers God among those who forget Him, 
God looks at him with a look after which He will never punish him. 

The one who mentions or remembers God among those who forget Him is 
like a light inside a dark house. 

The one who mentions or remembers God among those who forget Him, 
God forgives him his sins to the amount of every eloquent and dumb 
speaker (that is, animals and human beings). 

The one who mentions or remembers God in the marketplace will have 
light in every hair of his on the Day of Resurrection. 

The Sufis say dhikr has a beginning, which is a truthful 
application; 258 it has a middle, which is a light that strikes; it has an end.

Al-Mundhiri, in al-Targhib iva al-tarhib 
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which is a piercing difficulty; it has a principle, which is purity; it has a 
branch, which is loyalty; it has a condition, which is presence; it has a 
carpet, which is righteous action; it has a peculiar characteristic, which is 
the Manifest Opening (cf. Quran 48:1). 

Abu Saeed al-Kharraz said: 

When God desires to befriend a servant of His, He opens the door 
of dhikr for that servant. After the latter takes pleasure in dhikr, He 
opens the door of proximity for him. After that. He raises him to the 
meetings of intimacy, and after that. He makes him sit on a throne 
of Oneness. 

Then He removes the veils from him, and He makes him enter the 
abode of Singleness, and unveils Majesty and Sublimity to him. 
When the servant beholds Majesty and Sublimity, he remains 
without "he." He becomes extinguished, immune to the claims and 
pretensions of his ego, and protected for God's sake. 259 

Another seeker of Divine Truth said: 

Dhikr is the medicine (" tiryaq literally treacle; antidote for poison) 
of the sinners, the familiarity of the estranged, the treasure of those 
who practice reliance, the repast of those who possess certitude, the 
adornment of those who are connected, the starting-point of 
knowers, the carpet of those brought near Him, and the intoxicant 
of lovers. 

The Prophet SI also said: 


^Truthfulness should not be confused with sincerity, since it is possible to act with 
sincerity but not to reach truthfulness, as Nawawi explained in his commentary to the 
second of his "forty ahadith” (ahadith about islam, iman, and ihsan) entitled Shark al-arbain 
liadith.

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Remembrance of God is firm knowledge of one's belief immunity from 
hypocrisy, a fortress against Satan, and a guarded refuge from the Fire. 260 

Ibn al-Salah was asked about the measure by which the servant is 
estimated to be among " those who remember God much." (33:35) He said, 
"If he perseveres in the forms of dhikr inherited in the Sunnah morning 
and evening and in the various times and occasions, then he is of those 
who remember God much." 

Moses 3SB1 said, "O my Lord! Are You near, so that I may speak to 
You intimately, or are You far, so that I may call out to You?" God 
inspired to him, "I am sitting next to the one who remembers Me." He 
said, "O my Lord, we are sometimes in a state of major impurity, and we 
hold You in too high regard to dare remember You at that time." He 
replied, "Remember me in every state." 261 

Abd al-Rahim ibn al-Hasan al-Isnawi (al-Shafii) said in his Alghaz 
(Riddles): 

A man in a state of minor impurity is forbidden from certain forms 
of dhikr, as illustrated by the nullification of the act of worship 
incurred when entering such a state during the Friday sermon, 
because ritual purity is a condition for its validity. 

On the Dhikr of Inanimate Objects 

The seven heavens and the earth and all that is therein praise Him, 
and there is not a thing but sings His praise; but ye understand not their 
praise. Lo! He is ever Clement, Forgiving. (17:44) 

Ibrahim al-Nakhai said concerning God's saying, " There is not a 
thing but sings His praise" (17:44): "Everything praises Him, including the 
door when it squeaks." 262 It has also been said, "The verse is general, and 
it applies particularly to the one endowed with speech, as in God's

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saying, 'Everything was destroyed/ 263 whereas the houses of Ad were 
not destroyed, and in His saying concerning Sheba (Balqis), 'And she has 
been given from all things' (27:23) whereas she had not been given 
anything from Solomon's (Sulayman's) 3S0 kingdom." 

It was also said that the verse has a universal meaning, whereby the 
one endowed with speech glorifies God by word, while the silent one 
glorifies through his state. This is by virtue of his being in existence; he 
testifies to His Maker through having been made. 

In Taj al-Din ibn al-Subki's Tabaqat al-Shafiiyya al-kubra, the 
interpretation favored by the Shafii madhdhab is that all things make 
glorification through actual utterance, because such a thing is not 
impossible and is indicated by many proof-texts. God, the Exalted, said: 

We have placed the mountains under His dominion; they praise God at 
nightfall and at sunrise. (38:18) 

The mountains' glorification through actual utterance does not 
necessitate that we hear it. In al-Wujuh al-musfira an ittisa al-maghfira (The 
Faces Made Radiant by the Vastness of Mercy) is related the following 
commentary: 

It is more likely that they literally glorify, except that this 
phenomenon is hidden from the people and is not perceived except 
through the rupture of natural laws. The Companions heard the 
glorification of food and other objects placed before the Prophet M- 

Concerning God's saying at the end of the verse, "Lo! He is ever 
Clement, Forgiving " (17:44), it applies to the state of those addressed by 
the verse in three ways. First, in the vast majority of cases, people are 
distracted from glorifying God, the Exalted— unlike the heavens, and the 
earth, and all that is therein. These distracted ones become in need of 
clemency and forgiveness. Second, they do not understand the praise of 
all these objects, and this may be because they do not sufficiently 
contemplate and reflect upon them; they then become in need of 
clemency and forgiveness. Third, the fact that they do not hear the 
praises may cause them to feel contempt towards these objects and drive

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them to deny the rights of creation; they again become in need of 
clemency and forgiveness. 

Without doubt he who beholds with full understanding the 
glorification of things in existence honors and magnifies them in respect 
to this glorification, even if the Lawgiver ordered him to disdain them in 
another respect. 

The author of al-Wujuh al-musfira cited the following story: 

One of God's servants sought to perform the purification from 
defecation by using stones to clean himself. He took one stone, and 
God removed the veil from his hearing so that he was now able to 
hear the stone's praise. Out of shame he left it and took another one, 
but he heard that one praising God also. And every time he took 
another stone he heard it glorifying God. Seeing this, at last he 
turned to God so that He would veil from him their praise to enable 
him to purify himself. God then veiled him from hearing them. He 
proceeded to purify himself despite his knowledge that the stones 
were making tasbih, because the one who reported about their tasbih 
is the same Law-giver who ordered to use them for purification. 
Therefore, in the concealment of tasbih there is a far-reaching 
wisdom. 

This is true, and in Fakhr ad-Din al-Razi's Tafsir it is said that what 
the scholars have agreed upon is that whoever is not alive is not 
empowered with speech, and it has been firmly established that 
inanimate objects praise God through the medium of their state. And 
God knows best. 

Six Benefits of Remembrance of God 

1. THE RANKS OF DHIKR 

One of the commentators of Quran said concerning God's saying, 
" But among them are some who wrong themselves and among them are some 
who are lukewarm, and among them are some who outstrip others through good 
deeds, by God's leave" (35:32), that they are respectively the rememberer 
by tongue, the rememberer by heart, and the one who never forgets his 
Lord. 

Ibn Ata Allah said: 
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The one who utters the Word of Oneness needs three lights: the 
light of guidance, the light of sufficiency, and the light of Divine 
help. Whoever God graces with the first light, he is immune 
(masum) from associating a partner to God. Whoever God graces 
with the second light, he is immune from committing great sins and 
indecencies; and whoever God graces with the third light, he is 
protected ( mahfuz ) from the corrupt thoughts and motions that 
typify those given to heedless actions. The first light belongs to "the 
ones who wrong themselves," the second to "those that are 
lukewarm," and the third to "the ones who outstrip others through 
good deeds." 264 

Al-Wasiti was asked about the remembrance of God. 265 He said: 

It is the exiting from the battlefield of heedlessness into the outer 
space of direct vision (mushahada) on the mount of victory over fear 
and intensity of love. 

One of the special attributes of the remembrance of God is that it 
has been placed in direct correspondence with God's own remembrance 
of us. God Mighty and Exalted said, “Remember Me, and I shall remember 
you" (2:152). Musa said, peace be upon him, "O my Lord, where do you

Shadhili the following saying: "This path is not monasticism, eating barley and bran, or the 
garrulousness of affectation, but rather perseverance in the divine commands and certainty 
in the divine guidance." Some sources: al-Zirikly, al-Alam 1:221; Asqalani, al-Durar al- 
kamina 1:273; Subki, Tabaqat al-shafiiyya 9:23.

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dwell?" He replied, "In the heart of my believing servant." 266 The 
meaning of this is the heart's rest brought about by His remembrance. 
Muhammad ibn al-Hanafiyya said: 

Verily the angels lower their gaze in the presence of the rememberer 
of God, just as the people lower their gaze before lightning . 267 

2. REMITTANCE OF SINS THROUGH DHIKR 
It is related that a servant of God will join the gatherings of dhikr 
with sins the like of mountains and then rise and leave one such 
gathering with nothing left of them to his name. This is why the Prophet 
M called it one of the groves of Paradise when he said, "If you pass by 
the groves of Paradise, be sure to graze in them," and someone said, 
"What are the groves of Paradise?" to which he replied, "The circles of 
dhikr." 

Aata said: 

Whoever sits in a gathering in which God is remembered, God will 
remit for him ten evil gatherings of his. 

Abu Yazid al-Bistami, "I have entrusted you with a secret for which 
you shall render Me an account under the Tree of Bliss ( shajarat tuba)." 
He said, "We are under that tree as long as we remain in the 
remembrance of God." 


266 Ibn Majah narrates from Abu Anbasa, and Tabarani from Abu Utba that the Prophet # 
said: "God has vessels from among the people of the earth (lillahi aniyatun min ahli al-ard), 
and the vessels of your Lord are the hearts of His righteous servants, and the most beloved 
of those to Him are the softest and the most sensitive." Al-Jarrahi said in Kashf al-kliafa that 
this was the basis of the saying attributed to the Prophet M: "The heart of the believer is the 
house of God" al-Qari said that the latter, though not a saying of the Prophet #, was correct 
in meaning. Imam Ahmad narrates in his Kitab al-zuhd from Wahb ibn Munabbih: God 
opened the heavens to Ezekiel 8SB until he beheld the very Throne, whereupon he said: 
"Glory to Thee, what greatness is Thine, O my Lord!" God said: "Verily the heavens and 
the earth are unable to encompass Me, and the devoted, soft heart of My faithful servant is 
able to encompass Me." Imam Ghazali mentioned it in his Ihya Ulum al-din.

No group gathers and remembers God seeking nothing other than Him 
except a caller from Heaven calls out to them: Arise forgiven, for your bad 
deeds have been turned into good ones! 

Abu ad-Darda 4s said: 

The Prophet M said, " God verily will raise on the Day of Resurrection 
people bearing light in their faces, carried aloft on pulpits of pearl, whom 
the people will envy. They are neither prophets nor martyrs." Upon 
hearing this a Bedouin Arab fell to his knees and said, " Show them to us 
(ajlihim), O Prophet of God!" that is, "describe them for us." He replied, 
"They are those who love one another for God's sake alone. They come from 
many different tribes, countries, and cities. They gather together for the 
remembrance of God the Exalted, remembering Him." 

Someone said concerning God's saying with reference to Solomon 
SSI, "Verily, I will punish him with hard punishment" (27:21) that it means, 
"Verily I shall drive him far from the gatherings of dhikr." Al-Junayd 
concerning God's saying, “And (He is the One) Who causeth me to die, then 
giveth me life again" (26:81), said that this means, "He causes me to die 
with heedlessness (of Him), then He causes me to live with remembrance 
(of Him)." Al-Hasan al-Basri said, "No people sit remembering God, the 
Exalted, with one of the people of Paradise in their midst except God 
grants him to intercede for all of them." 

3. DHIKR OF THE FROGS 

The Prophet David (Dawud) SSI said, "I shall praise God with a 
kind of praise that none among his creatures ever used before." 
Thereupon a frog called out to him, "Do you pride yourself before God 
for your praise, while for seventy years my tongue has been moist from 
remembering Him, and I have eaten nothing in the past ten nights 
because I kept busy uttering two words?" David SSI said, "What are 
these two words?" The frog replied, "O Praiser of Thyself with every 
tongue, O Remembered One in every place!"

It is related in Nuzhat al-nufus wa al-afkar (The Recreation of Minds 
and Thoughts) that an angel once said to David SS®, "O David, 
understand what the frog is saying!" whereupon he heard it saying, 
"Glory and praise to You to the farthest boundary of Your knowledge!" 
David 3S3 said, "By the One Who made me a prophet, verily I shall sing 
my Lord's praise in this way." The commentators have said that the 
frogs' words were: "Glory to the King, the Holy One!" (subhan al-malik al- 
quddus) while al-Baghawi has, "Glory to my Lord Most Holy!" (subhana 
rabbi al-quddus), and Ali SBl uses the words, "Glory to the One Who is 
worshipped in the abysses of the sea!" 

4. DHIKR OF THE PROPHET JONAH 

Ali sSSl said: 

In the time of Jonah (Yunus) S3®, there was a frog which had lived 
past the age of 4,000 years. It never rested from glorifying God. One 
day it said, "O my Lord, no one glorifies You like I do!" Jonah SSI 
said, "O my Lord, I say what it says!" and he said, "Glory to You by 
the number of times each of your creatures says 'Glory to You,' and 
glory to You by the number of times each of Your creatures does not 
say 'Glory to You,' and glory to You according to the expanse of 
Your knowledge, and the light of Your countenance, and the 
adornment of Your throne, and the reach of Your words!" 

5. LENGTHENING THE PRONUNCIATION OF LA ILAHA ILL-ALLAH 
Ibn Abbas and his father 4fc, narrated the Prophet M said: 

The day God created the heavens and the earth He created an angel and 
ordered him to say, "There is no god except God alone" (la ilaha ill- 
Allah). The angel lengthens his delivery as he utters it and will not rest 
from this until the Trumpet is blown. 

One of the Companions said that whoever says, "No god except 
God" and lengthens his pronunciation intending thereby to magnify 
God, God will remit 4,000 grave sins for him, and if he did not commit 
4,000, God will remit the difference for his family and neighbors. It is 
related in the hadith, "Whoever says 'No god except God' and lengthens 
his pronunciation intending thereby to magnify God, 4,000 of his sins are 
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struck thereby from the register of his sins." Hence it is praiseworthy to 
lengthen one's pronunciation upon uttering it, as Nawawi said. 

The Prophet St also said: 

Whoever lengthens his pronunciation upon saying "No god except God," 
God will make him dwell in Paradise in the Abode of Majesty by which he 
has named Himself when He said: "There remaineth but the countenance 
of thy Lord of Might and Glory" (55:27), and God will grant him to behold 
His Gracious Countenance. 

Anas ibn Malik narrated from the Prophet (ft 

O human beings! Whoever says "No god except God" in astonishment at 
something, God creates from each letter of his utterance a tree with as 
many leaves as the days of this world, each leaf asking forgiveness for him 
and praising God on his behalf until the Day of Judgment . . . 

It has been related that this phrase has on the side of Iblis (Satan) 
the effect that a gangrenous sore would have on the side of a human 
being. Qadi Iyad relates in the Shifa from Ibn Abbas 4fc that written on the 
door of Paradise is the inscription, "There is no god but God alone, 
Muhammad is the Messenger of God; Whoever says this, I shall not 
punish him." 268 

The following account is part of the explanation of God's saying, 
" And speak (O Moses and Aaron) unto him (Pharaoh) a gentle word " (20:44). 
Moses *5Si said, "O Lord, how can a word be gentle?" God replied, "Say 
to him, 'Would you like a good compromise? You have followed your 
own self for four hundred and fifty years; follow our intent but for one 
year, and God will forgive you all your sins. If not one year, then one 
month; if not, one week; if not, one single day; if not, one single hour. If

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you do not (wish to humor us) for all of an hour, then say in a single 
breath, "There is no god but God" so that I may bring peace to you.'" 

After Moses 8S9 conveyed the message. Pharaoh gathered his armies 
and said to them, "7 am your Most High Lord!" (79:24) At this the heavens 
and the earth shook and pleaded before God the Glorious and Exalted 
that Pharaoh be put to death. God said, "He is like the dog: only the stick is 
good for him. O Moses, cast your staff." (cf., 7:117, 27:10, 28:31) Moses 
cast his staff (which became a huge snake or dragon) and the magicians 
of Pharaoh's court immediately submitted. Pharaoh fled to his 
bedchamber. Moses SSi said, "If you do not come out, I shall order it to 
enter where you are." Pharaoh said, "Give me a little respite." Moses 8SS 
answered, "I have no permission to respite you." But God, the Exalted, 
inspired to him, "Respite him, for verily I am the Clement, I do not 
hasten to punish." 

Pharaoh began to relieve himself forty times a day while previously 
he would relieve himself only once every forty days. Moses SS0 gave him 
a respite. When the day came. Pharaoh exceeded his bounds and 
rebelled. God therefore "seized him and made him an example for the afterlife 
and the former" (79:25); that is. He punished him with drowning because 
of his former word ("I am your Most High Lord"), and He punished him 
with Hell because he said, "7 know not that ye have a god other than me." 
(28:38) Ibn Abbas 4® said, "This is the former word, while the other came 
later, and between them lay forty years." 

It is mentioned in the book Zumrat al-ulum wa zuhrat al-nujum (The 
Array of the Sciences and the Brightness of Stars) that the Prophet M said: 

Gabriel told me, "7 stood in wait before God at the time Pharaoh said: 'And 
what is the Lord of the Worlds?' (26:23) whereupon 7 outstretched two of 
my wings to smite him with punishment, but God, the Exalted, said, 
'Wait, O Gabriel! He hastens to punish who fears the lapse of time.'" 

It was also mentioned in that book that when Pharaoh said, "7 am 
your Lord the Most High" (79:24) Gabriel wanted to shake the earth from 
under his feet, but when he sought permission from his Lord, the 
Exalted, He did not give it to him and ordered him to ignore Pharaoh 
instead. 

Al-Alai said in his explanation of the surah of the Story (al-qasas) that 
Iblis entered Pharaoh's presence as the latter was in the bath and said. 
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"O Pharaoh, I enticed you with every transgression, but I never told you 
to claim absolute Lordship!" Then he gave him forty lashes and left him 
in anger. Pharaoh said to him, "O Iblis, should I take back this claim?" 
He replied, "It would not be right for you to take it back after making it."

A group of the disbelievers of Quraysh gathered among the 
Pharaoh of their community, Abu Jahl, at Abu Talib's house during the 
latter's last illness. Abu Jahl said to him, "You know what has taken 
place between us and your brother's son. Therefore obtain what is 
rightfully ours from him and what is rightfully his from us before you 
die." Abu Talib called the Prophet H and said, "O my nephew, these are 
the nobility of your people, so leave them be, and they shall leave you 
be." He replied, "Do they agree to obey me if I ask them to say but one 
word?" Abu Jahl said, "Nay, we shall obey you if you ask us to say ten!" 
The Prophet M then said, "Say, La ilaha ill-Allah," whereupon they said, 
"Are you asking us to reduce all our gods to only one? Truly you are 
asking us for the strangest thing!" and they dispersed. Abu Talib said, 
"O Muhammad, you have asked them for nothing excessive." That is, 
"You have not asked them for anything difficult." 

Concerning God's saying, " Judge aright between us and be not unjust 
(lit. do not exceed the proper bounds)" (38:22); that is, "Do not swerve in 
your judgment," the Prophet IS hoped that his uncle would profess 
Islam, so he said to him, "Say it (the phrase: There is no god but God 
alone), so that I will be permitted to intercede for you on the Day of the 
Rising." Abu Talib replied, "Were it not that people— that is, the 
Quraysh— might think that I said it out of fear (of death), indeed I would 
say it." 

Al-Razi said in his explanation of the surah of the Cattle (al-Anam): 
Abu Talib said, "Ask me to say other than this because your people 
hate it." The Prophet M replied, "I will never say other than this 
even if they were to dislodge the sun from its place and put it in my 
hand." They said, "Then stop cursing our gods, otherwise we will 
curse you and Him Who orders you to do this," whereupon God's 
saying was revealed, " Revile not those unto whom they pray beside God 
lest they wrongfully revile God through ignorance." (6:108)

Author of a massive commentary on Bukhari's Sahih entitled Umdat al-Qari. 
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If it is said, "To curse the idols is among the most meritorious acts of 
obedience to God; why then did God forbid it?" The answer is, God 
forbade it because cursing them might lead to the gravest of 
transgressions— exalted is God far above the saying of wrong-doers — 
namely cursing God and His Messenger St, and it is an obligation to take 
precautions against it. 

6. GOD'S SIMILES FOR THE "PHRASE OF ONENESS" 

God compared the Phrase of Declaring Oneness (kalimat al-tawhid) 
to the following: 

• Water, because water cleanses; similarly, this phrase cleanses 
from sins; 

• Soil, because the soil gives forth much in exchange for a 
single seed; similarly, this phrase multiplies its return; 

• Fire, because fire bums, and this phrase bums sins; 

• The Sun, because the latter sheds light on the worlds, and 
this phrase illumines even the grave; 

• The Moon, because it dispels the darkness of night, and this 
phrase sheds light with the same certainty; 

• Stars, because they are guides for travelers, and this phrase 
is a guide for the people of misguidance to follow the right 
way; 

• Date palms, when He said, “A goodly tree, its root set firm, its 
branches reaching into heaven, giving its fruit at every season by 
permission of its Lord " (14:24-25); 

• The date palm does not grow in every land; similarly, this 
phrase does not grow in every heart; 

• The date palm is the tallest fruit tree; similarly, the root of 
this phrase is in the heart and the top of its branches are 
under the Throne; 

• The value of the fruit does not diminish because of the pit; 
similarly, the value of the believer does not diminish despite 
the disobedience lodged between himself and God the 
Exalted; and, 

• The bottom of the date palm is thorns while its top is moist 
dates; similarly, the initial stages of this phrase are duties. 
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and whoever fulfills them reaches the fruit which is to 
behold God the Exalted. 

The Phrase of Oneness is the key to the Garden of Paradise: "Every 
key must have teeth," 270 and its teeth are to forsake all that is forbidden 
and do what is ordained. God, the Exalted, says, “Therefore know that 
there is no god but God alone" (47:19) and the Prophet said, " Whoever 
said, ‘There is no god but God alone,' taking care that it is unalloyed 
(mukhlisan bihi) and from the heart, enters Paradise." It was asked in what 
being-unalloyed ( ikhlas ) consisted. He said, "In barring one from what God, 
the Exalted, has declared forbidden." 

The Prophet 'fg also said: 

O Abu Hurayra! Every good deed on your part shall be weighed on the 
Day of Rising except the Witnessing that there is no god but God alone, for 
verily it can never be placed in the Balance. 0

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The Naqshbandi Way of Dhikr 


Among the readers of this book may be some Sufi aspirants who 
have been practicing one or several of the other Sufi paths or their 
branches other than the Naqshbandi Path. If you are one of these people 
you may be wondering what difference there is between the Naqshbandi 
and the other Sufi ways. 

It is axiomatic that all Sufi paths lead to the Divine Presence. The 
Prophet M said, "The ways to God are as numerous as the breaths of human 
beings." The differences lie mostly in the realm of style and taste, and 
reflect the need to accommodate the variety of types among the 
aspirants. Differences also stem from the unique individualities of the 
great luminaries who imprinted each of the Sufi orders — may God be 
pleased with all of them! 

There are also some differences of approach. Most Sufi paths offer 
aspirants a gradual unveiling of the heart's eye, accomplished through 
the practice of dhikr, the remembrance of God. This spiritual exercise 
may contain repetition of various of God's Holy Names. Some forms of 
dhikr involve practices designed to break the spell of mundane 
consciousness and propel the practitioner into a state of altered 
awareness. Such practices may include repetition of many thousands of 
holy phrases, sometimes connecting with breathing exercises and often 
with physical movements. Without a doubt, through the steadfast and 
dedicated practice of these methods, the aspirant may experience 
spiritual states and attain stations unimaginable in a normal state of 
consciousness. The aspirant may feel himself to be flying towards the 
heavenly goals, beholding the wonders of the mysterious and hidden 
aspects of creation. 

If your eyes have been thus opened, and if you are greatly 
enamored of the wide vistas you have beheld, then be warned. Should 
you embark upon the Naqshbandi Path, your colorful plumage will be 
clipped and replaced with the humble cloak of obscurity. For the main 
difference between the Naqshbandi Way and others is that, while they 
are giving, we are taking away. Everything must go, even your separate 
existence. First you will be without anything, then you will be nothing. 
Only those who are prepared to take such a step can be real Naqshbandi 
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disciples. As long as a drop is falling from the heavens, it may be called a 
drop. When it falls into the ocean, it is no longer a drop; it is the ocean. 

If anyone is interested in spiritual stations and powers, he may 
attain them through following any of the forty Sufi paths, as these ways 
are quite efficacious. Through the recitation of the most beautiful Names 
of God everyone receives bountifully in accordance with his intention. In 
the end, however, the sincere seeker will be struck with remorse if he 
becomes fixated at the stage of stations and states. One day, he will 
perceive how he has fallen victim to distraction and say: "O my Lord, I 
have been wasting myself and my efforts on something other than You." 

Should a seeker's life end while he is in those states, he will regret 
that they distracted him from seeking the Divine Countenance of his 
Lord. Therefore, grandshaykhs have been ordered to strip their followers 
of their spiritual adornments, so that they may be presented to their Lord 
in perfect lowliness: "This is your servant, oh our Lord; accept him. He is 
lost to himself and exists only for You." This is their top priority, and 
helping their followers attain such a reality is their duty. 

It is understood by all orders that strange and enchanting 
experiences are the scenery of the journey, not the goal. The goal is to 
reach the Divine Presence by the attraction of the Beloved Himself. The 
Holy Prophet Muhammad M is the guide and example. On His 
miraculous Night Journey, in which he was conducted by the angel 
Gabriel 85§l first from Makkah to Jerusalem and then up to the seven 
heavens and into the Divine Presence, he passed through the whole 
universe. God Almighty informs us in the Holy Quran that the Prophet's 
fg vision " neither swerved nor wavered" (53:2). In other words, he looked 
and beheld but never let those sights distract him from ascending 
towards his most exalted destination. The Holy Prophet M was able to 
behold those sights without being distracted because his heart was only 
for his Lord. He is the Beloved of God. As for ourselves, we are 
vulnerable and weak-willed. Those experiences and attainments may 
accord with our ego's desires, whereas annihilation is never an attractive 
proposition for the ego. 

Therefore, in order to provide maximum protection, the 
Naqshbandi masters take a different approach to the unveiling of the 
heart's eye. There are 70,000 veils between us and the station of the 
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Prophet M- A Naqshbandi master rends these veils in descending order, 
starting with those closest to the Divine Presence and then successively 
downwards towards the level of the disciple. This process continues 
throughout the training of the disciple until there is but one veil, the veil 
of humanity, restraining the disciple's vision from contemplation of the 
Divine Reality. In order to protect the disciple from attraction to 
something other than his Lord, however, the shaykh does not rend that 
last veil until the disciple reaches the highest state of perfection or until 
his final seven breaths on his deathbed. 

If the veils are removed from the bottom up by means of mystical 
practices, the disciple beholds a succession of new panoramas. That very 
vision may keep him from progressing. Those who attain such stations 
during this life may discover that they have become powerful and 
famous among people. This is also a danger. Power and recognition are 
conditions conducive to worldliness. The ego will never neglect such an 
opportunity to demand its share of the excitement and admiration, and 
by doing so taint the whole process of spiritual endeavor. 

The Sufi aspirant must seek his Lord, not fame. Look at history's 
most renowned holy woman, the Virgin Mary SSSi, who once prayed, 
" Would that I had been a thing forgotten and out of sight!" (19:23). She has 
taught all humanity to seek only obscurity in the sight of the world and 
not to look for recognition. The striving for power and fame is a heavy 
burden. The Sufi seeks rather to be forgotten in the ocean of Unity of 
God Almighty. 

The Naqshbandi Sufi shaykhs say that whoever works according to 
the following series of recommendations, and acts on it, will attain the 
exalted stations, especially the station of nearness to God, Who is 
Powerful and Sublime, on the Day of Resurrection. The faithful and 
diligent application of these practices is certain to temper the influence of 
the lower elements which exist in every human being: the ego, 
worldliness, vain desires, and Satan. A person who manages to keep 
these principles of the Naqshbandi Order will achieve the light of his 
shaykh, who will lift him to the Presence of the supreme teacher, the 
Prophet iS, who in his turn, will lift him up to the station of annihilation 
in God. 
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God, Almighty and Exalted, taught Prophet Muhammad fg good 
manners, for which reason the Holy Prophet M said, "My Lord taught me 
good manners and perfected His teaching." The best of manners is to keep 
the orders of God, and the seeker must follow the example of the 
Prophet % in keeping the obligations of His Lord and in following the 
spiritual path. He must be persistent in keeping to the conduct of the 
Order, until he attains the knowledge of the Divine Law and the Way. 

The beginner must always begin at the beginning. He should 
recognize the difference between the Divine Law and the Way. The 
Divine Law is a reality that is obligatory for every believing man and 
woman. Concretely speaking, the Divine Law consists of practicing that 
which God has ordered and avoiding that which He has forbidden. The 
believer relies on guides to indicate clearly to him what to discard and 
what to follow. The Quran and Sunnah are the foundation of all 
guidance. The schools of the Divine Law, the writing of the scholars, and 
their living inheritors relay and explain the guidance. Whoever keeps to 
this guidance will be on the Straight Path. 

The Way is the firm intention of the Divine Law. It does not exist 
outside the Divine Law. It is the resolution to follow the Sunnah of the 
Prophet M as completely as possible in every aspect, both external and 
internal, exposed and hidden, exoteric and esoteric, physical and 
spiritual. To follow the Way, the disciple puts his trust in the judgment 
of the shaykh for the correct understanding and application of the 
guidance of the Quran and the Sunnah. The disciple places his hand in 
the hand of an authorized, living shaykh and must proceed as indicated 
by him. He must be ready at all times to receive the orders of his shaykh, 
just as the Prophet M awaited the coming of Gabriel SsSI with revelation 
from God, Almighty and Exalted. In the same way, he must follow the 
shaykh's orders, carrying them out to the letter. He must have the 
"conduct of anticipation," which means that he must constantly await 
the orders of his guide. He must adopt the attitude of a hunter to its 
prey, being oblivious to all other directions. His sight, hearing, existence, 
and thoughts should be ready to receive orders, and he should always be 
ready to carry out some new order. Such a person will be a master of the 
proper conduct of the Exalted Naqshbandi Order, and this manifestation 
will become apparent in him. 
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The disciple should keep to his daily dhikr and should obey the 
order of his shaykh without veering to the right or to the left. 
Grandshaykh, Shaykh Abd Allah ad-Daghestani, said, "My tongue is the 
tongue of the secret of the Divine Law and of the secret of the Quran." 
Then he asked a question saying, "Who are the bearers and protectors of 
the Quran?" and answered himself: "The bearers and protectors of the 
Quran are the ones who set foot in all the exalted stations and know 
them with true understanding. And is it not right, my children, that I 
should indicate to you that you should follow this path so that you may 
reach and discover these stations?" 

Shaykh Abd Allah ad-Daghestani continued saying, "Whoever 
receives the keys to the five stations: heart, secret, secret of the secret, 
hidden, and most hidden is the one who takes care to conduct himself 
properly and perform the spiritual practices in their correct manner. This 
enables him to reach the station of Bayazid al-Bistami, in which he said, 
"I am also the Real ( al-Haqq )." Whoever wishes to enter the station of the 
two Attributes of the Real, Almighty and Exalted, the Attribute of Beauty 
and that of Majesty, must follow this Way.

Spiritual Practices for the Prepared 

The adab and wird for the Prepared ( musta'id ) seeker is identical to 
that of the Initiate ( muhib ), with the following additions: 

❖ Increase the number of repetitions of God's name from 1,500 to 
2,500 by tongue and add another 2,500 by heart, meditating 
upon it. 

❖ Increase the number of salawdt from 100 to 300 on all days except 
Monday, Thursday, and Friday when it is done 500 times. 

Spiritual Practices for People of Determination 

The adab and wird for the People of Determination are similar to that of 
the Prepared (musta'id), with the following additions: 

❖ Sayyid as-salawdt (chief of the Prayers on the Prophet) is recited 
before the Ihda (see page 172). 

❖ After the Suratu 'l-Fdtihah of the Ihda, the seeker repeats Allah Hu 
Allah Hu Allah Hu Haqq three times, imagining himself between 
the Hands of his Lord. 

❖ There is an increase in the number of repetitions of God's name 
from 2,500 to 5,000 each by tongue and by heart, and an increase 
in the number of salawdt from 300 to 1,000 on all days except 
Monday, Thursday, and Friday, when it is done 2,000 times. 





Notes to the Spiritual Practices 


Prayers 

The essence of the practices of the Naqshbandi shaykhs is built on 
the pillar ( rukn ) of prayer (salah) and on remembrance of God 
( dhikrullah ). For those desiring high stations and distinguished ranks, the 
observance of prayer is the key. The seekers must strive to imitate their 
shaykhs in the observance of not only the obligatory prayers, but the 
supererogatory sunan and nawafil prayers that the shaykhs maintain as a 
constant daily practices. You will find the following practices are based 
around the five obligatory prayers, in addition to the night vigil, which 
consists of salatu 'n-najdt, Salatu 'sh-shukr, Salatu 't-tasbih, and salatu 't- 
tahajjud. 

Thus, it is incumbent on the seeker— before attempting the large 
number of voluntary forms of prayer described in this book— to learn 
and practice the fundamental principles of the prescribed prayers (Salat) 
correctly, based on the prescription of a recognized school ( madhhab ) of 
Islamic jurisprudence ( fiqh ). These include purification from greater or 
lesser impurities ( tahdrah ) consisting of the greater ablution (ghusl) or the 
lesser ( wudu ); proper intention (niyyat)-, facing the qiblah determined 
according to the principles of the madhhab; and, where possible, praying 
in congregation. Additionally, the integrals of the prayers should be 
observed correctly, including the proper movements, for the Prophet Si 
said, " There is no salah for one who does not straighten his back in bowing 
fruku') and prostration (sujud)." Thus the new seeker in this Way, if not 
already acquainted and familiar with these fundamentals, must seek out 
an authorized teacher and learn them. 

Testification of Faith 

The Testification of Faith (s hahadali) is pronounced three times. The 
first testification is for one's self, bringing to mind the Presence of the 
Prophet M and saying in one's heart, "O my master; O Prophet of God! 
You are my witness; God is my witness; all angels are my witness; all the 
Companions are my witness; all the prophets are my witness; everyone 
in creation is my witness; and my shaykh is my witness," then 
pronounce the testification, for you are renewing your Islam. Then 
pronounce the second testification on behalf of yourself, your parents.

The blessings that God has sent down with Suratu '1-Fatihah when 
it was revealed to the Prophet M will never cease, and will last forever 
with the one who recites Suratu '1-Fatihah. No one is able to know how 
much blessings there are except God and His Messenger St- Whoever 
recites it without this intention receives general Divine Favors, while 
whoever recites Suratu '1-Fatihah, with the intention of sharing in the 
Divine Grace, will attain a high position and a great rank. This Surah 
possesses innumerable and limitless stations in the Sight of God, Who is 
Powerful and Sublime.

Grant that the merit of what we have read, and the light of what we have 
recited, are (considered) an offering and gift from us to the soul of our Prophet 
Muhammad, and to the souls of the prophets, and the saints; in particular the 
soul of the Imam of the tariqat and arch-intercessor of the created world, Khwaja 
Bahauddin an-Naqshband Muhammad al-Uwaisi al-Bukhari, and our venerable 
teacher and master, the Sultan of Saints, our Shaykh Abd Allah ad-Daghestani, 
and our master Shaykh Muhammad Nazim al-Haqqani Mu'ayyad ad-din, and to 
all our masters and to the righteous ... al-Fatihah. 

This presents the reward of the preceding recitations to the Prophet M and to the 
shaykhs of the Naqshbandi Order. 
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Suratu-l-Ikhlas (112) 

Whoever recites this Surah should obtain the Divine Grace of the 
two Names of Glory, al-Ahad (the One), and as-Samad (the Eternal). 
Anyone who reads it must receive a portion of this. 

Suratu-l-Inshirah (94) 

On each letter and on each verse of the Quran there is a Divine 
manifestation, which is different from that on any other. Whoever recites 
a verse or letter of the Quran, will attain the Divine Grace that is 
particular to that verse or letter. If anyone recites this Surah of the Quran, 
he will receive that Divine Grace and those virtues. Whoever wishes to 
obtain these virtues, must keep these spiritual practices daily along with 
his obligations. Then he will gain true and eternal life. 

Suratu-l-Falaq (113) and Suratu-n-Nas (114) 

The reality of the secret and the perfect wholeness of God's Greatest 
Name are connected with these two chapters. Since they mark the end of 
the Quran, they are linked with the completion of the Divine Grace. By 
means of these spiritual practices, the masters of the most distinguished 
Naqshbandi Order became oceans of knowledge and gnosis. 
Grandshaykh Abd Allah ad-Daghestani said: 

You have now reached the beginning, where each verse, letter and 
Surah of the Quran has its own special manifestation which does 
not resemble any other. For that reason the Messenger of God 
said, "I left three things with my Community— death which makes them 
afraid, true dreams which give them good tidings, and the Quran which 
speaks to them. " By means of the Quran, God will open up the gates 
of Divine Grace in the Last Times, as it came down in the time of the 
Holy Prophet H and the Companions, and in the times of the 
caliphs, and in the time of the saints. 

These stations and continuous Divine Graces are closely bound 
together and they cannot be separated, so any deficiency in the spiritual 
practices will automatically create a deficiency in the Divine Grace being 
sent down. As an example, if we want to wash our hands, we may wait 
in front of the tap for water to come out. If the pipes are disconnected so 
that the water escapes before reaching the tap, then no matter how long 
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we wait, the water will not flow out. So we must not let any deficiency 
enter our dhikr until we obtain the Divine Grace. 

These spiritual practices for the three different levels of followers 
must be performed once every twenty -four hours, together with all other 
obligations, according to the Divine Law. Everything which the Prophet 
fg brought was founded on these spiritual practices. It is the way that the 
servant reaches the key of Nearness to God, the All-Powerful, the 
Sublime. It was by means of it that the prophets, messengers, and saints 
reached their Creator, and it is by means of these spiritual practices that 
we reach all these stations of the most distinguished Order. 

The masters of the most distinguished Naqshbandi Order say that 
whoever claims that he is affiliated with one of the other orders or with 
the most distinguished Naqshbandi Order, but nevertheless has not 
entered seclusion even once in his life, then such a person should be 
ashamed of connecting himself with the people of the path. 

In our time, Grandshaykh Abd Allah ad-Daghestani said: 

Whoever of the people of the end of time wishes to attain a high 
rank and an exalted state and receive what a disciple normally 
receives by means of seclusion and spiritual exercises must 
continuously perform these spiritual practices and remembrances of 
God. With these as the foundation, we have set the way for the 
higher stations which are built on this foundation. The disciple 
ought to know that if he fails to attain an exalted station and high 
grade in this world because of his lack of effort, then he shall not be 
separated from this world, but that the shaykhs make him reach it, 
and reveal for him his station, either during his lifetime, or at the 
time of the seven last breaths during the agonies of death. 

If anyone performs these spiritual practices and then performs an 
action which is forbidden, he will be like the one who builds his house 
on the side of a cliff, and then his house collapses down the side of the 
cliff. So we should always be aware of our actions, gauging them to see if 
they are permitted or forbidden, if God is going to be angry with our 
actions or not. And we need to think about every action so much that 
ultimately we do not do any unlawful thing which might weaken our 
foundation. As the Prophet IS said in his Tradition, " One hour's 
contemplation is better than seventy years of worship." We should perform 
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our actions in the perfectly correct way, that is to say without any 
prohibited deeds intervening. 

On this basis, God has divided the day into three parts: eight hours 
for worship, eight hours for earning a living, and eight hours for 
sleeping. Anyone who does not accept and follow this division of 
energies will exemplify the Tradition, "He who is erratic will be erratic in 
the Hellfire." He who goes according to his own will and reasoning does 
not progress, and he who wishes to obtain exalted stations, levels, and 
stages which previous generations earned by means of retreats and other 
spiritual exercises must remember God throughout the course of the day. 

He who makes a regular practice of these spiritual exercises shall 
attain the Water of True Life, with which he will perform ablution. He 
will bathe in it, and drink it, and by means of it he shall reach his goal. 
There may be a person who claims that he has been in the Order for 
thirty years and as yet has not seen anything and not attained anything. 
That person should look at his actions over the past years. How many 
deficient actions has he performed? When he sees the deficiency he 
should quickly avoid it, then he will reach God, Who is Powerful and 
Sublime. When the disciple forsakes the daily duties which the shaykhs 
have told him to perform, then he will be absolutely incapable of making 
further progress, and he will be unable to keep any state he had 
previously attained. No prophet ever attained prophethood, nor did any 
saint ever attain sainthood, nor did any believer ever attain the stage of 
faith without utilizing his time for his daily dhikr. 

Accounting: Muhasabah 

Al-Hasan ibn Ali ibn Abi Talib A said: 

A believer polices his own self; he criticises and appraises it for the 
sake of God. The Final Accounting ( hisab ) may turn out to be mild 
on some people simply because they were wont to appraise 
themselves in this life; and the Final Accounting on the Day of 
Judgment may turn out to be rigorous on a people who took this life 
with levity, and thought they would not be called to account. 

In our way, in order to eliminate the darkness of the heart, it is 
necessary for the seeker to take a notebook and write down the bad 
characteristics of one's ego. Everyone is able to document at least 200 bad 
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manners; to write them down is the key to dissolving them. Whoever has 
not done it must do it. Among these bad characteristics are stealing, 
lying and anger. One of the worst of bad characters is anger. If you are 
angry with someone restrain yourself for forty days. 

Shaykh Nazim wrote for himself over one hundred bad manners so 
we are not above blame. When you observe the bad characteristics of 
your ego you will be disgusted: This process will demolish the inciteful 
ego (an-nafs al-ammara). If you write what is coming to your heart with 
the spiritual support of your Shaykh your ego will become afraid. If 
anyone finds your notebook, let them look for it is better to feel ashamed 
in this life than on Judgment Day. 

In addition the seeker must pause at the end of each day to take 
account of himself: what has he done and why has he done it? What has 
he omitted and why? Who has he harmed and whom has he helped? 
Then take one's tasbih and seek God's forgiveness ( istighfar ) for each 
wrong act of commission or omission. 

Meditation: Muraqabah and Rabitah 

O ye who believe! Persevere in patience and constancy; vie in such 
perseverance; strengthen each other (rabitu) and fear God that ye may 
prosper. (3:200) 

The meaning of rabitah, is for the seeker to look by means of the 
inner eye of the heart with unqualified love and longing to the spiritual 
presence of his or her Shaykh. 

There are two kinds of rabitah: 

❖ In the presence of the Shaykh. The method for this is that the 
seeker turn with love towards the heart of the Shaykh, by means 
of submitting to him, and becoming consumed in him, until his 
own attributes become annihilated in the attributes of (sifat) of 
the Shaykh. 

❖ In the absence of the Shaykh. The method for this is that the 
seeker imagines the appearance of the Shaykh before him, and 
then directs himself towards the spiritual presence ( ruhaniyah ) of 
the Shaykh contained in that image, and to maintain directing 
himself towards it, until he experiences annihilation in his 
presence, or the effects of spiritual attraction (jazbah ). 
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After achieving either one of these two states, the seeker's own 
personality, self and characteristics become effaced in the appearance of 
his shaykh's image ( fanafi 'sh-shaykh), at which time he will witness with 
the Shaykh's perfection. 

After that the spiritual reality of the Shaykh will train him until it 
delivers him to the presence of the Prophet when he becomes among 
the perfected ones who have arrived at the second stage. 

Rabitah brings the seeker closer to the Shaykh, such that even if one 
is in the east and the other is in the west, by means of that connection the 
Shaykh transmits to the perfect seekers. The living receive the 
transmission from those passed on beyond the veil of this worldly life, 
for they have the power of dispensation ( al-mutasarifin ). Rabitah brings 
the one receiving the transmission under the dispensation of the 
governance of the spirituality of the one who is transmitting, and with 
that dispensation of his affairs, the Divine Perfections and the lordly 
Manifestations will overflow within him, causing him to approach the 
Divine Presence, whether the one who is transmitting is living or passed 
on, or whether he knew about it or he did not know. 

The rabitah is the shortest way to reach to Divine Presence, for after 
achieving it the seeker is not in need of anything else; for through it the 
stations of annihilation(/wna) and presence ( hudur ) are rapidly ascended 
and the realities ( haqa'iq ) are granted. Rabitah is the foundation of all 
attainment, because all other practices are in need of rabitah in order to 
manifest their specialties, particularly in the most distinguished 
Naqshbandi Tradition. Because all practices are in need of the support 
derived from rabitah, their benefit depends on the strength of rabitah and 
its intensity. That is why this way was called the Way of Rabitah. 

Know that rabitah is a type of love ( mahhabah ), therefore, without 
great love towards the shaykh one cannot achieve rabitah. Similarly, the 
spiritual outpourings (fayd ) are dependent upon the strength of the 
connection. The one who has connection with the Shaykh, has the 
possibility of being trained, and is also able to receive these outpourings; 
while whoever has no connection is deprived. For this the Naqshbandi 
masters say: 

The one who doesn't have rabitah is unable receive these 

outpourings, even if he has accompanied Khidr ah 
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You must know that rabitah is accepted when it is with the Perfect 
Human Being who has been granted the dispensation from God through 
the power of governance. This is because the Perfect Human Being ( al - 
Insan al-Kamil ) is the mirror of the Truth ( al-Haqq ) so that the one who 
looks at the spiritual presence of Sayyidina Muhammad § with the eye 
of inner vision, witnesses in it themanifestation of the Truth ( al-Haqq ). 

The levels of orbit around the presence of the Shaykh depends on 
the strength of rabitah. Whoever is consistent in keeping it, will obtain all 
the states of the tariqah and the perfection of Divine Realities. And 
whoever has a faulty rabitah, will be cut off from spiritual emanations, 
and will not obtain the states of wayfaring in the path of God, and the 
secrets of attainment will never be revealed to him. 




Dhikr in Congregation: Khatmu-l-Khwajagan 


In the Naqshbandi Order, the daily spiritual exercises and the 
weekly congregational dhikr, known as Khatmu 'l-Khwajagan, are important 
practices which the disciple must not leave. The Khatmu 'l-Khwajagan is 
done sitting with the shaykh in congregation. This is held once a week, 
preferably on Thursday night or Friday, two hours before sunset. The 
Khatmu 'l-Khwajagan is of two categories: the long khatm and the short 
khatm. 


The Long Khatm 



1. Distribute 79 of the smaller pebbles among the attendees and the shaykh, dividing them as 
evenly as possible based on the number of those present. The Imam retains 21 of the pebbles, 
along with the 7 larger stones and one big stone. 

2. The shaykh begins the Khatm, which is performed silently:

However, belief in al-Mahdi 
3S3 is part of both the Sunni and Shiite doctrines, and his reality is firmly 
established by many authentic Traditions. For example, the Prophet St 
said: 

If this ivorld has just one day remaining, God will extend that day until a man 
comes. He is from me (or "from my family"). His name is like my name (i.e., 
Muhammad) and his father's name is like my father's name (i.e., Abd Allah). He 
fills the earth with equality and justice, as it has been filled with injustice and 
oppression . 272 

The advent of al-Mahdi 9SSI has long been awaited by the saints, for 
it heralds the return of the Prophet Jesus (Isa) 3SS and the restoration of 
justice and peace in the world. The Prophetic Traditions also make it 
clear that al-Mahdi SS® will be accompanied by seven ministers. Their 
names were sought by the saints of the Golden Chain, including Shaykh 
Abd Allah ad-Daghestani, through their visions, leading to the 
formulation of this invocation:

In the approach to the Divine Presence, the seeker must build his or 
her divine aspect based on the spirit of the holy hadith:

The shaykhs of the most distinguished Naqshbandi Way have 
ordered the seeker at the level of the People of Determination and the 
Prepared to adopt himself or herself to practices of the Prophet # in 
daily worship, in particular: 

❖ observing all the Sunan prayers accompanying the obligatory 
ones ( fard'id ). 

❖ observing the night vigil ( tahajjud ). 

❖ additionally observing the following prayers: 

o Salatu 'l-Ishraq - shortly after sunrise. 

o Salatu 'd-Duha - two sets of four rak'at sets in the time 
between mid-morning and Salat az-Zuhr. 

o SalatuT-Awwabin - three sets of two rak'ats after Salat al- 
Maghrib. 

Special Practices 

These notes address unusual or special practices. All the practices 
are based on the Sunnah of the Prophet M and explanations of their 
special benefits can be found in traditional references. 

The following notes are meant to clarify some of the practices which 
occur in the preceding pages. The perfection of them has come to us 
from our Master Shaykh Muhammad Nazim al-Haqqani al-Naqshbandi 
(may God continually raise his station). If there is any imperfection in

Note: The Shaykh uses the miswak (natural toothstick) before every 
ritual action, and before every Qur'an reading. 

Sunan Prayers 

The Prophet # said: 

A house will be built in paradise for every Muslim who offers twelve 
rak'ats of optional prayers other than the obligatory prayers in one day and 
a night, seeking the pleasure of God . 276 

Thus we observe Mawlana Shaykh Nazim does not neglect one 
Sunnah prayer, whether "emphasized" ( mu'akkadah ) or voluntary rak'ats 
( nafilah ) observed by the Prophet at one time or another.

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Salatu-l-Maghrib 

The two rak'ats Sunnah prayer before the obligatory (fard ) prayer 
are a "non-emphasized Sunnah " ( sunnah ghayr mu'akkadah). They were 
quickly prayed by the Sahaba 4& of the Prophet M after hearing the adhan 
of Salat al-Maghrib. We find hadith on this practice in some of the 
traditional hadith collections, and referenced by Imam Suyuti. The 
Prophet M never prevented the Companions from doing this and, 
therefore, it is considered a Sunnah, based on what the Prophet M did, 
what the Prophet M said, and what the Prophet M approved of (i.e., did 
not specifically forbid). It is mentioned that many of the great Sufi 
shaykhs maintained this practice, including Imam Ghazali. 

Salatu-l-J anazah 

The funeral prayer for those absent persons who have died without 
anyone praying over them is a daily fard kifayah, a practice which only 
one member of the community is obliged to perform. Like the two 
Sunnah rak'ats before Salatu '1-Maghrib, we know that the great shaykhs 
made this a daily practice. The prayer is performed standing, facing the 
Qiblah. 

Abu Hurayrah narrated: 

The Prophets announced to the people the death of the Negus (al-Najashi) 
on the same day that he died, then he came outside with them to the (open 
air) place of prayer and said, "God is greatest!" four times. 

Salatu-l-Awwabin 

The 2-2-2 rak'at Salatu 'l-Awwabln refers to those who turn 
frequently in prayer to their Lord. They constitute six rak'ats of two 
rak'ats each with a taslim (as-s aldm 'alaykum wa rahmatulldh to the right 
and left, at the end), between every two rak'ats. 

Your Lord is best aware of what is in your minds. If you are righteous, 
then lo! He was ever Forgiving unto those who turn (unto Him) 
(awwabin)" (17:25). 

Anas bin Malik 4® related that the verse, "Who forsake their beds to cry 
unto their Lord in fear and hope, and spend of what we have bestowed on them." 
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(32:16) means, "The supererogatory prayer between the sunset and 
evening." 277 

The Prophet of God % said: 

Whoever prays ten (supererogatory) rak'at between the sunset and evening 
prayers, a castle will be built for him in Paradise. 278 

The Prophet M said: 

Whoever forsakes his sleep between the sunset and evening prayers, two 
palaces are built for him in Paradise between which is the distance of one 
year's travel. They contain enough trees to cover the people of both East 
and West in fruit ." 279 

Abd Allah ibn Umar and Ibn al-As 4® said: 

Salat al-Awwabln is [in] the gap between the sunset and evening 
prayers until the time people spring to the prayer. 280 

Salatu-l-Witr 

The qunut prayer is inserted in the third rak'at after reading al-Fatih 
a and a sura from the Qur'an (the Shaykh usually reads Suratu T-Ikhlas), 
and before the ruk'u, or bowing. According the the Hanafi school, after 
you have finished reading, raise your hands to your ears— as you would 
to begin the prayer— and say the takbir, Allahu akbar and continue with 
the du' a (supplication) indicated in the text. After reciting the du'a, go 
into ruk'u, then continue as in a normal prayer sequence. In the Shafi'i 
school the supplication is made in the standing position after ruk'u. 

Salatu '1-witr is prayed as three rak'ats in the Hanafi school but in 
the Shafi'i it is broken into two rak'ats Salatu 'sh-shaf' and one rak'at 
Salatu '1-witr.

The congregational morning prayer is a major pillar of the daily 
devotions. 

While reading Surat Ya Sin Mawlana Shaykh Nazim pauses to 
recite the words Salla-Allahu 'alayhi wa sallatn, as "Ya Sin" is one the 
names of the Prophet gg. 

After reciting Verse 36:58, he says, razaqana Allah (God grant it to 

us!). 

After reciting Verse 36:59, he says, a'adhana Allah (God protect us!). 
The pauses in the recitation of the 99 names of God are not fixed. 
The Shaykh frequently changes the places of these pauses in his 
recitations. 

Salatu-l-Ishraq 

One should try to stay awake until the actual rising of the sun and 
then perform the two Sunnah rak'ats of Ishrdq five to ten minutes after it 
has risen. Most scholars believe the hadiths about this prayer refer to 
Salatu 'd-Duha, defining its earliest and preferred times. 

Al-Qurtubi relates in his exegesis from Ibn Abbas 4® who said: 

I used to pass by the verse, "at eventide and at break of day (ishrdq)," 281 
but I didn't know what it was until Umm Hani related to me that 
the Messenger of God % made supplication for ablution, then 
performed the ablution, and then prayed the Duha prayer. He M 
then said, 'O Umm Hani, this is the Ishraq prayer.'" 

About this prayer the Prophet # also said: 

He who prays Fajr in congregation then sits and remember God until the 
sun rises and then prays two rak'ats its reward will be like that ofHajj and 
Umrah, complete and not missing anything [and he repeated it thrice]! 282 

Salatu-d-Duha 

Salatu 'd-Duha consists of two sets of four rak'at sets in the time 
between mid-morning and Salatu'z-Zuhr. The Prophet sc said: 


281 Lo! We subdued the hills to hymn the praises (of their Lord) with him [David] at nightfall and 
sunrise. (38:18)

was good. 
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In the morning, charity is due on every joint hone of the body of everyone 
of you. Every utterance of God's glorification (i.e., saying Subhdnalldh) is 
an act of charity; and every utterance of His Praise (i.e., saying 
Alhamdulilldh) is an act of charity; and every utterance of the Phrase of 
Oneness (i.e. Id ilaha ill- Allah) is an act of charity and every utterance of 
declaration of His Greatness (i.e., saying Alld.hu akbar) is an act of charity; 
and enjoining good is an act of charity, and forbidding iniquity is an act of 
charity, and two rak'at Duhd prayers which one performs in the forenoon 
is equal to all this (in reward). 283 

Imam an-Nawawi in al-Maqasid said none of the people of sainthood 
reached high levels except by adhering firmly to the two prayers: Salatu - 
Duha and Salatu '1-Awwabin.

Explanations and Procedures 


In the following prayers, to keep track of any given number of 
recitations, it is permitted to lightly press one finger of each hand in turn, 
in whatever position they are (i.e., crossed or hanging at the sides). 
However, the an-Najdt and Tasbih prayers are for the People of 
Determination and the Prepared; these prayers are not for beginners. 

Salatu-n-Najat 

The Prophet M said: 

When it is the last third of the night, our Lord, the Blessed, the 
Superior, descends every night to the heaven of the world and 
says, "Is there anyone who invokes Me tha I may respond to his 
invocation; Is there anyone who asks Me for something that I may give (it 
to) him; Is there anyone who asks My forgiveness that I may forgive 
him?" 28 * 


One should get up at least one hour before Fajr since it is at this 
time that the gate of the Mercy of God, Who is Powerful and Sublime, is 
opened and the time when the great shaykhs look at their murids. One 
should get up and perform ablution and perform two rak'ats of 
Tahiyyatu 'l-wudu and then stand up, facing the Qiblah and ask that God, 
Exalted and Glorious, to purify oneself from the anger of one's nafs and, 
with this intention, one should then recite Yd Halim 100 times, and then 
one should seek protection from one's external and internal enemies, and 
from both heavenly and earthly misfortune, reciting Yd Hafiz 100 times. 

Whoever wishes to reach the station of the People of Determination 
must keep up these practices. Our shaykhs tell us about the importance 
of this time and its virtues, saying: "If a person gets up one hour before 
Fajr and does nothing, not even praying, not even making tasbih, but gets 
up to drink something, such as coffee or tea, or eat a morsel of food, then 
he must also be raised with the vigilant people (ahlu ‘s-sahar)."

Conduct of Pilgrimage - Hajj 


God says: 

And complete the Hajj or 'Umrah in the service of Allah. But if ye are prevented ( From 
completing it), send an offering for sacrifice, such as ye may find, and do not shave your 
heads until the offering reaches the place of sacrifice. And if any of you is ill, or has an 
ailment in his scalp, (Necessitating shaving), (He should) in compensation either fast, or 
feed the poor, or offer sacrifice; and when ye are in peaceful conditions (again), if any one 
wishes to continue the 'umrah on to the Hajj, He must make an offering, such as he can 
afford, hut if he cannot afford it, He should fast three days during the Hajj and seven 
days on his return, Making ten days in all. This is for those whose household is not in 
(the precincts of) the Sacred Mosque. And fear Allah, and know that Allah Is strict in 
punishment. For Hajj are the months well known. If any one undertakes that duty 
therein, Let there be no obscenity, nor wickedness, nor wrangling in the Hajj. And 
whatever good ye do, (be sure ) Allah knoweth it. And take a provision (With you) for the 
journey, but the best of provisions is right conduct. So fear Me, o ye that are zvise. 
( 2 : 196 - 19 7 ). 

And proclaim the Pilgrimage among men: they will come to thee on foot and (mounted) 
on every kind of camel, lean on account of journeys through deep and distant mountain 
highways; That they may witness the benefits (provided) for them, and celebrate the 
name of God, through the Days appointed, over the cattle which He has provided for 
them (for sacrifice): then eat ye thereof and feed the distressed ones in want. (22:27-38) 


This section contains a summarized version of the Hajj/Umrah rites. The intent here 
behind this section is not to detail each aspect of the Hajj/'Umrah, but is to present the 
spiritual aspects of the niyyah and recitations at various point in the pilgrimage. 
However, to observe the Hajj correctly it is essential to follow the instructions and 
details that your Hajj guide directs you to do.

Restrictions of Ihram 

Sexual intercourse and all matters leading to it such as kissing, caresses or talking 
with one's spouse about intercourse or related sexual matters. 

Violating the limits ordained by Allah and disobeying His orders. 

Disputing, arguing or fighting with servants, companions or others. 

Wearing any sewn clothes which fit the body 

It is forbidden for the Muhrim to wear clothes dyed with a scented material that 
lingers with him wherever he goes. He is forbidden from using perfume on body, 
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clothes or hair. 

Abu HanTfa and ath-Thawri held that a Muhrim may contract a marriage but he is 
forbidden to consummate it. 

There is a consensus among the scholars that, in the state of Ihram, the Muhrim is 
forbidden to clip his nails without any genuine excuse. 

It is forbidden for a Muhrim to cover his head with any normal headcover. 

There is consensus among the scholars that hunting is forbidden to the Muhrim even 
if he does not actually slaughter the animal 

Summarized Steps of Hajj 

On the pre-noon of the eighth Dhul-Hijjah enter into Ihram from your place and 
perform ghusl (total washing) if it is possible and put on the Ihram cloths and repeat 
the Talbiyah 

Set out and stay at Mina to pray Zuhr, 'Asr, Maghrib, 'Isha and Fajr prayers. Every 
prayer comprising of four rak'ats is to be shortened to two rak'ats only. 

At 'Arafah perform Zuhr and 'Asr obligatory prayers in combination for travelers; 
each prayer shortened to two rak'ats. Stay there until sunset and implore God 
frequently facing the Qiblah. 

When the sun sets, march from 'Arafah to Muzdalifah. Once at Muzdalifah you 
should pray Maghrib, Isha and Fajr prayers. Stay there to implore God until sunrise. 
If you are weak and are not able to walk and mingle with the crowd, you may go to 
Mina at late night. However the 49 stones must be collected by you or someone on 
your behalf. 

When the sun is about to rise, walk from Muzdalifah to Mina; when you arrive at 
Mina, do the following: 


A: Stone Jamarat al-'Aqabah which is the Stoning Site located nearest to Makkah. 
You have to throw seven pebbles, one by one, pronouncing Takbir (Allahu 
Akbar!) at every throw and say: 


raghman li 'sh-Shaytan ridan li 'r- 
Rahman 3 times, bismillah Allahu akbar! 


In opposition to Satan, seeking God's good pleasure and satisfaction; God is 
greater! 


B: Slaughter a sacrificial animal, eat from its meat and distribute the rest to the 
poor. The slaughtering of a sacrificial animal is obligatory on the one doing Hajj 
Tamattu' or Hajj Qiran (combined 'Umrah and Hajj). 


C: Shave or shorten the hair of your head. Shaving is recommended (women 
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should shorten their hair equal to a fingertip length). The order of the three 
above-mentioned acts is: first, throwing the pebbles, second, slaughtering the 
sacrificial animal and third to shave or shorten the hair of the head. There is no 
harm if the order is interchanged. After completion of the above mentioned 
three acts, you can put on your normal clothes and do all the acts prohibited 
during the Hajj with the exception of sexual intercourse. 

Then go to Makkah with the intention to perform Tawaf al-Ifadah (Tawaf al-Hajj) and 
to perform Sa'i between Safa and Marwah (Sa'i al-Hajj). 

When you reach Makkah, do circumambulation (Tawaf) of the Ka'bah seven times 
starting from the corner of Hajaru '1-Aswad (the Black Stone) and finishing by it. One 
then prays two rak'ats behind Maqam Ibrahim, if possible. 

After the performance of two rak'ats, go to the hillock of Safa to perform Sa'i seven 
times commencing from Safa and ending at Marwah. 

After completion of Tawaf and Sa'i, go back to Mina in order to spend the two nights 
of 11th and 12th of Dhul-Hijjah. By completion of Tawaf al-Ifadah, every act 
prohibited for the pilgrim during the Hajj time now becomes lawful including sexual 
intercourse. 

On the days of 11th and 12th of Dhul-Hijjah, after the sun declines, throw the pebbles 
at the three Stoning Sites (Jamarahs). Start with the furthest from Makkah and then 
the middle one and finally Jamarat al-'Aqabah. Throw seven pebbles at each Stoning 
Site and pronounce the Takbir every time a stone is thrown. After throwing at the 
first and the middle Stoning Site, implore God facing the Qiblah; it is a must that 
throwing of the stones in these two days (i.e. 11th and 12th) be after zawal (noon). 

When you complete throwing the pebbles on the 12th of Dhul-Hijjah, you may go out 
of Mina before sunset. If you want to delay going out it is better to spend the night of 
the 13th of Dhul-Hijjah at Mina and repeat throwing pebbles at the three Stoning Sites 
after the sun reaches its noon peak (zawal) as before. 

If you want to go back home, you have to perform a Farewell Circumambulation 
(Tawaf al-Wida') (seven turns around the Ka'bah). There is no Tawaf al-Wida' 
enjoined on a woman in the post-partum state or one in her menses. 

Umrah - Summary of Steps 

'Umrah technically means paying a visit to Ka'bah, performing circumambulation 
(Tawaf) around it, walking between Safa and Marwah seven times (Sa'i). A performer 
of 'Umrah puts off his Ihram by having his hair shaved or cut. 

If you want to perform 'Umrah, make the intention (niyyah) for 'Umrah, first perform 
ghusl (shower). Next put on the Ihram clothes. Pray two rakats Sunnatu '1-Ihram. 
Then pronounce the Talbiyah. 

When you reach Makkah, do circumambulation (Tawaf) of the Ka'bah seven times for 
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'Umrah starting from the corner of Hajar al-Aswad (the Black Stone) and finishing by 
it. One then prays two rak'ats behind Maqam Ibrahim, if possible. 

After the performance of two rak'ats, go to the hillock of Safa to perform Sa'T seven 
times commencing from Safa and ending at Marwah. 

After completion of Sa'T you may shorten your hair. By this, your 'Umrah is complete 
and you may disengage from Ihram clothes and put on normal clothes. 

Hajj and Umrah - Detailed Steps 

Here we present details of some but not all aspects of the rites of Hajj and 'Umrah for 
which the shaykhs of the Naqshbandi Way have given particular recitations and or 
methodologies, to be observed in addition to all the normal steps performed by the 
pilgrim in following his or her particular madhhab and the guide assigned to his or 
her group. 

PREPARATION FOR HAJJ 

Imam NawawT said according to the consensus of scholars it is from the adab of Hajj, 
that the essential intention of Hajj is to repent. Such repentance has the following 
conditions: 

1. to leave all manner of sins; 

2. to never return to these sins; 

3. to regret the sins you have committed; 

4. to ask forgiveness of anyone you have harmed, upset or made angry. If you owe 
someone money but you are unable pay them back at the time, you should inform 
them of your intention to make Hajj and give them a faithful promise to repay them 
in the future. 

5. to write a will, since one does not knows if he will return from Hajj alive; 

6. to use only money from licit means (halal) to go for Hajj, as God said: 

O ye who believe! Give of the good things ivhich ye have (honourably) earned, and of the 
fruits of the earth which We have produced for you, and do not even aim at getting 
anything ivhich is bad, in order that out of it ye may give aivay something, when ye 
yourselves ivould not receive it except with closed eyes. (2:267) 

Abu Hurayra reported God's Messenger as saying: 

O people, God is Good and He therefore, accepts only that ivhich is good. And God 
commanded the believers as He commanded the Messengers by saying: "O Messengers, 
eat of the good things, and do good deeds; verily I am aivare of what you do. " (23:51). 
And He said, "O those ivho believe, eat of the good things that We gave you.” (2:172) 
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He then made a mention of a person who travels far and wide, his hair dishevelled and 
covered with dust. He lifts his hand towards the sky (to makes supplication), "O Lord, O 
Lord," whereas his diet is unlawful, his drink is unlawful, and his clothes are unlawful 
and his nourishment is unlawful. How then can his supplication be accepted? 

The meaning of this is that when going for Hajj, you must only use only licit means 
and leave all that is forbidden and repent from it, as God ordered: “O ye who believe! 
Turn to God with sincere repentance . " (66: 8). 

The pilgrim visits his family, neighbors and friends, informs them he is leaving and 
asks them to pray for him. 

One states the intention to go for Hajj before the 8th of Dhul-Hijjah, or before arriving 
at the location (al-miqat) for dressing in the Ihram, whichever comes first. Intention 
should normally be made before starting one's trip, or at least one hour by plane from 
arrival at Jeddah. If coming by land from outside the Hijaz, it is recommended to 
make intention before setting out. 

Before you enter into travel, take a shower and pray two rak'ats niyyatu '1-Hajj, 
according to the Prophet ^ who said, "The best that a servant can put behind him 
when he travels to take care of his family, are two rak'ats that he prays before he sets 
forth on his travel; they which will be like his deputy during his absence [calipha]." 286 
If more than two are travelling together should choose one among them as a leader, 
according to the hadith: 

If three are travelling let them choose one as leader. 287 

Make intention to undertake a great deal of supplication (du'a) and to give 
generously in the way of God for the poor, for the Prophet sjt said: 

Spending (on others) in Hajj is like giving in the way of God: one dirham is rewarded 
seven hundred-fold. " 288 


Ihram 

Types of Ihram 

For men, Ihram consists of two pieces of white, un-sewn and plain cloth; for women 
no special form of dress is required. 

There are three types of Ihram: 


~ 8b Ibn Abi Shaybah from Miqdad ( mursal ). 
~ 8 ' Ibn Majah from Abu Hurayra.

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1. Ifrad (single) 

One intends only the Hajj and maintains Ihram up to the Day of Sacrifice. No offering 
is required from the mufrid. 

2. Qiran (combined) 

One intends the Hajj and 'Umrah combined. 'Umrah is done and Hajj is followed 
immediately in the same Ihram. Only after pelting the Jamrah of al-'Aqabah, and 
shaving the hair for men or trimming the hair (men and women) can the pilgrim take 
off Ihram. The condition is to slaughter an animal, or if one is unable, to fast three 
days during Hajj and seven upon returning home. 

3. Tamattu' (interrupted) 

One intends 'Umrah and Hajj separately. One performs 'Umrah in Ihram, then return 
to a normal state and dress and remains like that until the Yawm al-tarwiyya, which 
is the 8th of Dhul-Hijjah, when he again dresses in Ihram from the rniqat with the 
intention of Hajj and performs the Hajj. After fulfilling the Hajj rituals, one should 
offer a sacrificial animal. 


INTENTION 

Correct intention is crucial when putting on Ihram for Hajj or 'Umrah. The intention 
is made based on the type of Hajj/'Umrah being performed. 


1. Hajj Ifrad 

One says: 

Allahuma inni nawaytu al-Hajja, fa- 
yassirhu II wa taqabalhu minni. 




O God I intend to make the pilgrimage so make it easy for me and accept it 
from me . 


2. 'Umrah 

For 'Umrah alone one says: 

Allahuma inni nawaytu al-'Umrata, fa- 
yassirha li wa taqabalha minni.

3. Qiran

ABANDONING ANGER AND SMOKING 

Then from that time onwards, do not speak unnecessarily. Two things must be 
avoided at all costs during Hajj: anger and smoking. Anger must be abandoned 
completely. Know that that there will be a lot of testing to see if you have truly 
eliminated anger. Know that God, His Angels, the Prophet -H and the inheritors of 
the Prophet M the awliya and the Abdal are observing you. Even on the last moment 
of your pilgrimage, you might face a disliked situation that incites your anger, so you 
must be careful. If your anger emerges; if you complain or fight, your Hajj will be 
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brought to nought, so beware of anger. 

Anger in Hajj is utterly unacceptable. If you sense that you are likely to get angry, do 
not go for Hajj, but rather work to eliminate this bad characteristic from yourself. 
Avoid smoking. 


CONDUCT OF TRAVEL 
As soon as you enter the vehicle of travel 
recite: 

lOOx Bismillahi 'r-Rahmani 'r-Rahim. 
Dhalika taqdiru T-'Azizi T-'Alim (36:38)

In the name of God the Beneficent, the Merciful. That is the decree of (Him), the 
Exalted in Might, the All-Knowing. 

From that time on, occupy the time on your journey with whatever comes to your 
heart of dhikr, praise of the Prophet $|, reading Quran, reading Dala'il al-Khayrat or 
making any kind of glorification (tasbih) until you reach your destination. 

When one approaches Madinah (if flying, this is about an hour and a half before 
arriving at Jeddah), you pay respect towards the Prophet % by praising and seeking 
his intercession to accept you to be from his Ummah, and to facilitate your Hajj and 
your Visitation (ziyarah) to him. Then call upon the Men of God (rijalullah) of 
Makkah and Madinah to support you in that intention, as mentioned in the hadith 
that the Prophet said: 

If one of you loses something or seeks help or a helper (ghawth), and he is in a land 

where there is no-one to befriend, let him say: "O servants of God, help me! (ya 'ibad 

Allah, aghithum), for verily God has servants whom he does not see. 289 

Praise the Prophet M excessively one hour before landing, five hundred or one 

thousand times continuously until you reach your first entry point or destination in 

Hijaz. 

When you reach the entry point (the airport at Jeddah or the border, if coming by 
land), you will go through some formalities after which your guide will take you to 
either Makkah or Madinah depending on your date of arrival. 


CONDUCT OF ARRIVAL IN MAKKAH 

When you arrive in Makkah, proceed directly to the accommodations assigned to

zawaid (10:132): "The men in its chain of transmission have been declared reliable despite 
weakness in one of them.” 
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you, whether it be a hotel room, a room in a house or any other form of lodging. Do 
not fight with other members of your Hajj group by demanding special treatment or 
accommodations, but rather go directly to whatever accommodations have been 
assigned to you or is available. 

If you are tired rest. Then shower (ghusl), pray two rak'ats, then proceed to Masjid al- 
Haram for making 'Umrah, if you are doing Hajj tamattu'. Intend to make your 
'Umrah immediately after you enter Masjid al-Haram. 


Before entering the Sanctuary (haram), recite a greeting for the Ka'bah:

That is greeting for Makkah and the Ka'bah. You ask the spiritual servants of God,

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'Umrah. When you enter, it is recommended to enter from the Bab us-salam - the 
Gate of Peace. Bab us-salam is below where adhan is called, as you enter the Haram, 
there is a line of sight direct to the Ka'bah where you recite greetings to the Ka'bah, 
raising your two hands towards the Hajar al-Aswad or if it is possible to approach it 
without scuffling, one should do so and kiss it, otherwise raise both hands towards it 
and say: 


Face the Hajar al-Aswad and say: 

Bismillah Allahu Akbar (3 times)

Once one reaches the Black Stone a single round (tawaf) has been completed. It is 
Sunnah for men to trot in the first three rounds and to bare their right shoulders, 
except in the Farewell Tawaf. However if this means leaving any women without 
menfolk to accompany, this should not be done, or some men should remain with the 
women. 

After completing the circumambulation until you finish seven turns (tawaf), reciting 
what you are able of the above invocations then you go to Bab al-Multazam and make 
du'a there. If it is difficult due to crowds, do not fight, but step back and go to Maqam 
Ibrahim and from far away make the invocation. Then pray two raka'at at Maqam 
Ibrahim. It is often not possible for ladies to pray there, so they should pray two 
raka'ats in the ladies section.

Then you go to do Sa'I. At this portion of 'Umrah/Hajj one should keep in mind the 
struggle of Lady Hajar, searching desperately for water for her baby, the Prophet 
Isma'Il.

After completing Sa'I, present your 'Umrah, or Hajj to the Presence of the Prophet §&, 
by saying, "Ya Rasulullah, I performed that 'Umrah/Hajj by trying to follow your

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footsteps, I am requesting that it be accepted and be changed from imitational to real 
worship and that you O Prophet of God, present it to the Presence of God." 

You then ask from God whatever you want for this life and the hereafter. 

You return to your lodging if you are making 'Umrah. 

In the case of Hajj at-Tamattu', after completing the 'Umrah, the pilgrim trims his or 
her hair, showers, and changes into everyday clothes. 

These steps complete the 'Umrah portion of the Hajj at-Tamattu'. All restrictions of 
the Ihram are temporarily lifted. The pilgrim waits until the 8th of Dhul-Hijjah to 
start the rites of Hajj and return to Ihram. 

INTENTION AND IHRA.M FOR HAJJ TAMATTU' 

If doing Hajj at-Tamattu', on the 8th of Dhul-Hijjah, the pilgrim pronounces a new 
intention (niyyah) at the place to perform Hajj. There is no need to go to the nuqat for 
this. The pilgrim changes into Ihram in the prescribed manner and proceeds to Mina 
soon after the Fajr Prayers. 

Then perform the rites of Hajj, by going to 'Arafah, Mina and Muzdalifa and Mina 
and observing all the details following one's Hajj guide. 

Standing at Arafah 

It is no crime in you if ye seek of the bounty of your Lord (during pilgrimage). Then 
when ye pour down from (Mount) Arafah, celebrate the praises of God at the Sacred 
Monument, and celebrate His praises as He has directed you, even though, before this, 
ye went astray. (2:198). 

There is consensus among Muslim scholars that spending the Day of 'Arafah is the 
most important part of Hajj. 

'Abd ar-Rahman bin Ya'mur reported: 

The Prophet ordered an announcer to proclaim, " Hajj is 'Arafah...." 

Standing as much as possible is very much recommended, especially around the 
plains of Jabal ar-Rahmah (Mount of Mercy) where the Prophet %% delivered his last 
sermon. 

In another hadith, Jabir reported that the Prophet M said: 

....And there is no day better in the sight of Allah than the Day of 'Arafah. On this day 
Allah, the Almighty and the Exalted, descends to the nearest heaven, and He is proud of 
His slaves on the earth, and says to those in Heaven, “Look at My servants. They have 
come from far and near, with hair dishevelled and faces covered with dust, to seek My 
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mercy, even though they have not seen My chastisement . " Far more people are freed 
from the Hell-fire on the Day of 'Arafah than on any other day. 

On that day the pilgrims should spend most of their time reading the Qur'an, making 
remembrance of God (dhikr), supplication (du'a), praising the Prophet (salawat) ?§j, 
and most importantly asking Allah for forgiveness. 


Stoning the Jamarat 

One pelts the Stoning Sites on the four days of Eid. On the first day you throw seven 
stones at the Jamarat al-'Aqabah only. On the remaining three days you must throw 
21 stones altogether each day, seven at each Jamarah, one-by-one pronouncing the 
formula below. Some people take the stones and throw them altogether - this is not 
accepted. Similarly, it is unacceptable to use your slippers or other objects to stone the 
sites. 

Ladies can appoint someone to throw stones for them if the Stoning Sites are very 
crowded. 


CONDUCT OF STONING 
Take one pebble at a time and with each 
one say: 

Raghman li 'sh-shaitan, ridan li 'r- 
Rahman, 3 times, Bismillah, Allahu 
Akbar. And then throw it at the Jamarah.

Stay at Mina 

During one's stay at Mina, the pilgrim should engage in much remembrance (dhikr, 
tasbiih), praise of the Prophet ^ (salawat), recitation of Qur'an, invocation (du'a) and 
supererogatory prayers, for God said: 

Then pass on at a quick pace from the place whence it is usual for the multitude so to do, 
and ask for Allah's forgiveness. For Allah is Oft-forgiving, Most Merciful. So when ye 
have accomplished your holy rites, celebrate the praises of Allah, as ye used to celebrate 
the praises of your fathers,- yea, with far more Heart and sold. (2:199-200) 

And: 

Celebrate the praises of Allah during the Appointed Days. But if any one hastens to 
leave in two days, there is no blame on him, and if any one stays on, there is no blame on 
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him, if his aim is to do right. Then fear Allah, and know that ye will surely be gathered 
unto Him. (2:203) 

And: 

O you who believe! Remember Allah with much remembrance. And glorify His praises 
morning and evening. (33:41-42). 

TAWAF AL-WADA' 

This is the Tawaf of farewell, which is unrelated to either the 'Umrah or Hajj. One 

makes this before leaving with the intention not to return. 

This concludes the essential conduct of Hajj. Keep in mind this contains only a 
summarized version of the Hajj rites. The main intent here is to present the spiritual 
aspects of the intention and recitations at various point in the pilgrimage. However, 
to observe the Hajj correctly it is essential to follow the instructions and details that 
your Hajj guide directs you to do. 

Zamzam 

It is recommended to do much of drinking the water of the well of Zamzam for 
whatever intention one wishes, religious or other-worldly, as the Prophet M said, 
"The water of Zamzam is for whatever it is drunk for." 290 

It is Sunnah to face the Ka'bah standing while drinking, to breathe three times and 
say, "Bismillah" each time one drinks and "alhamdulillah," drinking one's fill of it. 
People often take bottles of Zamzam water home from pilgrimage to share as a 
blessing (barakah) with family and friends. The same adab is observed when 
drinking it. 

The Prophet iS is reported to have said that the Earthly Ka'bah is the diametrically 
opposite of the mosque of the angels underneath the Throne of God, (and so exactly 
so that if one were to throw a stone from there, it would fall on the top of the Ka'bah 
on earth). 291 The scholar Ibn Kathir reports that there is a particular Ka'bah at each of 
the seven heavens, each for the use of the inhabitants of that heaven. 292 He adds the 
name of the Ka'bah at the seventh heaven is Bait al-Ma'mur, the Celebrated House, 
and that the earthly Ka'bah is at exactly the point below this heavenly Ka'bah' 293

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The Bait al-Ma'mur was originally in the place where the Ka'bah stands today, sent 
down from Paradise by God, and built as the first house by Adam with the help of 
angels. 294 God ordered Adam to circumambulate it, as the angels turn about the 
Throne of the Merciful. At the time of Noah's flood, the House was raised up to the 
heavens, and the Prophet IS saw the angels circumambulating it when he was taken 
to the heavens on the Night of Ascension’ 295 

The Prophet Abraham was ordered by God to rebuild the Ka'bah with the help of his 
son. Prophet Ismail, and the archangel Gabriel brought out the only remaining stone 
from the original Ka'bah, the Black Stone, which had been ensconced within Mount 
Abu Qubais above Makkah since the time of the flood’ 296 

It is recommended to look at the Ka'bah, for it is the locus of the Divine Gaze, and it is 
said that God sends down one hundred and twenty mercies day and night upon the 
House of God: sixty for those circumambulating; forty for those praying there and 
twenty for those looking at it. 297 

Significance of the Black Stone 

The Black Stone - Hajaru '1-Aswad - was sent down from heaven and the angels put it 
in the Ka'bah in the time of Adam, before he made the first circumambulation. 298 On 
the Day of Judgement it will bear witness for all those who have performed Hajj or 
'Umrah. 

When you say Allahu Akbar 3x, each time you make Tawaf, remember that the 
maqam of the Black Stone (Hajaru '1-aswad) is a sacred place. That stone has life and 
it greets those visiting it, so greet it with full reverence. For that reason the Prophet M 
kissed the Black Stone. 

It is reported that when 'Umar ibn al-Khattab 4ft performed pilgrimage and embraced 
the (Black) Stone, he said, "I know by God that you are a stone which neither harms 
nor benefits, and had I not seen God’s Messenger embrace you, I would not have 
embraced you." 

However, 'All ibn Abi Talib 4ft said to him, "Abu Hafs, do not say this, for God’s 
Messenger M did not embrace it (the Black Stone) save for wisdom he knew: It has

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two eyes and two lips and possesses a keen tongue that testifies for those who fulfill 
their obligations to it." 299 

An authentic narration states that the Black Stone shall appear with two eyes and a 
tongue on the Day of Resurrection. 300 

Significance of Sai 

The story is related in Qisas al-Anbiya that Prophet Abraham took Lady Hagar 
(Hajar) and the baby Ishmael to the Sacred valley at Bakkah (now Makkah), near the 
Ka'bah of Adam m, which had been destroyed by the Flood of Noah m. Prophet 
Abraham told Lady Hagar, "Remain here with my child, for thus I have been 
commanded." "Upon whom shall I rely?" asked Lady Hagar. "Upon your Lord," 
answered Prophet Abraham, who then turned to the right and the left, but seeing no 
one called upon God: 

O our Lord! I have made some of my offspring to divell in a valley without cultivation, 
by Thy Sacred House; in order, O our Lord, that they may establish regular Prayer: so 
fill the hearts of some among men with love toivards them, and feed them with fruits: so 
that they may give thanks. (14:37) 

When the heat became unbearable. Lady Hagar saw a tree where the Well of Zamzam 
was destined to be, over which she suspended a robe to shade them from the heat of 
the sun. as they had finished the water in the jug they had with them and were 
thirsty, Hagar did not know what to do. First she ran in the direction of the hillock 
Safa in search of water, and then towards the hillock Marwah, crying, "Our God, do 
not destroy us by thirst!" 

Then [archangel] Gabriel 0 descended to them bearing tidings of relief, whereupon 
she went to Ishmael, who was scratching the earth with his finger; there the well of 
Zamzam sprang up, and she fell down prostrate in thanks to God. Lady Hagar said, 
"It is abundant water [Zamzam in her language]," from which the well took its name. 
Then she gathered stones around the spring lest it the water flow away. Prophet 
Muhammad §$ explained that had she not done that, the water would have flowed 
across the face of the earth from east to west. 

Later a caravan approached from Yemen headed for Syria. When they saw birds

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hovering above Lady Hagar and the child, they were perplexed and said, "Birds 
hover only over water and inhabited places." Drawing near, they found Hagar and 
baby Isma'il beside a well of sweet water. After some discussion. Lady Hagar gave 
them permission to draw water and they came with their flocks and people and 
settled there, and eventually Isma'il married a noble woman from their tribe. Lady 
Hagar died and it is said she was buried by the Ka'bah, in the semi-circular area 
known as Hijr - Isma'il, where the Prophet Ishmael is was later buried as well . 301 
In one narration Lady Hagar, when she was running in search of water between Safa 
and Marwah, heard a voice and called out: "O you whose voice you have made me 
hear! If there is a ghawth (help/helper) with you (then help me)!" and an angel 
appeared at the spot of the spring of Zamzam ." 302 

DAILY TAWAF 

When you enter the Sacred Mosque, it is preferred to make a Tawaf as it is the 
greeting for the Ka'bah (Tahiyyatul Ka'bah). Use the same steps mentioned above, 
leaving out the wording "al-qudum" from the intention. If it is not possible to do the 
Tawaf, pray first, and when it is less crowded make Tawaf if you are able. 

When you leave the Sacred Mosque, it is not necessary to make Tawaf. 

SHOPPING AND DAILY ACTIVITY 

During pilgrimage it is permitted to shop, but one should not spend excessive time 
doing so. Similarly, excessive time should not be spent in restaurants and coffee 
shops. Rather, keep oneself busy in praying, remembrance (dhikr) and praise of the 
Prophet (salawat) M- 

Holy Places of Visitation in Makkah 

JANNAT AL-MU'ALLA 

Also known as al-Hajrm, this is a general cemetery in existence from before the time 
of the Prophet ‘M and in which his first wife, the Mother of the Believers (Umm al- 
mu'minin) Sayyida Khadijat al-Kubra % is buried. Buried there too are many 
member of the Family of the Prophet M, his Companions, Successors, Successors of 
the Successors, saints and scholars. The Prophet M used to visit it frequently. It is the 
second holiest graveyard after al-Baqi' in Madinah. 

Those buried here include:

Grave of Sayyidah Amina bint Wahb: Mother of the Holy Prophet sg who died 
when he was only 5 years old. According to another source, Sayyidah Amina is 
buried in Abwa (between Makkah and Madina) 

Grave of Sayyidina 'Abd Allah ibn 'Abd al-Muttalib: The blessed father of our Holy 
Prophet M, who died and was buried in Madina. Later his body was disinterred and 
found to be intact. It was transferred to Makkah and buried in Jannat al-Mu'alla. 
Grave of Abu Talib: The uncle of the Prophet M who raised him after the passing of 
his grandfather 'Abd al-Muttalib. He was father of 'Ali ibn Abi Talib, Ja'far and 'Aqil. 
Grave of Khadija: First wife of the Holy Prophet H and mother of his daughters. 
Grave of Qasim: son of the Holy Prophet 3g> who died in his infancy. 

MASJID AL-JINN 

A group of Jinn were passing by, when they heard the Prophet 3g reciting the Holy 
Quran. They were so moved that they came to the Prophet $£, repented and accepted 
Islam. A masjid was later built at the location and named Masjid al-Jinn. 

CAVE OF THAWR 

During the Hijrah the Prophet M stayed here for three days during the Migration 
from Makkah. The miraculous incident took place here, in which a spider spun a 
web and a pigeon laid eggs at the mouth of this cave causing the trackers sparing the 
Prophet M and his companion Abu Bakr as-Siddiq from being found and harmed by 
the pursuing Makkans. 

CAVE OF HIRA 

The cave in which the Prophet used to seclude himself before the first revelation, 
and in which the first revelation, the Surah "The Clot" was revealed to him by the 
archangel Gabriel. 

MOUNT OF MERCY (JABAL RAHMAH) 

This is a mountain in the plain of 'Arafah. It is highly recommended to pray two 
rak'at Prayer of Need (hajah) here. 
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MUZDALIFAH 

Pilgrims on Hajj are required to spend the night here. It is here they collect 70 pebbles 
for lapidating the pillars representing Satan in Mina. 

MINA 

This is a city that comes to existence for three days during the year. All pilgrims are 
required to spend the night in Mina, to stone the three pillars representing Satan each 
day and to sacrifice an animal for the sake of God, whose meat is distributed to the 
indigent. Men must shave their heads or cut their hair, while women are required 
only to cut the hair. 

MASJID KHAYF 

It is highly recommended to pray six rak'at of prayer in this Masjid in Mina and that 
has great reward as it is said that many prophets of God prayed here. 

MASJID HUDAYBIYYAH 

This is the location where the Prophet gave a special initiation (baya') to the 
Companions that were with him seeking to make pilgrimage, after Quraysh captured 
our master 'Uthman ibn 'Affan and held him. 







Visiting Madinat al-Munawwarah 


The merits of Madinah, of prayer in Madinah, of visiting the Masjid al-Nabawi, of 
living in Madinah, of not cutting trees there, etc. are all based on the fact that the 
Prophet M is there. 

Thus in Madinah, you must keep even more respect than in Makkah, because there 
you are in the presence of the Prophet M- Make continuous salawat in your heart, in 
unison with fellow pilgrims if you are on a bus, until you reach Madinah. Whether 
you enter Madinah by bus or by plane, after you clear the checkpoints, you will travel 
four or five miles before you begin to see the Sanctuary of the Prophet's Holy Mosque 
(haram) in the distance. When you do, ask permission from the Prophet % to enter 
into his territory. 

Significance of the Prophet's Mosque and Grave 

In Islam, the Prophet's Mosque is second in rank with regard to merit and status in 
God's sight. The same applies to the reward for the worshipers and those heading 
there. 

The Prophet M said: 

Do not undertake a journey, but to one of the three Mosques: the Sacred Mosque, this 
Mosque of mine, and Al-Aqsa Mosque . 303 

It has been narrated that performing prayers in the Prophet's Mosque is of great merit 
and reward when the Prophet M said, "A prayer in this Mosque of mine is a thousand 
times more excellent than a prayer in any other mosque except the Sacred Mosque (in 
Mecca). " 30i 
The Prophet M said: 

Betiveen my Grave and my Pidpit lies a grove from the groves of Paradise . 305 

The Blessed Grove of Paradise, known as Rawdatu 'sh-Sharifah, is the space in the 
mosque which lies between the pulpit and the Room in which the Prophet M is 
buried. 

Ibn 'Umar related that the Prophet M said: 

Wltoever comes to me as a visitor, with nothing in his heart except the

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intention to visit me, it is an obligation on me to be his intercessor on Judgment 
Day. 306 

Anas narrates: God's Messenger M said: 

He who visits me in Madina counting on his visit to me (muhtasiban), I will be his 
zvitness and intercessor on the Day of Judgment. 307 

It is written in large script on the Rawdah the famous hadith: 

Whoever visits my grave, my intercession is obligatory for him. 308 

The Prophet M said: 

Wioever invokes blessings on me at my grave, I hear him, and whoever invokes 
blessings on me from afar, I am informed about it. 309 

Abu Hurayra said, "I heard the Prophet M say: 

Jesus 8S3 ivill descend as an arbitrator and just judge and sincere Imam and he will 
follozv the pilgrimage or the one with ‘Umrah, or with intention to do both, and he ivill 
come to my grave, reciting greetings on me and I ivill respond to him." 310

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So it is very important to stand before the door of the grave of the Prophet with 
utmost reverence, feeling the greatness of the Seal of Messengers, invoking God with 
whatever words come to the heart, keeping in mind the verse: 

We sent not a messenger, bat to be obeyed, in accordance with the ivill of God. If they 
had only, ivhen they were unjust to themselves, come unto thee and asked God's 
forgiveness, and the Messenger had asked forgiveness for them, they would have found 
God indeed Oft-returning, Most Merciful. (4:64) 

One must keep in mind the hadith from Abu Hurayra 4» where the Prophet M said: 

No one greets me except God has returned my soul to me so that I can return his 
greetings . 3n 

And 'Abd Allah ibn Mas'ud 4» said: God’s Messenger said, "God has angels that 
roam the earth bringing me the greetings of my nation." 

The eminent scholar Imam as-Suyuti said that what is meant here by returned my soul 
is permanently, and not temporarily 312 In other words, God does not return the 
Prophet's Msoul and take it back, then return it again and then take it back again, but 
He has returned it to him permanently. Thus the Prophet # is alive permanently 
without interruption or lapse. Consider this, at every moment there is someone sending 
him greetings to the Prophet M so there is no time in which his soul is absent. 


HOW THE OTTOMAN SULTAN WOULD CLEAN THE RAWDAH 

Our master Shaykh Nazim relates that in the time of the Ottomans, the Sultan would 
come from Anatolia himself during the time of Hajj. Approaching the Blessed 
Hujratu ’sh-Sharifah crawling he would await the sign of his acceptance: the doors of 
the Hujrah would open of themselves. Still crawling, he would enter with perfect 
manners and proceed to dust and clean the room. Then, with fresh rose oil from roses 
grown especially for this purpose in Isparta, he would wash the surface of the grave 
and its floor. For the Ottoman sultans, this was the highest honor, and for their 
honoring the God’s Messenger, God honored them with steadfast rule, respect and 
dignity before the world for over 500 years. Today the Blessed Rawdah has not been 
cleaned in many years and the dust has been left to accumulate inside the maqam. 

Etiquette in the Rawdah 

A visitor should not raise his voice in the Mosque as a sign of politeness with the 
Messenger of God's Lowering one’s voice is also a sign of obedience to the words 
of the Almighty God: 
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O ye who believe ! Raise not your voices above the voice of the Prophet, nor speak aloud 
to him in talk, as ye may speak aloud to one another, lest your deeds become vain and ye 
perceive not. Of those who lower their voices in the presence of God's Messenger, their 
hearts has God tested for piety: for them is forgiveness and a great reward. (49:2-3) 

This is a warning to those who raise their voices in the presence of God's Messenger, 
that God will render their deeds vain and void and will not reward them. 

It has been narrated that AbCi Bakr as-Siddiq used to say, "There should be no 
raising of voices in the presence of a prophet, whether dead or alive." 

Hearing the sound of a tent peg or a nail being hammered in the neighboring houses, 
'A'ishah % dispatched them a messenger saying, "Do not hurt God's Messenger f§." 
'Umar bin al-Khattab heard two men raising their voices in the Mosque of the 
Prophet M- At this he asked them, "Where do you come from?" They answered, 
"From Taif." Thereupon he said, "Had you been from Madinah, I would have 
punished you. No voice should be raised in this Mosque of ours." 

Qadi 'Iyad expresses the consensus of Muslims that the site of the Prophet's grave is 
the holiest site on earth. 311 Thus the visitation to the Prophet H (ziyarah) is of crucial 
importance to every believer, and to pray in the masjid of the Prophet M is also very 
important. The Prophet fg said, "Between my grave and my pulpit lies a grove from 
the groves of Paradise." 314 


CONDUCT OF ENTERING THE MOSQUE OF THE HOLY PROPHET jj 
When you enter al-Haram ash-Sharif, take your rniswak and make Sunnat al-istiyak 
saying, Allahumma tahir qalbi min ash-shirki wa 'n-nifaq (O God, purify my heart 
from the lesser association with You and from hypocrisy). For men it is preferred to 
enter from Bab ar-Rahmah (Door of Mercy), the door of Sayyidina Abu Bakr 4b Bab 
as-Salam (Door of Peace), Bab Jibril SK3 (Door of Archangel Gabriel), Bab Fatimata 'z- 
Zahrah 4» (Door of Fatima, daughter of the Prophet §£)■ For women there is no choice, 
they have to enter through one special door. Before entering stand still and recite 
greetings on the Prophet and his caliphs, his children, the Sahaba of the Prophet M 


and on awliyaullah, especially your shaykh, in the following 

manner:

If you are coming at the time of prayer, enter 
the Mosque from any door, pray first with the congregation, then make your visit to 
the Prophet M after finishing the prayers.

The one in the 
middle which has a large hole and two small holes is the grave of Sayyidina 
Muhammad §$ and directly behind his grave, at his feet is the grave of Sayyidina Abu 
Bakr Sayyidina Umar is buried at the feet of Sayyidina Abu Bakr

Recite Shahadah three times and the remainder of the adab of the Naqshbandi Order, 
leaving out the dhikr. This will take from ten minutes. Following the adab pray two 
rak'at, and then to invoke God seeking whatever you like.

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DAILY CONDUCT 

It was the custom of Mawlana Shaykh Nazim to perform these devotions a half-hour 
after Fajr prayer, when it would be less crowded. During the Hajj season, however, it 
is always crowded. Still, there are some times that are better than others. One of 
these is the period after Duha (mid-day), until the time of Zuhr prayer (9 a.m. to 
noon). The other is the period between Zuhr and 'Asr prayers, because people then 
go to eat and take an afternoon nap. During that time, ladies— but not men— can 
enter the Rawdah, so this is the best time for them to perform these devotions. 

It is recommended to visit the Prophet 5g every day as long as you are staying in 
Madmah. For those with a higher level of aspiration, it is strongly advised to make 
one ziyarah of Prophet M in the morning and one in the evening. 


The murid should try to hold fast to as much as of the above aspects of adab as 
possible, but should not worry if some parts of it are missed. 

Finally keep in mind you must control your ego as much as possible. If you get angry 
quickly take a shower and ask forgiveness from God and seek the Prophet's M asking 
forgiveness on your behalf. 

FAREWELL VISITATION 

When the time comes for you to leave Madinah, on your last day in the city, you 
make ziyarah and you ask permission from the Prophet M to travel. 

Perform the Farewell Visitation of the Prophet M (ziyaratu T-wada') and then you set 
forth. 

Holy Places of Visitation in Madinah 

SEEKING BLESSINGS BY MEANS OF PLACES THE PROPHET M VISITED 

(TABARRUK) 

Abu Burda narrated: 

When I came to Madmah, I met 'Abd Allah bin Salam. He said, "Will you 
come to me so that I may serve you with sawiq (i.e. powdered barley) and 
dates, and let you enter a (blessed) house in which the Prophet entered?. . ." 
Thus to visit any location where the Prophet's M blessed feet touched the earth, was 
touched by his holy hand or his breath entered is to take blessings. For that reason, 
the entire earth of Madinah, its air and its water are blessed. 
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The Prophet of God M, invoked: 

0 God! Make us love Madlnah as much as we love Mecca or even more. Make 
it sound and bless us in its sa ' and its mudd (units of measure used in 
Madlnah). . . 316 

As the Prophet M asked God's Blessings on the city and its fruits, then Madinah must 
be full of blessing, as his supplication is an or answered prayer (du'a mustajab). 
Therefore, it is common practice for pilgrims to purchase dates from Madinah for the 
blessings, and to bring them back home to share among those who could not make 
the pilgrimage. It is said that there remain living some of the date palms planted by 
the Holy Prophet M himself. 

THE GRAVEYARD BAQT AL-GHARQAD 
The term Baqi' signifies soft land void of stones. This is the sort of land in which 
graves are commonly dug. Madinah has several places of that sort, such as: Baqi' of 
al-Zubair, Baqi' of al-Khail, and others. 

God's Messenger went out frequently at night to visit Baqi' al-Gharqad and to pray 
for its dwellers. He used to say, "Peace be upon you, O abode of Believers" or "Peace 
be upon the believing men and women dwelling here. May Allah grant mercy to 
those from among us who passed away and those who are to come after us. 
Certainly, Allah willing, we will join you." 317 
It has been narrated that the Prophet M said: 

1 am the first person for whom the earth will split asunder on the Day of Judgment. This 
means that I am the first to be resurrected. Then, 1, Abii Bakr and 'Umar will head for 
the people of Baqi' who will be resurrected and followed by the people of Mecca. 
Thereupon, I ivill be resurrected between the Two Mosques 318 

About ten thousand Companions have been buried in Madinah 4fc. 


It is desirable that one go daily to the cemetery of Baqi', but particularly on Friday; 
before the visit, one should first pronounce greetings on the Prophet M-

Then he visits the visible graves there, such as that of Ibrahim, 'Uthman, al-' Abbas, al- 
Hasan the son of 'All, 'All the son of al-Husayn, Muhammad ibn 'All, Ja'far ibn 
Muhammad, and others *. The last stop would be the grave of Safiyya %, the Aunt of 
God's Messenger ft;. It has been established in numerous sound hadiths that there is 
merit in the graves of the Baqi' and in visiting them. 

THE QUBA MOSQUE 

It was the first mosque to be built in Madinah. God praised this Mosque and those 
who maintained it: 

There is a Mosque whose foundation was laid from the first day on Piety; it is more 
worthy of thy standing forth [for Prayer] therein. In it are men who love to be purified, 
and God loveth those who make themselves pure. (9:108) 

Thereupon, the Prophet M said to them, "What is the good thing you are performing in 
this Mosque that Allah has so highly praised you?" They said, "We use both stone and 
water for purification. " 319 

It has been narrated that the Prophet used to ride his camel and visit Quba every 
Saturday and Monday. The Prophet ft said, "Whoever performs ablution at home, then 
comes to Quba Mosque to perform Prayer therein, will get the reward as for ‘Umrah. " 32 ° 

It has also been reported that the Prophet M said, "Whoever prays in Quba Mosque on 
Monday and Thursday is given the reivard as for ‘Umrah .’’ 321 

It is recommended to visit the well of Aris, which is located by the mosque of Quba, 
and drink from its water and perform ablution with it. 

It is desirable that one visit all the sites of significance in Islam. There are 
approximately thirty such places, and they are known to the inhabitants of Madinah. 
The pilgrim should visit as many as he can.

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SEVEN MOSQUES 

Masjid Qiblatain: In this mosque, God directed Prophet Muhammad li, who was in 
the middle of prayers along with his Companions, to turn his face from Islam's first 
Qiblah (Baitu 'l-Maqdis) towards the Ka'bah in Masjid al-Haram in the verse: 

"Verily! We have seen the turning of your face toioards the heaven. Surely, We shall 
turn you to a Qiblah that shall please you, so turn your face in the direction of al-Masjid 
al-Haram. ..." (2:144). 

That is why this mosque is known as a mosque with two Qiblas. 

Masjid Jum'ah: This mosque was built at a place where the Prophet offered his first 
Jum'ah prayer in Madlnah. 

Masjid Ghamamah: This mosque is not far from Masjid an-Nabi. The Prophet fg used 
to offer his the prayers of the two Eids here. Once the Prophet M led prayer for rain 
(istasqa) in it and suddenly clouds appeared and it started raining, hence the name 
ghamama (clouds). 

Masjid Fatima, Masjid Abu Bakr, Masjid Umar Faruq and Masjid 'AH: These four 
mosques are near Masjid Ghamamah. 

BADR 

The plain and dune of Badr is 32 kilometers southwest of Madlnah where the first 
battle between 313 Muslims and 1,000 Quraish of Makkah took place in 624 A.D. The 
Muslims had 70 camels and two horses whereas the Quraish had a cavalry of 200 
horses and 700 camels. They were superior in weapons as well, but Muslims were 
victorious because they were strong in morale and strategy due to the presence of the 
Holy Prophet's M leadership. 

UHUD MOUNTAIN 

About seven kilometers to the north of Madlnah, the famous battle of Uhud was 
fought here. Sayyidina Hamza 4 > the Holy Prophet's uncle and other companions are 
buried at the foot of the mountain. 

It is reported that the Prophet §S said, "Uhud is a mountain which loves us and we

WATER- WELLS OF THE PROPHET M 

It is a blessing to visit the wells where the Prophet M used to perform ablution and 
wash.

Additionally the visitor can ask the mutawaf to assist you in Madinah to visit the 
seven mosques, the many cemeteries, wells and other locations of historical 
significance.
